ing  his  part  of  the  load,  and  while  the  words,  "A  kicking  horse 
never  pulls,"  only  served,  at  the  moment,  to  increase  his  anger, 
they  stayed  with  him  all  through  the  evening  as  he  tarried  at 
home  while  his  wife  sat  in  her  usual  place  at  church. 

It  wa^  a  hard  week.  The  treasurer  was  fighting  the  battle 
of  his  life.  Fortunately  at  heart  he  was  a  good  and  just  man 
and  one  who  feared  God.  Little  by  little  the  reasonableness  of 
what  the  pastor  had  said  on  that  Sunday  became  a  conviction. 

Finally  he  said  to  himself,  "Yes,  I'm  willing  to  pray  over 
it."  Then  he  even  got  so  far  as  to  be  willing  to  read  the  tract 
which  in  his  wrath  he  had  jammed  down  in  his  pocket  on  that 
Sunday  morning.  But  it  wasn't  easy,  nevertheless,  to  go  to 
church  when  the  Sabbath  rolled  around.  Indeed  it  is  an  even 
chance  that  had  he  known  before  hand  the  content  of  the  preach- 
er's sermon,  his  would  have  been  an  empty  place. 

But  he  was  there,  and  a  second  time  came  the  pastor's  ap- 
peal to  mean  business  about  Christ's  big  business. 

"Christ  claims  first  place  in  one's  life  and  how  can  a  man 
give  first  place,"  said  the  pastor,  "to  Christ  and  His  programme 
until  he  is  ready  to  give  Him  first  place  in  his  pocketbook? 
These  were  vital  principles  under  the  old  Jewish  law  of  the  tithe. 
The  old  Jews  were  commanded  to  pay  the  first  tenth  to  God,  be- 
cause it  helped  them  to  recognize  God's  first  claim  on  everjrthing. 
Surely  those  of  us  who  really  will  put  Christianity  first,  and 
mean  it,  will  not  hesitate  to  covenant  to  pay  Him  at  least  the 
tenth  and  let  it  be  the  first  tenth.  It  will  serve  as  a  pledge  to 
Jesus  Christ  that  we  mean  to  keep  Him  and  His  Kingdom  first." 

If  the  church  treasurer  had  not  settled  it,  he  certainly  did 
settle  it  while  the  congregation  was  singing : 

"I'll  go  where  you  want  me  to  go,  dear  Lord, 
I'll  do  what  you  want  me  to  do." 

For  when  the  pastor  gave  the  invitation  to  those  who  meant 
business  about  Christ's  big  business  to  the  place  where  they 
were  ready  to  sign  the  covenant  to  tithe,  to  come  forward  and  do 
so,  the  church  treasurer  was  the  first  man  on  the  spot. 

Three  lessons  we  can  point  out  briefly  from  this  story: 

First:  That  Christ  wants  us  to  mean  business  about  His 
big  business  of  reconstructing  the  world.  No  getting  around 
this:   "Seek  ye  first  the  Kingdom  of  God."   Matt.  6:24,  33. 

Second:  We  can't  really  be  sure  we  mean  business  about 
Christ's  business  until  we  are  ready  to  "consecrate"  our  pocket- 
books  as  a  part  of  ourselves. 

Third :  You  can't  really  be  sure  that  your  pocketbook  is  on 
the  altar  until  you  are  ready  regularly  to  pay  to  Christ's  work  at 
least  the  "first  fruit"  of  your  income  to  prove  it.  To  pay  a  tithe 
is  to  say,  "Lord  Jesus,  I  consecrate  my  all  to  Thy  big  task,  and 
here  is  my  tenth  to  show  Thee  that  I  mean  it."

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The  Church  Treasurer  Who  Got  Mad

It  is  not  a  common  thing  for  church  treasurers  to  get  mad, 
but  here  is  the  story  of  one  who  did. 

The  occasion  was  the  new  pastor's  sermon  and  it  made  such 
an  impression  on  the  treasurer  that  when  it  was  over,  refusing 
to  shake  hands  with  the  preacher,  he  stamped  out  of  church  and 
went  home  to  give  vent  to  his  feelings. 

Now  the  sermon  that  morning  was  a  straight-from-the- 
shoulder  appeal  for  business-like  methods  of  supporting  the 
Church  of  Christ.  The  preacher  called  the  Kingdom  business 
"the  biggest  of  big  business."  He  pictured  the  need  of  the  world 
and  Christ's  often-forgotten  programme  to  save  it.  Then  he 
pointed  out  that  you  can  generally  tell  the  genuineness  of  a  man's 
interest  in  the  Kingdom  by  the  way  he  puts  his  money  in.  Then 
he  told  how  some  frequently  used  schemes  of  raising  money  were 
not  only  unbusinesslike,  but  were  trifling  with  the  great  pro- 
gramme of  salvation.  * 

Finally  the  pastor  came  to  the  climax  of  his  appeal,  insist- 
ing with  great  earnestness  that  a  man  should  realize  that  he  is 
a  steward  of  God  and  that  it  is  poor  stewardship  to  pay  to 
Christ's  Church  what  one  thinks  he  can  afford  after  all  other 
calls  have  been  met.  He  said  that  the  Lord  wanted  the  "first 
fruits,"  that  a  man  really  ought  to  put  Christianity  first  and  he 
should  plan  to  set  aside  regularly  a  definite  percentage  of  his 
income  for  the  support  of  the  Church  and  Kingdom.  That  per- 
centage ought  to  be  at  least  one-tenth — for  the  old  Jews  did  as 
well  as  that. 

This  was  the  point  when  the  church  treasurer's  wrath 
reached  the  high  spot.  He  could  hardly  wait  to  get  into  the  house 
before  he  began : 

"That  preacher  needn't  think  we  don't  know  how  to  give. 
He  needn't  worry  about  his  salary,  either.  We've  always  paid 
our  minister,  and  we  always  will.  He  wants  an  increase ;  that's 
what's  the  matter  with  him!    But  he  can't  get  it." 

By  this  time  the  wife  was  making  some  meek  protest,  but 
he  went  on :  "Why,  last  year  I  gave  $70  when  you  figure  it  all  up. 
The  idea  of  suggesting  that  a  man  ought  to  give  ten  per  cent  of 
his  salary!   What  will  he  have  left  for  himself?" 

Perhaps  the  Lord  didn't  have  anything  to  do  with  it;  but 
anyway  when  the  treasurer's  breath  gave  out  and  he  sought  re- 
lief in  scanning  a  paper,  his  eyes  fell  full  on  somebody's 
philosophy : 

"A  kicking  horse  never  pulls." 

Now  it  happened  that  he  had  always  prided  himself  on  pull-

MONEY  AS  A  BY-PRODUCT 

Much  of  the  usual  tithe-talk  revolves  about  money;  the 
money  we  owe ;  the  way  it  should  be  paid ;  and,  most  of  all,  how 
it  will  come  rolling  into  the  Church's  coffers  as  the  tithers  in- 
crease in  money  and  prosperity. 

All  of  which  is  true  enough.  But  money  is  not  the  first  or 
the  greatest  result  of  accepting  the  tithe  obligation.  Money  is 
only  a  by-product  of  tithing. 

The  average  Christian,  and,  I  think,  the  average  minister, 
think  about  giving  to  religious  work  as  a  sort  of  piety-ther- 
mometer. Like  reading  the  Bible,  or  taking  time  for  prayer,  the 
more  of  all  this  we  do,  the  better. 

But  when  we  think  of  the  tithe  as  being  God's  plan  for  tak- 
ing us  into  partnership,  we  are  not  dealing  with  the  vague  idea 
of  being  a  better  Christian.  It  is  something  definite,  like  joining 
the  Church.  Either  I  am  a  Church  member  or  I  am  not.  Either 
I  pay  the  tithe  or  I  don't. 

That  is  all  as  it  should  be.  The  trouble  comes  when  the 
harrassed  pastor  or  Church  committee  see,  as  they  do  in  the  first 
moment  of  looking  at  the  tithe,  that  here  is  a  door  of  escape 
from  all  their  woes. 

The  tithe  does  produce  revenue,  but  that  is  not  its  chief 
glory,  nor  even  that  it  produces  larger  revenue  than  the  old 
absence  of  method.  The  tithe's  chief  glory  is  that  it  is  abso- 
lutely in  accord  with  the  program  of  our  faith. 

Now,  money  is  personal,  in  a  most  intimate  sense.  It 
serves  the  possessor  in  a  thousand  ways. 

Well,  if  as  a  disciple  of  Jesus  I  put  his  authority  first,  as  a 
Golden  Rule  Christian,  must  I  not  Christianize  my  money  ? 

The  only  way  to  do  that  is  to  admit  God's  first  claim  on  it, 
as  he  has  on  me.  In  other  words,  to  pay  him  the  tithe.  Not  as  a 
money-getter  for  the  Church,  but  to  make  me  a  Christian  all  the 
way  through. 

The  world  has  tried  for  centuries  to  run  its  affairs  on  the 
principle  of  "looking  out  for  Number  One,"  and  has  made  a  poor 
job  out  of  it. 

Christ's  program  shifts  the  emphasis:  "Seek  ye  first  the 
Kingdom  of  God."  Of  course,  "all  these  things  shall  be  added 
unto  you." 

But  that  is  not  the  main  product  of  Christianity.  The  King- 
dom is  the  great  object  and  outcome.  The  Christian's  well-being 
is  its  inevitable  by-product.  So  is  it  with  the  tithe.  Obedience, 
here  as  elsewhere,  produces  blessing  both  spiritual  and  temporal.

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A  Newspaper  Man  Tells  Why  He  Tithes

Mr.  Quillen  is  a  well-known  newspaper  man  whose  writings 
have  been  syndicated  and  distributed  very  widely.  He  is  a  fre- 
quent contributor  to  popular  magazines.  The  following  was 
written  at  the  request  of  the  United  Stewardship  Council,  the 
interdenominational  organization  for  promotion  of  Christian 
stewardship. 

"God's  plan  is  the  sensible  and  business-like  plan.  At  the 
end  of  each  month  I  know  to  a  dollar  the  amount  of  my  earnings, 
and  one-tenth  of  that  amount  is  set  apart  as  God's  share,  to  be 
used  in  his  work.  It  isn't  a  large  sum,  but  it  has  increased  in 
size  every. year  since  I  began  to  tithe,  and  I  am  old-fashioned 
enough  to  believe  that  God  had  much  to  do  with  the  increase. 

"I  was  once  asked  in  a  meeting  of  tithers,  if  the  payment  of 
the  tithe  had  not  brought  me  a  spiritual  blessing,  and  I  answered 
frankly  that  I  did  not  know.  I  do  not  know  how  to  define  a 
spiritual  blessing.  It  is  a  careless  term,  much  misused.  At  any 
rate,  I  am  content  to  consider  the  matter  as  a  cold-blooded  busi- 
ness proposition  and  leave  the  discussion  of  the  spiritual  side  to 
those  more  competent  to  understand  it. 

"Running  God's  business  is  much  like  running  any  other 
business.  You  cannot  foot  the  bills  unless  the  cash  comes  in.  And 
the  greater  the  amount  of  cash  coming  in,  the  more  you  can 
expand  the  business. 

"I  think  one  great  weakness  of  the  church  is  too  much  senti- 
ment and  not  enough  sound  business  sense — ^too  much  joy  in  the 
fact  of  heaven  and  not  enough  sane  effort  to  make  earth  a  little 
more  like  heaven.  My  own  opinion  is  that  songs  of  praise  cause 
much  less  rejoicing  in  heaven  than  an  organized  effort  to  relieve 
the  sufferings  of  humanity. 

"Christ  drew  but  one  picture  of  the  judgment,  and  there  he 
pictured  men  condemned  because  they  had  not  ministered  to 
their  fellows,  and  others  rewarded,  because  in  serving  humanity 
they  served  Christ.  It  should  be  clear  enough,  therefore,  that 
man  best  serves  God  by  serving  his  fellows. 

"If  this  be  true,  charities  of  every  nature  are  the  peculiar 
province  of  the  church  of  Christ  and  not  of  secular  organizations. 

"It  will  be  answered  at  once  that  the  church  has  not  the 
money  to  handle  these  matters.  Certainly  it  hasn't.  And  it  never 
will  have  until  it  adopts  God's  reasonable  plan.  And  it  never 
will  have  the  prestige  it  should  have  until  it  follows  in  Christ's 
footsteps  and  goes  about  doing  good. 

"If  every  professing  Christian  paid  a  tenth  of  his  earnings 
into  the  church,  and  the  hungry,  the  sick,  the  maimed  and  the 
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The  Co-chairman  Couples,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Glenn  Miller,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Carter  D. 
Palmer,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Alan  Bell,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hugh  Rice,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Robert 
Ashe,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  C.  E.  Fuchshuber,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Don  Eyer,  are  to  have  general 
supervision  over  this  program  which  begins  October  2nd,  World  Communion  Sun- 
day. Leaders  for  this  period  have  bee.n  carefully  chosen.  As  the  Church  Roster 
is  divided  into  groups  of  ten,  these  leaders  will  become  your  best  friends  during 
this  period  of  Devotion.

tithing  while  in  debt  has  been  that  with  the  remaining  nine- 
tenths  they  were  able  to  pay  their  other  debts  more  easily  and 
promptly  than  they  had  previously  succeeded  in  doing. 

'Is  the  tenth  all  I  should  give?'* 

I  have  never  known,  nor  heard  of,  anyone  who  did  not  give 
more  than  the  tenth  after  practicing  tithing  for  a  year  or  two. 
Have  you?  Tithers  call  all  beyond  the  tenth  "Free  Will  Offer- 
ings.'*  But  talk  of  giving  more  than  the  tenth  by  or  to  those  who 
do  not  believe  in  and  practice  tithing,  is  like  trying  to  solve  prob- 
lems in  mathematics  by  people  who  have  not  learned  and  do  not 
believe  in  the  multiplication  table. 

^'Suppose  I  am  able  to  support  my  family  only  by  close  econ- 
omy; should  I  pay  one-tenth?'' 

Yes.  And  if  for  no  other  reason  than  because  the  remaining 
nine-tenths  will  go  further. 

''Strange  logic  that.   Can  it  really  be  true?" 

I  believe  it  to  be  absolutely  true,  and  the  reasons  are  based 
on  the  personal  testimony  of  thousands,  who  have  tested  it. 
Will  you  not  try  it  and  prove  its  truthfulness?  Now,  I  admit 
that  if  you  should  do  it  for  this  purpose  only,  you  would,  or  at 
least  ought  to  be,  disappointed.  But  I  take  it  for  granted  that  you 
are  a  Christian,  that  you  do  want  to  honor  God  with  your  sub- 
stance, that  you  do  trust  His  promises,  and  that  you  want  to  do 
your  duty.  With  these  motives  you  will  not  be  disappointed. 

"To  what  objects  should  I  devote  the  tenth  of  my  income?" 

The  most  comprehensive  and,  to  me,  satisfactory  answer  is 
that  it  can  be  properly  applied  to  every  cause  which  has  for  its 
object  the  upbuilding  and  advancement  of  Christ's  Kingdom, 
commencing  with  the  free,  strong  and  hearty  support  of  your 
own  church  and  pastor. 

"What  does  the  advancement  of  Christ's  Kingdom  include?" 

In  my  opinion  it  includes  anything  you  give  without  ex- 
pectation or  hope  of  repayment,  or  even  partial  pecuniary  re- 
ward, for  the  purpose  of  making  people  purer,  better  and  hap- 
pier through  faith  in  Christ  and  faith  in  you  as  an  unselfish 
follower  of  Christ. 

"Suppose  that  for  the  present  I  am  not  quite  decided  to 
adopt  tithing  my  income,  but  that  I  resolve  to  be  more  liberal. 
Will  not  that  answer?" 

Liberal  in  what?  Paying  only  a  portion  of  your  debt?  You 
owe  the  tithe.  Liberality  does  not  commence  until  that  has  been 
paid. 

"Why  is  tithing  an  antidote  to  selfishness?" 

Because  when  you  tithe  your  income  as  it  is  received,  you 
put  God  first.  When  you  refuse  to  tithe,  or,  in  other  words,  when 
you  refuse  to  devote  in  advance  a  definite  proportion  of  your 
income  to  God's  service  and  work,  you  put  self  first.  There  is  no 
middle  ground.

How  to  Tithe  and  Why 

By  THOMAS  KANE 

One  of  the  famous  original  Kane  tracts.  It  has  been  read  by  millions. 


"When  should  I  commence  tithing  my  income?'' 

Now — ^to-day.  Count  what  income  you  have  on  hand  and 
put  aside  one-tenth  of  it.  Add  to  this  one-tenth  of  all  you 
receive  from  day  to  day,  week  to  week,  or  month  to  month  and 
draw  from  this  fund  as  you  have  calls  for  aid  in  behalf  of 
Christian  work. 

''Do  you  recommend  this  as  the  best  method?'' 

Yes,  for  most  people;  especially  farmers,  men  and  women 
on  salaries,  wage  workers  and  all  persons  who  are  not  accus- 
tomed to  keeping  accounts.  Professional  men,  tradesmen  and 
business  men  who  keep  a  record  of  their  income  and  expenses 
prefer,  as  a  rule,  to  open  a  "Tenth"  or  "Tithing  Account," 
crediting  this  account  with  one-tenth  of  their  entire  net  income 
and  charging  it  with  all  paid  out  for  Christian  work. 

"What  constitutes  my  net  income?" 

If  you  are  a  farmer,  it  is  all  the  money  you  receive  for  the 
products  of  your  farm  and  the  cash  value  of  all  your  family 
consumes.  From  this  gross  amount  it  is  right  to  deduct  before 
tithing,  all  money  paid  for  hired  help,  seed,  feed,  taxes,  insur- 
ance, etc.;  also  the  cash  outlay  for  repairs  on  buildings,  farm 
implements,  etc. 

If  you  are  a  physician  your  net  income  is  your  entire  in- 
come less  your  professional  expenses  such  as  office  rent,  medi- 
cines, cost  of  keeping  a  horse  or  a  machine,  etc. 

If  you  are  a  minister,  it  is  the  total  amount  you  receive  less 
traveling  and  other  expenses  connected  with  your  parish  and 
ministerial  duties. 

If  you  are  a  merchant  or  a  manufacturer  or  a  banker,  of 
course  you  keep  accurate  accounts.  Your  net  income  is  the  gross 
profits  of  your  business  less  strictly  business,  but  not  family  or 
personal  expenses. 

If  you  are  a  mechanic,  or  employe  and  wage-worker  in  any 
capacity,  whether  by  the  day,  month  or  year,  your  net  income  is 
your  total  income  less  legitimate  business  expenses  connected 
with  your  work,  such  as  car  fare,  etc. 

"Suppose  I  am  in  debt.  Should  I  not  pay  my  debts  before 
tithing  my  income?" 

No.  As  well  talk  about  not  paying  the  interest  on  the  money 
you  borrow  to  use  in  business  because  you  owe  your  grocer  or 
other  debts.  Your  Tithe  is  of  all  debts  the  most  sacred.  Under 
such  a  rule,  all  you  would  have  to  do  to  escape  all  obligations  to 
give  or  pay  anything  would  be  to  keep  in  debt.  Besides  (the  uni- 
versal experience  of  the  very  large  number  who  have  commenced

There  are  five  steps  on  which  folks  stop  in  their  financial 
relation  to  God.   They  are: 

The  Tip  Step — They  give  God  a  dime  as  they  do  the  girl  that  checks  their 
hat.  They  may  even  give  a  quarter,  and  equal  their  gratuity  to  the  porter 
or  w^aiter  at  their  club.  Surely  God  is  not  pleased  by  such  ungratefulness 
for  His  blessings. 

The  Amusement  Step — These  folks  give  when,  or  if,  they  attend  church. 
It  is  on  the  same  level  as  their  patronage  of  the  theatre  or  baseball  park. 
Others  may  support  the  church  fifty- two  weeks  a  year.  They  pay  only 
when  they  go,  or  as  a  government  official  once  put  on  his  pledge  card,  "$5. 
per  week,  when  I  come".    Can  we  hope  for  God's  blessing  on  such  giving? 

The  Promise  Step — ^It  is  a  well  known  fact  that  many  pledge  that  which 
they  never  even  try  to  pay.  They  impress  the  church  Canvassers  with  their 
false  "generosity"  and  do  not  hesitate  to  let  others  know  how  much  "we 
pledge".  What  God  thinks  of  this  is  found  in  the  story  of  Ananias  and 
Sapphira  who  made  a  pledge,  had  the  money  to  pay  it  and  then  held  out 
on  God.  They  were  accused  of  lying  to  the  Holy  Spirit,  and  their  punish- 
ment was  death.     False  promises  do  not  merit  His  blessing. 

The  Tithe  Step — Some  believe  the  law  of  the  tithe  to  be  God's  plan  for 
all  time  and  therefore  binding  on  Christians.  Honesty  requires  them  to  pay 
it.  Others  accept  it  as  a  fair  and  reasonable  plan  for  recognizing  His 
ownership  and  their  stewardship.  But  whether  we  consider  it  an  obligation 
or  a  privilege,  surely  we  ought  not  to  do  less  as  Christians  than  was  re- 
quired by  the  law.  At  any  rate,  God's  challenge  has  never  been  recalled, 
"prove  me  .  .  .  and  see  if  I  will  not  pour  out  a  blessing". 

The  Tithe  and  Offerings  Step — The  tithe  of  old  was  the  measure  of 
honesty,  but  the  offerings  the  evidence  of  love.  God,  speaking  through 
Malachi,  said,  "Ye  have  robbed  me  in  tithes  and  offerings.'^  The  tithe 
places  rich  and  poor  on  the  same  plane.  The  offerings  above  the  tithe  en- 
ables the  one  of  large  means  to  show  his  true  appreciation  of  his  greater 
blessings.  May  it  not  be  that  God  is  saying  to  you  today  as  was  said  to 
one  of  old  who  was  occupying  a  lower  place  than  he  should  have  been, 
"Friend,  go  up  higher".

come  first.'  ^Af ter  time,  attention,  energy,  money  have  been  given 
to  other  things,  if  there  be  any  left  the  Kingdom  may  get  it. 
God  takes  last  place  instead  of  first.  The  main  object,  therefore, 
must  be  to  REVERSE  THE  ORDER.  When  a  man  is  asked  to 
become  a  tither,  he  is  asked  to  establish  as  a  life  principle  the 
habit  of  putting  God  first.  This,  of  course,  gets  the  tithe,  but  it 
does  vastly  more;  it  gets  the  tither.  It  creates  a  new  race  of 
Christians  who  put  God  and  His  Kingdom  where  they  rightfully 
belong— FIRST. 

2.  To  teach  men  to  recognize  and  acknowledge  God's  own- 
ership. God  owns  the  property,  land,  money  and  income  which 
we  call  our  own.  It  is  God's  world.  The  gold  and  the  silver  be- 
long to  Him.  This  point  many  church  members  do  not  and  will 
not  recognize,  much  less  acknowledge.  Here  the  tithing  system 
is  vital.  The  teaching  is  that  the  tithe  in  a  special  sense  belongs 
to  God.  We  therefore  do  not  ask  a  man  to  tithe  to  pay  the 
preacher,  or  the  debt,  but  we  ask  him  to  pay  to  God  what  al- 
ready belongs  to  Him.  If  a  Christian  will  recognize  God's  own- 
ership of  the  tithe,  he  will  recognize  God's  ownership  of  all. 

3.  To  teach  men  that  God's  ratio  of  giving  is  the  tenth.  On 
this  point  much  teaching  is  necessary.  Some  have  given  when 
they  felt  like  it,  and  most  of  the  time  they  don't  feel  like  it. 
Others  give  what  their  fathers  and  grandfathers  gave.  Others 
give  as  little  as  possible  and  still  maintain  a  semblance  of  re- 
ligious self-respect.  Some  give  less  than  one  per  cent ;  some  less 
than  five  per  cent.  But  God's  ratio  through  the  ages  has  always 
been  the  one-tenth. 

4.  To  teach  that  tithing  is  an  act  of  worship.  Someone  has 
said  that  worship  is  self -giving  to  God.  A  man's  money  is  a  part 
of  himself,  his  brain,  his  brawn,  his  energy.  When  he  gives 
money  he  give^  a  part  of  himself  back  to  God.  His  tithe  is  not 
merely  answering  a  temporary  financial  call;  it  is  given  as  an 
act  of  worship.  He  goes  to  the  Lord's  house  on  the  Lord's  day, 
he  mingles  with  the  Lord's  people,  he  partakes  of  the  Lord's 
Supper,  and  he  puts  into  the  Lord's  treasury  the  Lord's  money. 
It  is  a  supreme  act  of  worship.  Now,  if  a  campaign  on  the  tith- 
ing system  is  put  upon  this  high  plane,  the  money  will  come,  to 
be  sure,  but  a  greater  result  will  follow.  The  whole  church  will 
be  lifted.  Out  of  selfish,  negligent,  self-satisfied  churches  can  be 
made  real  churches  of  Jesus  Christ. 

The  MAIN  DRIVE,  therefore,  is  to  secure,  not  the  tithe,  but 
the  tither;  not  the  gift,  but  the  giver;  not  the  money,  but  the 
man ;  not  the  possession,  but  the  possessor. 

"To  press  the  principle  of  the  tithe  to  secure  ready  money 
is  to  do  violence  against  God's  purpose  as  well  as  against  the 
tither.  Preaching  high  truth  for  revenue  only  awakens  sus- 
picion. We  must  not  cheapen  a  great  message."

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The  Tithe  Is-;  the  Tithe  Is  Not-!

Most  churches  are  looking  for  some  panacea  to  cure  their 
financial  ills.  Almost  any  feasible  plan  will  be  eagerly  seized 
upon  by  despairing  church  Boards. 

Now  we  are  having  an  agitation  of  the  tithing  system. 
Many  will  plan  to  inaugurate  it  in  their  churches.  The  testi- 
monies are  so  overwhelmingly  conclusive  that  the  tithing  system 
will  produce  the  money,  that  short-sighted  preachers  and 
churches  may  hastily  try  it  out.  Their  reasoning  will  be  about 
as  follows:  "Other  plans  have  not  produced  the  money;  we 
need  the  money.  The  tithing  system  will  produce  the  money ;  we 
will  inaugurate  the  tithing  system  in  order  to  get  the  money." 
Thus  the  main  point  is  missed  entirely. 

What  the  Purpose  Is  Not 

1.  It  is  not  to  get  money  to  pay  off  church  debts,  nor  to 
pay  last  year's  deficit,  nor  to  pay  interest  on  money  borrowed  at 
the  bank,  nor  to  pay  the  preacher's  back  salary.  If  any  such 
selfish  low  motive  is  presented  as  a  reason  for  starting  the  tith- 
ing system  many  members  will  resent  it  from  the  start. 

2.  It  is  not  merely  a  substitute  for  other  worn-out  methods 
of  attempting  to  raise  money.  To  start  out  with  the  attitude, 
"WeVe  tried  everything  else,  let's  try  this  for  a  while,"  half 
defeats  the  thing  before  it  starts. 

3.  It  is  not  a  cure-all  to  cure  the  many  ills  of  the  church. 
Someone  reads  a  tract  or  hears  a  testimony  of  a  church  wonder- 
fully blessed  by  tithing.  He  quickly  concludes  to  rush  into  the 
plan  with  visions  of  a  full  church  treasury.  The  committee  talks 
money,  the  preacher  talks  money,  the  board  talks  money.  Money 
is  emphasized  out  of  necessity,  because  of  the  stupidity  and  negli- 
gence of  the  past.   Hence  the  main  point  or  purpose  is  missed. 

4.  Primarily  and  fundamentally  the  main  drive  is  not  for 
money  at  all.  To  start  the  tithing  system  on  such  a  low  basis  is 
to  doom  it  in  advance.  The  church  has  been  waiting  for  one 
hundred  years  to  be  taught  a  spiritual  motive  for  giving.  The 
time  has  come  for  the  church  to  launch  a  systematic  and  con- 
tinuous campaign,  teaching  the  high  motives  and  purposes  of 
systematic  stewardship;  these  purposes  and  motives  to  become 
life  principles  among  Christian  people,  financially  expressed  by 
religiously  paying  the  tithe  to  the  work  of  the  Lord. 

What  the  Main  Purpose  or  Motive  Is 

1.  It  is  to  teach  men  to  put  God  and  the  Kingdom  first. 
With  most  professing  Christians  self,  home,  business,  pleasure

object.  When  Sunday  came  around  I  went  to  The  Purse  and  took 
out  the  fixed  sum  I  had  promised  to  give  in  my  envelope.  Par- 
ticular charities  had  always  appealed  to  me,  and  I  had  sent  them 
what  I  happened  to  be  able  to  spare. 

I  knew  what  I  felt  was  the  proportion  I  could  assign  to 
them,  and  I  decided  to  devote  to  them  the  same  amount  I  had  in 
the  past  wrenched  out  with  a  painful  and  painstaking  generosity. 
When  these  fixed  sums  were  settled  I  was  at  liberty  to  do  what 
I  pleased  in  the  way  of  giving  what  was  left  of  the  tithe. 

Until  I  tried  it  I  never  could  have  believed  the  beautiful 
sense  of  freedom  I  experienced.  To  have  the  money  actually  in 
hand  when  a  call  came  was  a  totally  new  sensation. 

The  way  in  which  it  accumulated  was  another  astonishing 
thing.  I  had  never  supposed  a  tithe  could  increase  like  that! 
The  small  wad  of  bills  grew  and  when  there  came  a  call  for  some 
real  need  it  took  little  time  to  make  up  my  mind  what  to  give. 

As  always,  I  had  to  weigh  the  comparative  importance  of 
the  demands,  but  when  this  was  resolved  there  was  no  struggle 
to  determine  where  I  could  cut  down  and  how  I  must  retrench 
in  order  to  make  my  offering. 

The  fact  that  I  have  never  kept  a  systematic  record  of  my 
gifts  prevents  my  ascertaining  if  I  am  bestowing  more  or  less 
than  used  to  be  my  habit.  That  is  not  the  point  under  consider- 
ation. The  great  gain  I  feel  I  have  won  is  in  peace  of  mind.  I 
don't  mean  only  in  the  sense  of  a  duty  fulfilled  and  a  command 
obeyed.  These,  too,  have  their  effect,  but  the  cessation  of  worry 
and  the  relief  from  frequent  and  taxing  decisions  as  to  how 
much  I  can  contribute  stand  out  more  than  all  besides. 

I  must  acknowledge  one  temptation  to  which  I  almost  suc- 
cumbed. My  regular  income  I  had  decided  to  tithe  systematically, 
but  I  had  not  thought  of  unexpected  receipts,  and  when  a  check 
came  for  a  good-sized  sum  that  I  had  not  anticipated  I  was 
rather  disposed  to  put  it  down  to  uncovenanted  mercies  and  to 
feel  that  it  stood  outside  the  compact ;  this  was  an  extra ! 

I  tried  to  think  of  nothing  but  the  respectable  aspect  it  im- 
parted to  my  bank  account  and  the  need  I  had  of  it  all  to  meet 
various  purchases  and  expenses.  And  then  I  began  to  feel 
ashamed.  Was  I  actually  bargaining  with  God?  Was  not  this 
money  his,  too?  All  my  old  arguments  that  had  been  so  satis- 
factory in  times  past  fell  from  me.  The  tenth  of  that  check  did 
not  belong  to  me.  It  must  go  with  the  rest  into  God's  storehouse. 

So  there  is  where  I  stand  and  hope  to  continue  to  stand  on 
the  matter  of  tithing.  I  went  into  it  as  an  experiment;  I  shall 
remain  in  it  as  a  proven  proposition — proven  as  a  means  of 
winning  peace  of  mind,  freedom  from  worry  as  to  duty  and  as 
to  donation ;  proven  in  a  sense  of  satisfaction  in  recognizing  God 
with  one's  substance.  That  is  what  it  means  to  me. 
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To  Me,  It  Has  Proved  Itself

It  was  a  pamphlet  on  stewardship  that  finally  converted  me 
to  tithing.  It  was  "A  Catechism  of  Christian  Stewardship,"  by 
Ralph  S.  Cushman,  and  the  brochure  was  issued  by  the  Inter- 
church  World  Movement  in  connection  with  its  stewardship  cam- 
paign. The  point  was  emphasized  that  all  our  possesions  are 
God's,  that  we  receive  them  from  him,  hold  them  in  trust  for 
him  and  are  responsible  to  him  for  the  use  we  make  of  them. 
The  way  in  which  the  matter  was  phrased  impressed  me. 

I  began  to  think  of  the  wonderful  mercies  I  had  received 
and  was  receiving  every  day.  My  mind  nimbly  plagiarized  the 
saying  that  if  a  man  will  trust  his  wife  with  his  name,  his  honor 
and  his  children  and  will  not  trust  her  with  his  money,  it  is  easy 
to  judge  which  is  to  him  the  most  precious  of  his  possessions. 

If  I  were  willing  to  put  into  God's  keeping  my  heart  and 
soul  and  life  and  those  of  my  dearest  on  earth,  and  yet  held  back 
a  due  proportion  of  my  personal  substance,  did  I  not  imply  that 
this  was  of  more  value  in  my  eyes  than  anything  else?  Could  I 
not  give  to  his  work  at  least  the  tenth  he  had  asked  of  the  Jews? 

Finally,  after  much  pondering,  I  devised  a  compromise.  I 
was  willing  to  try  anything  once.  I  would  give  the  tithing  sys- 
tem a  three  months'  test  and  see  how  it  worked.  So  when  the 
next  installment  of  my  modest  income  was  placed  in  my  hands  I 
took  out  one-tenth  of  it  and  tucked  it  into  a  purse  in  a  private 
drawer  of  my  desk. 

I  confess  that  at  first  it  was  hard  to  get  the  habit.  A  tenth 
looks  like  a  good  deal  when  you  are  not  earning  a  princely  sti- 
pend. Probably  it  seems  even  bigger  if  you  have  a  larger  in- 
come, but  I  did  not  think  of  that. 

I  own  that  I  figured  out  once  or  twice  what  a  neat  little  sum 
I  could  save  for  myself  if  I  put  this  money  into  the  savings  bank 
every  week,  but  my  inconvenient  Biblical  memory  reminded  me 
of  the  condemnation  pronounced  upon  putting  one's  hand  to  the 
plow  and  looking  back. 

But  now  the  other  side  asserted  itself.  Before  I  had  been 
following  the  new  method  for  three  weeks  the  comfort  of  it  be- 
gan to  make  itself  felt.  The  money  I  set  aside  I  simply  con- 
sidered I  did  not  have.  I  reckoned  my  income  to  be  just  that 
much  less  than  I  had  been  receiving,  and  all  I  kept  for  myself 
really  belonged  to  me.  I  could  do  with  it  what  I  chose.  Then 
came  the  first  fruits  of  the  delights  of  the  plan. 

I  did  not  have  to  make  allowance  for  so  much  that  I  must 
put  in  the  plate  or  manage  to  send  to  missions  or  contrive  to 
contribute  to  the  disabled  ministers'  fund  or  to  any  other  pet

a  method,  even  God's  original  method,  for  raising  money.  I  have 
been  watching  it  lift  ideals  and  standards  and  horizons.  It  has  even 
lifted  me  and  raised  my  values.  I  know,  for  I  was  there  when  it 
was  done. 

^  ItlsaFact! 

He  who  runs  through  the  churches  can  read  in  big  letters  why 
some  of  them  are  at  low  ebb.  They  are  cluttered  with  the  junk  of 
money-raising  devices  that  are  neither  impious  nor  immoral,  but  you 
just  watch  them  scrapped  when  the  church  gets  its  nerve  and  begins 
to  tithe!  Are  there  not  churches  so  busy  raising  their  finances  that 
they  can  only  dream  of  getting  out  and  reaching  folks?  To  free  their 
hands  would  be  to  free  their  souls  as  well,  and  would  set  them  going 
for  God.  The  titheless  church  is  likely  to  be  a  nerveless  church;  it 
dare  not  move  unless  the  Aid  Society  chart  the  whole  way  or  some 
rich  member  pave  it  for  them.  Finance  is  a  ball  and  chain  in  many 
a  church.  Tithing  would  give  it  wings  for  leaden  weights. 

Abundant  Proof 

Has  not  Malachi  3:10  been  demonstrated  again  and  again 
among  us?  I  can  mentally  call  the  roll  of  the  churches  that  I  have 
seen  lifted  by  the  tithe.  I  can  call  another  roll  of  people  and  churches 
who  are  being  shriveled  because  they  would  not  squarely  face  the 
step  that  took  faith  and  decision  of  character. 


CONDENSED  "LAYMAN"  EXPERIENCES 

In  my  opinion  children  enjoy  tithing  more  than  older  people.  Of 
one  thing  I  am  sure,  both  by  experience  and  observation,  the  size  or 
amount  of  our  gifts  bears  an  extremely  small  relation  to  the  pleasure 
of  giving.  This  applies  to  people  of  all  ages. 

I  have  never  either  sought  or  received  many  testimonials  from 
wealthy  people  or  large  givers.  What  they  give  is  interesting  as 
news  and  as  we  think  of  the  good  their  large  gifts  will  help  in  hav- 
ing done.  There  is  one  fact  however,  about  them  which  is  of  the 
utmost  interest  and  importance.  \  have  never  known  or  heard  of  a 
giver  of  very  large  amounts  in  this  or  any  other  country  who  did 
not  commence  tithing  very  early  in  life. 

<This  is  a  fitting  place  and  opportune  time  to  put  in  a  single 
sentence  the  experience  of  an  average  lifetime.  I  have  never  seen 
or  known  a  long-faced  tither.  All  I  have  ever  known  wear  smiling 
faces.  Knowing,  as  we  all  do,  that  the  seat  and  source  of  all  real 
happiness  is  within  us,  is  not  this  fact  of  the  utmost  significance? 
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Your  Tithe  is  an  Automatic  Revolver

Of  all  the  plans,  methods,  devices,  schemes,  and  proposals  for 
financing  the  work  of  the  church,  the  tithe  is  the  only  one  which 
always  and  everywhere  collects  itseli! 

This  is  a  pretty  tall  statement,  but  its  reasonableness  can  be 
easily  shown.  There  are  three  proofs,  at  least. 

The  tither  either  keeps  his  tithe  in  a  separate  purse  or  a  box  or 
keeps  an  account  of  his  income,  and  of  his  offerings.  Otherwise  he 
couldn't  possibly  tithe. 

A  pretty  large  proportion  of  non-tithers  keep  no  detailed,  con- 
crete account  of  their  "giving."  They  keep  one  in  their  feelings, 
usually;  but  that  record  operates  like  a  deranged  taximeter:  it  reg- 
isters at  least  twice  for  every  revolution  of  the  wheels.  Few  non- 
tithers  realize  how  little  they  give. 

The  tither  never  looks  at  his  accumulating  tithe  and  thinks  it  too 
large.  If  he  did,  that  moment  he  would  cease  to  be  a  tither. 

The  non-tither  looks  less  frequently  at  his  ability,  and  more  often 
at  the  multiplying  "calls." 

This  is  the  reason  that  an  increase  in  statements  of  need  tends 
to  draw  less  money  out  of  non-tithing  pockets,  by  the  law  of  dimin- 
ishing returns.  Tales  of  need  soon  cease  to  excite  friendly  interest; 
rather  they  irritate  and  dismay,  when  the  individual  has  passed  the 
point  of  giving  "all  he  can  afford." 

The  tither  never  thinks  of  the  tithe  as  his  own,  and  therefore  he 
pays  it  out  promptly  in  behalf  of  its  owner. 

The  non-tither  thinks  of  all  his  money  as  his  own,  until  the  mo- 
ment of  parting  from  it.  So  he  is  inclined  to  delay  the  separation  as 
long  as  possible,  and  postpone  it  to  the  day  of  his  death  if  he  can. 

Among  all  the  innumerable  benefits  of  the  tithe,  O  brethren  who 
fear  its  legalism  and  its  literalism,  is  this:  cheerfully  and  promptly 
and  without  asking  any  discount  for  cash  it  collects  itself.  With  every 
revolution  of  the  sun  which  brings  new  income  to  the  tither,  the  tithe 
also  revolves  into  full-orbed  view.  It  is  an  absolute  safe  and  harmless 
automatic  revolver!

CHRIST  AND  THE  TITHE 


He  paid  the  tithe.  The  Pharisees,  who  constantly  sought  to 
entrap  Jesus,  were  meticulous  in  keeping  the  law  of  the  tithe. 
Had  He  not  paid  it,  they  would  have  undoubtedly  accused  Him 
of  robbing  God.  This  question,  however,  was  never  raised. 
This  is  in  strict  accord  with  His  declaration,  "I  came  not  to 
destroy  the  law,  but  to  fulfill  it".  Moreover,  when  He  rebuked 
them  for  neglecting  the  more  important  things  of  the  law,  He 
hastened  to  add  that  they  were  not  to  leave  tithe-paying  undone. 

He  has  a  right  to  receive  the  tithe.  The  writer  of  the  Epistle 
to  the  Hebrews  gives  an  entire  chapter  to  the  superiority  of 
Jesus,  our  High  Priest,  to  Melchizedek,  the  Priest  King.  The 
greatness  of  the  old  priesthood  is  evidenced  by  its  right  to  receive 
tithes,  which  are  mentioned  eight  times  in  nine  verses.  But 
Jesus  is  greater  than  Melchizedek.  If  men,  therefore,  paid 
tithes  to  the  lesser,  shall  they  not  pay  them  to  Him  who  is  greater 
than  all,  since  He  ever  lives.  And,  since  Melchizedek  was 
worthy  to  receive  the  tithe  in  the  old  dispensation,  surely  Jesus 
is  rightfully  receiving  them  in  the  new. 

"Now  consider  how  great  this  man  (Melchizedek)  was,  unto  whom 
Abraham,  the  patriarch,  gave  a  tenth  out  of  the  chief  spoils.  And  they 
indeed  of  the  sons  of  Levi  that  receive  the  priest's  office  have  com- 
mandment to  take  tithes  of  the  people  according  to  the  law.  .  .  .  And 
here  men  that  die  receive  tithes;  but  there  One  (receives  tithes),  of 
whom  it  is  written  that  He  liveth".---Hebrews  7:4,  5,  8.

A  Nation  That 


T^l,      Robs  Qod 


The  book  of  Malachi  was 
written  in  the  midst  of  a 
spiritual  depression.  Israel  had 
been  slowly  drifting  away 
from  God.  This  was  shown 
by  their  offering  the  blind, 
lame  and  sick  of  their  flocks 
and  herds.  They  were  neglect- 
ing the  worship  of  God's  house 
and  saying,  "What  a  weari- 
ness it  is."  Moreover,  they 
were  dealing  treacherously, 
brother  against  brother.  The 
start  of  it  all  seems  to  have 
been  when  they  became  dis- 
honest with  God  in  failing  to 
bring  to  Him  the  tithes  and 
offerings  as  He  had  command- 
ed. But  now  the  time  for  the 
coming  of  Christ  draws  near, 
and  God  calls  upon  them  to 
prepare  for  His  coming  by  a  return  to  Him.  He  then  issues  a 
sweeping  condemnation,  saying  they  are  cursed  with  a  curse, 
for  the  whole  nation  has  been  robbing  Him.  He  calls  upon  them 
to  bring  in  the  tithe  to  His  storehouse  and  promises  in  return 
a  great  blessing.  It  should  be  remembered  that  this  re-instate- 
ment  of  the  tithe  is  for  the  coming  of  the  Christ.  It  is  to  be 
given  in  preparation  for  His  advent.  But  the  important  question 
is,  "What  does  God  think  of  the  nation  today  that  gives  only  a 
fraction  of  a  cent  per  dollar  to  Him  through  the  channel  of  His 
storehouse,  the  Church  ?"  If  He  called  Israel  a  nation  of  thieves, 
where  must  we  stand  in  His  sight  ? 

"And  when  ye  offer  the  blind  for  sacrifice,  it  is  no  evil!  And  when  ye 
offer  the  lame  and  sick,  it  is  no  evil!  . . .  Oh  that  there  were  one  among 
you  that  would  shut  the  doors,  that  ye  might  not  kindle  fire  on  mine 
altar  in  vain!  ...  Ye  say  also,  Behold  what  a  weariness  is  it!  ...  Why 
do  we  deal  treacherously  every  man  against  his  brother,  profaning  the 
covenant  of  our  fathers  ?  .  . .  Behold,  I  send  my  messenger,  and  he  shall 
prepare  the  way  before  me :  and  the  Lord,  whom  ye  seek,  will  suddenly 
come  to  his  temple;  and  the  messenger  of  the  covenant,  whom  ye  desire, 
behold,  he  cometh,  saith  Jehovah  of  Hosts.  .  .  .  Will  a  man  rob  God? 
yet  ye  rob  me.  But  ye  say,  Wherein  have  we  robbed  thee?  In  tithes 
and  offerings.  Ye  are  cursed  with  a  curse;  for  ye  rob  me,  even  this 
whole  nation.  Bring  ye  the  whole  tithe  into  the  storehouse,  that  there 
may  be  food  in  my  house,  and  prove  me  now  herewith,  saith  Jehovah 
of  Hosts,  if  I  will  not  open  you  the  windows  of  heaven,  and  pour 
you  out  a  blessing,  that  there  shall  not  be  room  to  receive  it."  (Malachi 
1:8,10,13a;  3:1,7-10).

The 
TRAGEDY 
of  DELAY 


The  story  of  the  ten  Virgins  who  went  to  meet  the  bridegroom 
gives  us  the  wisdom  of  early  and  the  tragedy  of  delayed  invest- 
ment for  Christ,  Ail  of  them  apparently  had  money  to  invest  in 
that  which  would  give  honor  to  him.  Moreover,  they  seem  to 
have  been  willing  to  make  the  investment.  However,  five  of 
them  did  so,  but  the  other  five  put  it  off.  The  first  five  honored 
him  and  were  honored  as  his  guests  at  the  marriage  feast.  The 
other  five  go  down  in  history  as  five  willing  but  negligent  fools 
who  lost  a  golden  opportunity  to  honor  the  bridegroom  and  to 
sit  at  his  table.  But  somehow  as  Christians  we  have  not  gotten 
hold  of  the  message  of  this  parable  as  we  should.  A  multi- 
millionaire wrote  many  years  before  his  death,  after  a  visit  to 
the  Orient,  "In  all  my  life  I  never  saw  such  opportunity  for  the 
investment  of  money  that  anyone  sets  apart  to  give  to  the  Christ 
who  gave  Himself  for  us.  ...  I  felt  a  lump  of  regret  in  my  heart 
that  I  had  not  been  wise  enough  to  make  these  investments 
myself,  and  wished  a  hundred  timers.  I  had  known  twenty-five 
years  ago  what  I  learned  a  half  year  ago."  Yet,  he  put  off  making 
a  will,  and,  when  death  came,  his  vast  fortune  passed  over  to 
one  not  so  interested.  "The  door  was  shut"  to  the  investment 
that  he  might  have  made  to  the  honor  of  the  Bridegroom  Christ. 
Now  is  the  only  time  that  we  may  ever  have  to  invest  for  Him. 
It  is  so  foolish  to  put  it  off.  The  making  of  a  Christian  will  is  a 
prudent  thing.  To  delay  in  arranging  our  investment  for  Christ 
is  oft  to  lose  a  great  opportunity. 

"Then  shall  the  kingdom  of  heaven  be  likened  unto  ten  virgins,  who 
took  their  lamps,  and  went  forth  to  meet  the  bridegroom.  And  five  of 
them  were  foolish,  and  five  were  wise.  For  the  foolish,  when  they  took 
their  lamps,  took  no  oil  with  them:  but  the  wise  took  oil  in  their  vessels 
with  their  lamps.  Now  while  the  bridegroom  tarried,  they  all  slumbered 
and  slept.  But  at  midnight  there  is  a  cry,  Behold,  the  bridegroom! 
Come  ye  forth  to  meet  him.  .  .  .  And  the  foolish  .  .  .  while  they  went 
away  to  buy,  the  bridegroom  came;  and  they  that  were  ready  went  in 
with  him  to  the  marriage  feast;  and  the  door  was  shut."  (Matthew 
25:1-10).

The  new  global  maps  bring  a  new  emphasis  to  an  old  command. 
"Go  ye  into  all  the  world'',  the  Master  said  twenty  centuries  ago. 
Then,  the  world  was  an  unknown  sphere  of  unconquered  dis- 
tances. Travel  was  limited  to  the  donkey,  the  camel  and  the 
sailing  ship. 

Today,  as  the  maps  used  by  the  airplane  reveal,  the  whole 
world  is  a  neighborhood.  No  spot  in  the  inhabited  world  today 
is  more  than  two  days  by  plane  from  New  York.  "Only  the  stars 
are  foreign". 

Thus,  the  great  mission  fields  of  Japan  (65  million),  Russia 
(193  million),  India  (352  million),  and  China  (475  million)  are 
no  longer  distant.  This  fact  has  led  a  great  Christian  statesman 
to  say.  "In  the  years  ahead  the  nations  of  the  world  as  we  know 
them  will  either  live  together  or  they  will  die  together  .  .  .  Live 
or  die,  they  will  do  it  together.'* 

But,  for  nations  to  live  together  as  Christians,  they  must 
know  Christ.  Missions  have  become  our  "first  line  of  defense". 
"For  He  is  our  peace  who  hath  broken  down  the  middle  wall  of 
partition  ...  so  making  peace".  Here  is  the  only  way  to  peace. 

When,  therefore,  we  as  Christians  render  under  God,  one- 
tenth  of  our  income  to  advance  His  kingdom  throughout  the 
world,  we  hasten  the  day  when  the  whole  world  may  live  at 
peace.  We  must  choose  between  the  cost  of  war,  with  its  mount- 
ing taxes,  and  the  cost  of  peace  —  The  Tithe.

Tithe  and  Taxes 


There  are  those  who  confuse  the  tithe  with  taxes,  thinking 
the  tithe  took  care  of  both.  The  Scripture  teaching,  however, 
shows  them  to  be  distinct  and  separate.  In  Exodus  30:16,  we 
read  of  a  poll  tax  of  a  half  shekel  on  rich  and  poor.  Samuel 
warned  that  Saul,  as  king,  would  demand  * 'one-tenth  of  all  the 
seed  and  flocks,"  in  addition  to  other  levies  (I  Sam.  8:14-17). 
Later  (10:27),  we  read  of  a  revolt  against  the  payment  of  this 
tax.  While  under  Rehoboam  they  pleaded  for  lighter  taxes. 
Heavy  taxes  were  laid  upon  them  by  the  Assyrians  (II  Kings 
15:20),  by  the  Persians  (Neh.  5:4-5),  and  by  the  Romans.  In 
fact,  Jesus  was  born  in  Bethlehem,  while  Mary  and  Joseph  were 
there  to  re-enroll  in  response  to  the  decree  of  Caesar  Augustus 
that  the  tax  lists  must  be  brought  up  to  date.  Moreover,  Jesus 
paid  tribute  at  Capernaum  (Matt.  17:24-27).  And,  when  the 
Herodians  asked  Him,  "Is  it  lawful  to  give  tribute  unto  Caesar, 
or  not?",  He  said  unto  them,  "Render  unto  Caesar  the  things 
that  are  Caesar's  and  unto  God  the  things  that  are  God's". 
(Mark  12:13-17).  Thus  we  see  that  the  tithe  and  the  taxes 
were  not  identical  at  any  time  of  history.  The  paying  of  the  one 
never  offset  the  paying  of  the  other.  In  fact,  the  Jew  paid 
"tithes,"  "tributes,"  "taxes"  and  "tolls,"  perhaps  at  times  one- 
half  of  his  entire  income.  And  part  of  the  time  it  was  undoubt- 
edly a  great  deal  more  than  half.  Yet,  in  addition  to  all  this,  he 
gave  liberally  through  the  offerings.  In  the  light  of  these  facts, 
our  obligation  to  the  State  today  dpes  not  offer  a  legitimate 
excuse  from  paying  a  tithe  to  God.

Colegio  Ward,  with  an  enrollment 
of  1,274,  graduated  92,  the  largest 
class  in  its  history. 

Two  laboratory  schools  were  con- 
ducted by  the  Confederation  of 
Churches  in  Buenos  Aires,  one  of  them 
in  our  Colegiiles  Church.  Our 
pastors,  young  people,  and  missionaries 
shared  in  their  planning  and  conduct.

Sr.  Eulalio  Burgos,  pastor  of  our 
Saavedra  Church,  was  largely  respons- 
ible for  the  organization,  arranging  for 
speakers,  and  securing  permission  for 
the  services. 
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Miss  Margaret  Shaw  of  West 
Plains,  Missouri,  was  commissioned  a 
missionary  to  Belgian  Congo  on  May 
17  by  the  United  Society.  She  had 
first  met  with  the  board  of  trustees 
a  year  previously  for  acceptance  as 
a  candidate  for  missionary  service.  In 
the  intervening  time  she  has  been 
studying  at  Kennedy  School  of 
Missions. 

Her  previous  training  has  been  in 
the  field  of  nursing,  and  she  will  serve 
in  one  of  our  hospitals  in  the  Congo 
Mission.  It  is  the  plan  that  she  will 
sail  this  fall.

Message  From 
China 

News  from  Mr.  and  Mrs.  J.  H.  Mc~ 
Calluin,  written  from  Nanking,  Sep- 
tember 20 y  will  be  welcome  to  those 
who  have  waited  anxiously  to  know 
the  consequences  of  the  communist 
rule  to  the  Christian  program. 

"We  are  still  under  military  control 
and  each  city  or  county  is  more  or 
less  autonomous  .  .  .  Nanking  foreign- 
ers have  felt  less  opposition  than  those 
in  our  small  stations,  yet  we  have 
been  rather  rigidly  restricted.  We  still 
cannot  go  outside  the  city  gates  .  .  . 
A  trip  to  Shanghai  is  possible  (but  no 
other  place)  if  one  has  a  very  special 
reason  for  going  .  .  . 

"Church  attendance  has  kept  up 
well  and  the  youth  activities  have  been 
especially  gratifying.  Each  of  our  sta- 
tions held  a  summer  conference  .  .  . 
and  the  young  people  conducted  daily 
vacation  Bible  schools  at  the  churches 
for  the  neighborhood  children  .  .  . 

"To  keep  our  church  group  profit- 
ably busy  and  close  within  the  Chris- 
tian fellowship,  we  initiated  handcraft; 
and  every  afternoon  for  full  two 
months,    found    our    group    in    their

youth  center  working  and  sweating 
over  their  painting,  ^spattering',  and 
envelope  making.  Everyone  enjoyed 
it  and  we've  already  sold  enough  to 
cover  capital  and  furnish  peanuts  for 
a  parents'  tea  party  .  .  .Every  night 
the  church  has  provided  something  for 
the  young  people.  Two  choir  rehear- 
sals a  week,  classes  in  singing  or  voice 
lessons,  English  and  Bible  lessons.  The 
church  has  echoed  as  never  before 
with  youthful  voices  .  .  . 

"It  is  our  intention  to  remain  at 
our  post  as  long  as  we  are  an  asset  to 
the  work  and  to  our  Chinese  leaders. 
If  we  could  only  hear  from  our  sons 
(in  the  United  States)  we  feel  we 
could  endure  indefinitely.  We're  hop- 
ing the  boat  that  takes  this  letter  to 
be  mimeographed  for  you,  will  bring 
word  from  them."

Books  Are  Friends 


A  new  community  library  for  the 
people  of  Hazel  Green,  Kentucky,  was 
opened  in  Hazel  Green  Academy  as  a 
part  of  the  national  celebration  of 
Book  Week  in  November,  1949. 

Located  in  the  basement  of  the 
school  building,  to  the  right  of  the 
Jot  'Em  Down  Store,  the  library  is 
open  at  regular  hours,  both  morning 
and  afternoon,  Tuesday  through  Sat- 
urday. Books  are  loaned  for  a  period 
of  two  weeks,  subject  to  renewal. 

This  library  is   for  everybody.  No 


other  such  service  is  available  in  the 
county.  There  are  books  for  pre- 
school children,  teen-agers,  young 
people,  teachers,  parents,  and  no  doubt 
for  grandparents  who  will  have  time 
in  the  longer  winter  days  to  enjoy  old 
friends  and  to  meet  new  ones  in  the 
pages  of  literature. 

Mrs.  Pryce  Tutt  is  school  librarian 
and  will  direct  the  new  community 
library.  She  is  known  to  many  as  the 
sister  of  Mrs.  Allen  Huber,  mission- 
ary to  the  Philippines.  Both  are  grad- 
uates of  Hazel  Green  Academy. 


He  Did  Something  About  It 

One  dark  evening  in  1780,  Robert  Raikes,  edi- 
tor of  the  Journal  in  Gloucester,  England,  found 
his  way  along  a  muddy  street  in  the  slums  of  that 
city.  He  was  appalled  by  what  he  saw — ragged 
children  fighting  or  idling  in  the  midst  of  the 
squalor  of  dirt  and  poverty.  On  the  following 
Sunday  he  returned,  and  was  even  more  oppressed 
by  the  sight. 

Raikes  knew  that  children  of  that  day  were 
put  into  factories  and  apprentice  shops  at  six  years 
of  age  and  most  of  them  worked  twelve  hours  a 
day.  Eight  out  of  ten  boys  were  in  jail  before 
they  were  twenty. 

So,  with  the  simplest  of  beginnings,  he  began 
to  gather  a  group  of  these  ragged  children  on  Sun- 
day, attracting  them  with  coins  and 
candy,    and    entertaining    them    with 
Bible  stories.   Sunday  by  Sunday  the 
group  grew. 

Robert  Raikes  did  not  consciously 
start  a  world  movement.  He  saw  a 
need  and  tried  to  meet  it.  But  within 
a  few  years  the  movement  to  organize 
Sunday  schools  spread  rapidly.  John 
Wesley,  founder  of  Methodism,  intro- 
duced singmg  m  Sunday  schools,  set 
up  classes  by  ages,  and  made  the  serv- 
ices more  attractive.  By  178  5  Raikes 
estimated  that  there  were  more  than 
250,000  children  attending  Sunday 
school  all  over  England  and  Scotland.

"Ragged  School"  has  come  a  world- 
wide Sunday  school  movement,  and 
a  program  of  Christian  education  in 
which  millions  are  enrolled. 

In  August,  1950,  there  will  be  held 
in  Toronto,  Canada,  the  World  Con- 
vention on  Christian  Education.  To 
this  convention  there  will  come  not 
less  than  5,000  delegates  from  75 
countries,  it  is  hoped.  Those  who  at- 
tend will  want  to  stop  before  a  statue 
of  Robert  Raikes  which  bears  this  in- 
scription: "...  commemorating  the 
sesquicentennial  of  the  founding  of 
the  Sunday  school  by  Robert  Raikes, 
Gloucester,  England,  1780.  GO- 
TEACH."

The  Disciples 
Student  Fellow- 
ship was  repre- 
sented at  the 
World  Student 
Christian  Federa- 
tion at  Whitby, 
Ontario,  last 
August  by  Irvin 
Lanier,  president. 
He  has  reported: 
"Many  students  of  Germany,  having 
lost  all  their  possessions  during  the  re- 
cent war,  are  flocking  to  the  Student 
Christian  Movement  in  a  bewildered 
search  to  discover  something  worth- 
while to  live  for.  .  .  .  Delegates  from 
the  Russian  Orthodox  Church  (out- 
side Russia),  from  France,  from 
Greece,  and  from  other  sections,  all 
indicated  the  alarm  that  seemed  to  be 
prevalent  in  the  minds  of  all  students. 

"A  similar  situation  exists  in  Asia 
and  the  Far  East — China,  in  the  midst 
of  civil  war;  Korea,  divided  by  the 
two  major  powers;  Japan,  held  down 
industrially  until  a  treaty  can  be 
agreed  upon,  with  unemployment  a 
major  issue;  India,  with  problems  con- 
cerning her  new  independence;  and 
all  of  these  conditions  vitally  affecting 
the  lives  of  students.  .  .  .  Many  of 
them  do  not  have  what  we  consider 
the  bare  necessities  of  life — food, 
clothing,  and  shelter — while  we  in 
America  enjoy  the  luxuries  that  are 
felt  so  essential  to  our  everyday  liv- 
ing. .  .  . 

"We  must  learn  to  think  on  a  much 
larger  scale.  Christ  in  His  teachings 
was  constantly  emphasizing  the  far- 
reaching  effects  of  the  Christian  faith 
in  all  realms  of  life,  but  too  often  we 
are  prone  to  keep  our  religion  sepa- 
rate from  the  major  problems  of  to- 
day." 


"Consider  the  Arab  Christians. 
There  have  been  more  of  these  in  the 
Holy  Land  than  is  sometimes  realized 
by  Americans.  Such  places  as  Naza- 
reth and  Bethlehem,  for  instance,  have 
been  almost  Christian  communities. 

"But  the  Arab  Christians  have  suf- 
fered the  same  fate  that  has  befallen 
most  of  the  other  Arabs  in  the  Holy 
Land.  They  are  either  a  part  of  that 
pitiful  horde  of  almost  a  million  refu- 
gees who  have  been  driven  from  homes 
and  livelihood  to  a  bare  existence  in 
the  refugee  camps  which  now  ring 
Israel,  or  they  have  barely  managed  to 
stay  on  in  Palestine,  reduced  to  abject 
poverty  and  filled  with  apprehension 
as  to  the  future.  The  Arab  Christians 
have  managed  to  create  a  stronghold 
in  Bethlehem,  where  they  have  been 
reinforced  by  3  5,000  Arab  Christian 
refugees.  Bui  without  help  from  out- 
side Palestine  their  future  is  grim."

inVANGELISM  in  city  areas  is  a 
•*-'  major  item  in  the  program  of  evan- 
gelism of  the  Home  Missions  Division 
of  The  United  Christian  Missionary 
Society.  Mr.  Lyle  V.  Newman  is  work- 
ing continuously  with  churches  in  our 
large  cities. 

Recently  in  New  Orleans  he  spent  a 
week  with  our  two  churches.  A  com- 
munity survey  was  taken,  and  Mr. 
Newman  preached  each  night.  In 
Memphis  he  assisted  in  an  interdenomi- 


national religious  census.  In  the  next 
few  weeks  he  will  lead  visitation  evan- 
gelism projects  in  Evansville,  Indiana, 
in  which  our  three  churches  will  par- 
ticipate, and  in  Birmingham,  Alabama. 
In  Washington,  D.C.,  he  will  aid  in  an 
interdenominational  evangelistic  effort. 
Reports  from  the  churches  show 
that  hundreds  have  been  received  into 
fellowship  by  transfer  of  membership 
and  by  confession  of  faith,  as  a  result 
of  such  projects.

Dr.  Kenneth  W.  Bonham  (cover)  of  Pendra  Road,  India,  is  to  have  a 
Jeep  pick-up  truck  in  which  to  make  his  calls  in  the  town  and  the  surrounding 
villages.  His  link  church  at  Ashtabula,  Ohio,  has  bought  it  as  a  part  of  its  offer- 
ing in  A  Crusade  for  a  Christian  World  and  it  is  now  enroute  to  India. 

Dr.  and  Mrs.  Bonham  went  to  India  in  1932,  and  served  at  the  Damoh  sta- 
tion until  furlough  time  in  1938.  By 


the  time  they  were  ready  to  return  to 
the  field  with  their  two  sons,  war  regu- 
lations prohibited  passage  for  small 
children.  So  until  1945  the  Bonhams 
made  their  home  in  Enid  where  he 
taught  courses  in  missions  in  Phillips 
University  and  served  as  director  of 
health.  He  also  gave  much-needed 
medical  service  in  the  city  during  the 
war. 

Upon  their  return  to  India  in  1945 
they  were  assigned  to  Pendra  Road,  the 
site  of  the  tuberculosis  hospital  found- 
ed by  our  mission,  but  where  we  were 
doing  no  general  medical  work.  Dr. 
Bonham  has  established  a  work  in 
small,  inadequate  quarters.  A  gift 
from  an  individual  in  the  United  States 
has  now  made  possible  the  funds  to 
build  a  hospital  and  work  has  already 
been  started.

Mr.  T.  J.  Liggett  says,  **The  stew- 
ardship of  time  is  the  secret  of  success 
for  a  missionary  in  Buenos  Aires /^ 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Liggett  and  their  two 
small  children  are  our  only  mission- 
aries in  Argentina  for  a  short  period. 
The  day's  schedule  is  strenuous.  The 
alarm  is  set  for  5:00  A.  M.  all  too  fre- 
quently. An  8:00  o'clock  class  in 
Union  Theological  Seminary  requires 
forty-five  minutes  for  travel  each  way. 

Lunch  is  the  one  meal  of  the  day 
when  the  whole  family  can  be  together. 
Then  for  Mr.  Liggett  the  early  after- 
noon is  given  to  the  work  of  mis- 
sion treasurer.  Later  there  are  calls  on 
church  members  and  prospective  mem- 
bers. 

The  supper  hour  depends  on  the 
program  of  the  afternoon  and  evening. 
Three  nights  a  week  are  occupied  by 
church  activities. 

Around  this  schedule  there  must  be 
arranged  time  for  study,  correspon- 
dence, committee  meetings,  counsel- 
ing, preparation  of  two  sermons  and 
the  mid-week  Bible  study. 

Given  a  24-hour  day,  the  mission- 
ary is  often  called  upon  to  decide  be- 
tween two  tasks  of  seemingly  equal 
importance.  While  doing  the  one  job, 
he  must  at  the  same  time  be  concerned 
about  the  one  left  undone.

Birthday  Congratulations 

Miss  Zona  Smith,  veteran  missionary  to  Argentina,  cele- 
rated  her  75  th  birthday  in  October,  1949.  Miss  Smith  went 
to  Buenos  Aires  in  1910,  three  years  after  our  first  work 
was  established.  She  engaged  in  evangelistic  work  in  our 
Belgrano  and  Colegiales  Churches,  and  in  one  year  made 
more  than  four  hundred  visits  in  Argentine  homes.  When 
the  Training  School  for  Christian  Women  was  established 
(it  IS  now  mergea  with  the  union  Theological  beminary) , 
Miss  Smith  became  its  first  director. 

From  the  organization  of  the  interdenominational 
Argentine  League  of  Evangelical  Women  in  1917,  she  gave 
generously  of  her  time  to  its  work.  For  twenty-three  years  she  was  a  member  of 
our  mission  staff  in  Buenos  Aires. 

Since  her  retirement  in  1933,  Miss  Smith  has  continued  to  make  her  home 
in  Buenos  Aires,  and  has  served  with  the  League  of  Evangelical  Women  on  a 
voluntary  basis.  Her  most  outstanding  contribution  has  been  as  editor  of  the 
monthly  magazine  Guia  del  Hogar  (The  Home  Guide).  Distributed  to  almost 
2000  subscribers  in  most  of  the  Spanish-speaking  countries  of  South  and  Central 
America,  it  is  an  effective  aid  in  evangelism.

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Dr.  Don  Rice  of 
Damoh,  India,  Says 

In  1949  I  examined  and  treated 
over  4,500  patients.  Some  came  as 
far  as  two  hundred  miles.  We  are 
the  only  hospital  within  a  radius  of 
fifty  miles  equipped  to  meet  surgi- 
cal emergencies. 

Although  we  usually  have  no 
more  than  eight  or  ten  in-patients 
at  one  time,  there  may  be  as  many  as  twenty  or  thirty  people  staying  in  the  hos- 
pital. One  custom  is  to  bring  a  relative  or  two  to  attend  the  patient  and  cook 
for  him.  This  custom  reduces  the  amount  of  nursing  staff  needed. 

Damoh  is  a  rapidly  growing  town  of  more  than  40,000  with  countless  vil- 
lages dotting  the  fields  and  jungles  in  all  directions.  We  would  like  to  spend 
more  time  among  the  village  people.  Many  do  come  for  medical  treatment  but 
they  have  to  be  quite  ill  before  they  will  leave  their  fields  and  livestock  to  make 
the  slow  journey  on  foot  or  by  ox  cart  to  see   the  mission  doctor.

The  Philippine  Mission  Reports 


Funds  given  in  A  Crusade  for  a 
Christian  World  by  the  churches  in 
America,  and  allocated  by  The  United 
Christian  Missionary  Society  to  the 
Philippine  Mission,  have: 

Constructed  ten  new  church  build- 
ings. 

Reconstructed  five  church  buildings, 
after  damage  in  the  war,  or  by  typhoon 
— or  both. 

Repaired  seven  church  buildings. 

Supplied  roofing  for  twenty  chapels 
in  the  Apayao,  Abra  and  Ilocos  areas 
of  the  northern  part  of  the  island.  The 
people  of  the  congregations  provided 
lumber  for  the  framework  and  for 
siding,  transported  the  galvanized  iron 
roofing  over  steep  mountain  trails,  and 
supplied  the  labor  for  construction. 

Constructed  buildings  for  the  new 
high  schools  established  at  Lamao  in 
Abra  Province,  and  at  Kabugao  *  in 
Apayao,  Mountain  Province. 

Repaired  the  educational  building 
and  Adamson  Hall  at  Laoag. 

Repaired  the  dormitory  building  at 
Vigan. 

Put  a  concrete  floor  in  the  dormitory 
building  at  Bangued. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  John  R.  Chatfield,  ap- 
pointed missionaries  to  the  Philippines 
in  1947,  were  given  the  specific  respon- 
sibility of  assisting  in  construction 
work.  They  have  served  eleven 
churches  of  Disciples  of  Christ  in  the 
area  of  Manila,  and  eleven  in  the  north- 
ern area  of  the  Vigan  and  Laoag  sta- 
tions.

They  help  with  baggage,  and 
through  customs,  then  escort  them  to 
the  railroad  station  and  see  that  they 
have  a  hot  meal.

Meet  Virginia,  who  for  almost  two 
years  has  made  her  home  at  Hope  Hos- 
pital in  Aguascalientes,  Mexico.  She 
is  the  pet  of  the  staff,  always  under 
foot — and  loved  by  all. 

Virginia  was  born  in  Hope  Hospital 
two  and  a  half  years  ago.  Her  mother 
died.  Her  father,  caretaker  for  28 
years  at  the  San  Luis  Potosi  station 
and  an  elder  in  the  church,  tried  to 
care  for  the  tiny  new  baby  with  the 
help  of  his  other  children,  but  she 
did  not  thrive.  When  she  was  returned 
to  the  hospital,  the  spark  of  life  was 
very  dim.

Rices  in  Jubbulpore 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ray  E.  Rice,  veteran 
missionaries  to  India,  are  now  with  the 
Christian  Boys'  High  School  at  Jubbul- 
pore. Our  mission  cooperates  with  the 
Methodists  in  this  school  which  enrolls 
about  800  each  year.  More  than  one- 
third  of  the  boys  are  Christians. 

Because  of  the  sudden  death  in  Jan- 
uary of  Lalit  K.  Shah,  principal  of  the 
high  school,  Mr.  Rice  was  asked  to  fill 
that  position.  He  and  Mrs.  Rice  will 
teach,  and  are  responsible  for  the  dorm- 
itory which  houses  about  thirty-five 
boys. 

After  a  lapse  of  fourteen  years,  the 
Rices  returned  to  India  in  1947.  Since 
then  they  have  served  in  the  Mungeli- 
Takhatpur  area.  They  had  expected  to 
be  stationed  at  Damoh  this  year,  where 
kk  their  former  service  they  gave  eigh- 
teen years  to  the  boys'  school.  But  the 
necessity  to  provide  a  substitute  for 
Mr.  Shah  caused  plans  to  be  changed. 

Says  Mr.  Rice  about  this  work:  "We 
are  hoping  to  spend  the  rest  of  our 
term  at  this  work,  and  pray  that  God 
may  use  us  in  training  Christian  cit- 
izens for  His  Kingdom  and  for  the 
new  India." 


Christian  Education 
In  the  Family 

"The  family  has  primary  responsi- 
bility for  the  religious  nurture  of  chil- 
dren," says  Richard  E.  Lentz,  director 
of  adult  work  and  family  education  of 
the  International  Council  of  Religious 
Education.

Specialists  from  the  fields  of  pedi- 
atrics, psychology,  sociology,  general 
education,  psychiatry,  and  social  work 
will  be  present  as  resource  leaders.  The 
program  will  consist  of  addresses  and 
discussions,  practical  planning,  demon- 
stration hours,  worship,  and  recreation.

CHRISTIAN  MISSIONS  IN  CHINA 


"If  the  Apostles  had  said  they  could 
preach  Christianity  only  in  democratic 
countries,  Christianity  would  not  have  even 
gotten  started.  Because  there  weren't  any 
democratic  countries  then!  Jesus  and  h'm 
early  disciples  and  apostles,  including  Paul, 
lived  and  died  under  a  totalitarian  govern- 
ment. Living  and  working  in  a  democratic 
country  is  a  great  privilege,  but  one  that 
Jesus  never  experienced  and  one  that  Paul 
did  not  demand  as  a  condition  of  his  mis- 
sionary  journeys!   Then  why  should  we?" 


This  is  the  statement  of  Lewis 
Smythe  after  several  months  under 
Communist  government  in  Nanking, 
China.  He  has  served  as  missionary 
under  the  United  Society  since  1928. 
Mrs.  Smythe,  daughter  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Frank  Garrett,  was  born  in  China.  One 
of  their  daughters  is  in  school  in  the 
United  States,  the  other  is  with  her 
parents  in  China. 

It  is  significant  that  our  missionaries 
stay  on  in  spite  of  anxious  days  and 
some  restrictions  on  their  activities. 
They  intend  to  remain  as  long  as  they 
can  render  the  service  to  which  their 
lives  have  been  dedicated. 

Mr.  Smythe  continues,  *'It  is  now 
stated  in  Washington  that  there  are 


5000  Americans  living  in  Communist 
China.  Except  for  a  very,  very  few 
incidents — for  the  most  part  involving 
consular  personnel — none  of  these  Am- 
ericans have  suffered  any  injury.  Some 
restriction  on  travel  is  about  all  they 
have  suffered.  And  no  American  has 
been  killed  in  the  process.  Back  in 
1927,  when  the  Nationalists  took  Nan- 
king, they  killed  seven  foreigners  the 
first  day  .  .  .  While  there  is  a  lot  of 
an ti- American  Imperialist  propaganda, 
there  has  been  a  consistent  effort  since 
Liberation  to  protect  American  nation- 
als living  in  Liberated  China. 

".  .  .  Mrs.  Smythe  and  others  have 
seen  five  national  flags  in  China  in 
five  decades!  .  .  .  We  think  we  have 
now  won  enough  popular  recognition 
as  a  humanitarian  agency  that  we  can 
continue  on  that  basis  even  though  the 
legal  basis  is  challenged." 

Christianity  has  a  place  in  China-— 
that  is  evident.  Without  relinquishing 
any  of  their  Christian  beliefs  and  prin- 
ciples ,and  by  sympathetic  and  friendly 
relationships  with  the  people,  mission- 
aries keep  alive  the  spirit  of  the  gospel, 
leaving  the  outcome  to  God. 


As  long  as  children,  young  people,  and  adults  need  the  ministry  of  Christian  ntissionaries, 
Christianity  will  have  a  place  in  China.

The  Church  And  War 


With  this  theme  as  the  keynote,  a 
historic  conference  of  Christian  peo- 
ple was  held  in  Detroit,  May  8-11. 
Knowing  that  millions  outside  the 
church  and  inside  it  are  looking  for 
a  clear  concise  statement  of  what 
Christian  peace  action  is,  a  group  of 
500  conference  members  met  to  try 
to  form  such  a  statement.  They  rep- 
resented the  major  Protestant  church 
bodies  of  America. 

Papers  were  presented  on  the  theo- 
logical background,   the  political  and 


social  program,  and  the  day-to-day 
practical  expression  of  Chrisitan  peace 
action. 

Prof.  Pitirim  A.  Sorokin  of  Har- 
vard University,  in  his  paper,  said 
that  history  may  be  giving  the 
churches  a  last  chance  to  revitalize 
and  respiritualize.  He  described  a 
third  world  war  as  "the  greatest  pos- 
sible evil  that  can  befall  mankind." 

The  findings  of  the  conference  will 
soon  be  ready  for  presentation  to  the 
public. 


Building  For  Peace 

International  Christian  University  of  Japan,  proposed  for  erection  by 
Christian  people,  is  for  the  specific  purpose  of  training  leaders  for  new  Japan. 
Canada  and  the  United  States  have  joined  Japanese  Christians  in  the  effort. 

Architects  have  made  the  drawing  below,  showing  buildings  to  be  erected 
on  a  3  50-acre  site  at  Mitaka,  fifteen  miles  from  the  center  of  Tokyo. 

A  financial  goal  of  150,000,000  yen  was  taken  by  the  Japanese  people. 
Already  it  has  been  exceeded  by  almost  5,000,000  yen,  most  of  which  has 
been  paid.  The  Emperor  and  Empress  made  gifts  of  100,000  and  50,000  yen 
respectively,  but  the  major  portion  of  the  funds  given  in  Japan  was  by 
Christians. 

For  the  United  States  and  Canada  the  goal  is  $10,000,000.  Protestant 
Christian  young  people  were  given  an  opportunity  in  April  to  vote  for  good- 
will between  the  nations  by  signing  a  roster,  which  will  be  presented  to  the 
youth  of  Japan,  and  by  giving  one  dollar  each  toward  the  fund  for  the  uni- 
versity. 

The  dream  of  such  a  university  has  persisted  through  two  world  wars,  but 
now  is  on  the  way  to  becoming  a  reality.

The  Church 
has  not  only  been  the  bearer  of  good  news  of  personal  salvation,-  it  has  been  and 
is  the  supreme  uplifting  and  conserving  agency  without  which  ''civilization  would 
lapse  into  barbarism  and  press  its  way  to  perdition."

All  Work  And  No  Play 

Boys  in  small  towns  and  in  the 
country  have  hunting,  fishing,  and 
swimming  for  recreation.  Usually  there 
i&  horseback  riding,  and  no  limits  on 
space  for  playing. 

Those  in  urban  areas  are  not  so 
lucky.  There  is  no  nearby  creek  or 
stream,  horseback  riding  is  for  the 
wealthy.  But  most  communities  do 
provide  a  playground  or  school,  and 
some  neighbor  boy  may  have  the  lux- 
ury of  a  yard  into  which  he  may  invite 
his  friends. 

There  is  a  tendency  to  forget  the 
crowded,  neglected  city  areas  like  that 
in  which  Mexican  Christian  Institute, 
San  Antonio,  is  located.  Here  parks 
are  lacking,  as  well  as  the  "old  swim- 
ming hole.**  Homes  are  crowded, 
streets  are  dangerous  for  play. 

The  response  to  invitations  extended 
boys  of  the  area  to  participate  in  free 
play  on  the  Mission  grounds,  and  en- 
roll in  the  classes  for  all  ages,  has  been 
good.  Last  year  799  boys  took  part 
in  the  program.  Supervision  was  given 
by  one  full-time  and  three  part-time 
workers,  and  other  volunteers.  In  the 
area  are  2,342  boys  between  the  ages  of 
J  and  16. 


For  Better  Christian 
Education 

A  World  Institute  on  Christian  Edu- 
cation, to  be  held  July  22-August  10, 
in  Toronto,  Canada,  will  have  in  at- 
tendance 250  Christian  education  lead- 
ers. These  will  come  from  over  fifty 
countries  of  the  world.  They  have 
been  nominated  by  their  national 
Christian  education  councils  and  been 
given  a  special  invitation  to  attend  the 
Institute. 

These  delegates  hold  positions  of 
leadership  in  national,  denominational, 
and  interdenominational  programs  of 
Christian  education,  are  teachers  of 
Christian  nurture  or  in  theological 
seminaries,  or  will  in  the  near  future 
assume  such  responsibilities. 

The  program  of  the  Institute  will 
consist  of  worship,  conference-semi- 
nars, lectures,  planning  commissions, 
and  fellowship.  This  intensive  pro- 
gram is  expected  to  serve  as  a  real 
summer  school  in  better  Christian  edu- 
cation methods.  Coming  as  it  does 
just  prior  to  the  World  Convention  on 
Christian  Education,  it  will  enable 
delegates  from  distant  countries  to  at- 
tend sessions  of  both  gatherings.

"Even  mules  kept  in  the  darkness  below  ground  for  mine  work,  are  brought 
to  the  surface  light  once  a  week  in  order  to  keep  them  from  going  blind.  So  do 
we  need  to  keep  one  day  when  we  come  out  of  the  darkness  of  the  world  and  into 
the  light  of  God.

Into  The  Byways 

Who  can  estimate  the  in- 
fluence of  25,000  visits  of 
Christian  Bible  women  each 
year  in  the  homes  of  villages 
in  our  India  Mission?  Every 
day  is  Children's  Day  to 
these  who  serve  during  hot 
days  and  rainy  days  under 
the  direction  oiF  our  mission- 
aries. 

It  is  in  these  village  homes 
that  children  can  be  served, 
who  might  never  come  into 
contact  with  the  program 
of  the  Mission. 

Lessons  on  health  and  san- 
itation are  given  to  the 
mothers.  During  epidemics 
the  Bible  women  teach  the 
causes  and  prevention  of 
cholera,  malaria,  smallpox, 
etc.  In  new  homes  oppor- 
tunities are  given  to  teach 
mothers  how  to  care  for  babies  and 
older  children. 

Women  and  girls  are  taught  to  read 
in  the  homes,  and  books  and  leaflets 
left  with  them,  along  with  pictures 
which  delight  the  children.  It  is  the 
purpose  to  make  every  Christian  con- 
vert literate.  The  Laubach  method  is 
used  for  teaching  adults  throughout 
the  Mission. 

The  gospel  of  Christ  is  taught  in 
story,  song  and  service.  Lessons  are 
carefully  prepared  under  the  direction 
of  the  missionary  before  the  Bible 
women  go  out  to  the  villages.  Even 
the  illiterate  can  memorize  Bible  verses, 
the  Ten  Commandments,  and  whole 
parables. 

In  addition  to  the  almost  two  hun- 
dred villages  reached  each  year  in  the 
day-by-day  calling,  Bible  women, 
evangelists  and  missionaries  take  ad- 
vantage of  the  dry  season  to  camp 
in  more  distant  areas  for  several  days 
of  preaching  and  teaching.   Some  times 


they  go  into  the  fields,  often  friends  are 
invited  to  the  homes,  so  that  the  mes- 
sage of  Christ  is  penetrating  many 
thousands  of  the  villages  of  India 
through  the  untiring  efforts  of  these 
who  deeply  desire  to  witness  for  him. 


A  Training  Program 

Miss  Ruth  Reynolds,  national  direc- 
tor of  children's  work  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  Religious  Education  of  the 
United  Society,  announces  that  49  lab- 
oratory schools  will  be  held  this  year. 

Schools  will  be  conducted  in  29 
states,  representing  every  section  of  the 
country.  Two  are  for  Negroes  ex- 
clusively.. The  program  began  in  Feb- 
ruary and  will  continue  to  the  middle 
of  August. 

Last  year,  in  4  laboratory  schools, 
888  student  teachers  were  enrolled, 
with  2,271  pupils.  At  least  1,000 
teachers  of  children  may  take  advant- 
age of  this  opportunity  this  year.

ALL  OF  THE  PEOPLE  ALL  THE  TIME 
Dr.  Warren  Grofton,  pastor  of  the  Country  Club  Christian  Church  in  Kansas 
City  relates  this  experience  in  his  parish  paper. 

"One  of  the  most  comforting  words  that  ever  came  to  me  were  spoken  by  a 
judge  in  a  Southern  city.  It  was  a  number  of  years  ago,  and  I  had  been  ap- 
proached by  him  about  taking  the  pastorate  of  their  church.  He  was  rehearsing 
to  me  the  history  of  the  church,  the  succession  of  ministers  who  had  served  them, 
and  the  problems  that  each  minister  had  faced. 

'Then  he  came  to  the  minister  who  had  just  left  them  for  a  prominent  post  in 
the  educational  world.  "He  was  by  far  the  most  popular  minister  we  have  ever 
had,"  remarked  the  judge.  "When  he  resigned,  I  don't  suppose  there  were  more 
than  15  per  cent  of  the  people  who  were  glad  to  see  him  go." 

"Their  most  popular  minister!  And  only  85  per  cent  of  the  members  were  en- 
thusiastic about  him]  I  was  considerably  younger  at  the  time.  I  had  felt  it  was 
the  aim  of  the  ministry  to  please  all  of  the  people  all  of  the  time.  Because  I  did 
not  please  all — could  not  please  all,  I  now  know — it  used  to  depress  mee.  What 
was  wrong,  anyway? 

"It  was  the  task  of  the  ministry  in  new  focus.  The  minister  is  not  primarily  a 
pleaser  of  man.  He  is,  or  should  be,  primarily  a  pleaser  of  God.  Tesus  had  once 
said  to  His  disciples — "Beware  when  all  men  speak  well  of  you."

Second  World  Council  Assembly 


The  world  Council  of  Churches  has 
announced,  through  Bishop  Bromley 
Oxnam,  one  of  its  six  presidents,  that 
the  Second  Assembly  will  be  held  at 
Northwestern  University,  Evanston, 
Illinois,  in  the  summer  of   1953. 

Plans  for  the  Evanston  Assembly 
will  be  drawn  up  at  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  Central  Committee  of  the  Coun- 
cil to  be  held  in  Toronto  this  July.  The 
scope  of  the  meeting  can  be  judged 
from  the  Amsterdam  Assembly  which 
met  for  two  weeks,  and  had  500  official 
church  delegates  along  with  alternates, 
consultants  and  visitors  to  make  a  total 


attendance  of  2,000.  The  Amsterdam 
meeting  attracted  wide  public  inter- 
est in  the  United  States,  and  was  hailed 
by  responsible  church  leaders  as  the 
greatest  single  event  in  Protestant  his- 
tory since  the  Reformation. 

The  program  of  the  World  Council 
of  Churches  includes  inter-church  aid, 
service  to  European  refugees,  united 
action  on  international  issues  of  con- 
cern to  the  churches,  study  of  religi- 
ous and  social  questions,  and  the  fost- 
ering of  enlarged  responsibilities  in 
church  life  for  laymen,  young  people, 
and  women. 


Progress  In  Christian  Missions 


Rating  very  high  in  importance  in 
the  China  Mission  today  are  the  Chi- 
nese Christian  workers. 

It  follows  in  the  course  of  Christian 
growth  that  after  a  certain  stage,  the 
"foreign"  missionary  is  no  longer  the 
school  principal  or  college  president, 
the  full-time  pastor  of  the  local 
church,  nor  yet  absolute  executive  of 
the  work.  By  his  preaching  he  has 
won  converts,  and  by  his  educational 
work  he  has  trained  leaders.  Naturally 
they  take  places  of  importance  in  the 
Mission. 

From  Chuhsien,  China,  O.  J.  Coul- 


ter tells  of  the  work  of  Chinese  work- 
ers who  must  assume  more  of  the  re- 
sponsibility today  as  government  re- 
strictions are  put  upon  the  activities 
and  movements  of  the  missionaries. 

Concerning  two  of  his  associates  in 
the  Christian  Rural  Service  Union,  Mr. 
Coulter  says  further,  "They  are  keep- 
ing up  with  the  newest  People's  Gov- 
ernment fashions,  too.  Pastor  Chu  may 
be  seen  at  any  time,  dressed  in  a  torn 
shirt  and  well-holed  pants  (quite  the 
latest  style) ,  directing  a  group  of 
workmen,  or  meeting  officials,  all  of 
whom  wear  the  same  up-to-date  out- 
fits."

"Yet,  three  yea  four  things, 
must  we  do  before  we  go." 

'Three  things  I  can  think  of,  but  not  four,"  responded  Mr.  Church  Member. 
We  must  arrange  for  the  flowers  to  be  weeded,  the  chickens  fed,  and  the  mail  to 
be  forwarded,  but  the  fourth  eludes  my  mind." 

"The  fourth  is  like  unto  the  first  three,  yet  more  important  than  all.  Thou 
shalt  dig  down  into  thy  purse  and  pay  thy  church  pledge,  that  the  good  name  of 
the  church  be  preserved,  and  that  it  may  be  well  with  thee,  for  verily  I  say  unto 
thee,   thou  hast  more  money  now  than  thou  wilt   have  when  thou  dost  return." 

And  it  came  to  pass  that  Mr.  Church  Member  paid  his  pledge  for  the  summer 
and  the  treasurer  rejoiced  greatly,  saying,  "Of  a  truth,  there  are  those  who  care 
for  the  Lord's  work."    And  it  was  so.  — ^J.  Vernon  Jacobs 

The  rural  church  at  Rajamaki,  near  Helsinki,  Finland,  was  built  in  1937  v;ith 
government  profits  from  a  heady  Germanic  beverage  called  "schnapps,"  according 
to  a  report  by  the  Finnish  Information  Service. 

The  state  monopoly  allocates  roughly  one-third  of  these  profits  for  the  con- 
struction and  maintenance  of  schools  and  churches.  Another  third  is  spent  directly 
by  the  Government  on  temperance  promotion  and  the  care  of  alcoholics. 

Long  concerned  over  their  drinking  habits,  the  Finns  tried  prohibition  from 
1919  to  1932,  and  then  repealed  the  law  by  referendum  and  established  a  State 
Alcohol  Monopoly  which  is  required  to  spend  two-thirds  of  its  profits  for  projects 
which  tend  to   discourage   drinking. 

According  to  a  recent  survey  by  the  "Daily  Mail"  London),  consumption  of 
alcohol  per  inhabitant  in  Finland  is  now  among  the  lowest  in  the  world.

The  forces  of  evangelical  Christian- 
ity are  growing  in  Latin  America,  ac- 
cording to  a  report  of  Dr.  G.  Baez- 
Carmargo  of  the  Committee  on  Coop- 
eration in  Latin  America.  The  com- 
parison in  a  ten-year  period  shows: 

1938  1948 

Church  members:      509,347      991,782 
Places  of  worship:      11,322         16,3  56 

Brazil  claims  an  increase  of  117  per 
cent  in  membership  in  these  years. 

The  Committee  on  Cooperation  in 
Latin  America  is  composed  of  32  rep- 
resentatives of  mission  boards  doing 
work  in  Latin  American  countries,  and 
two  associate  members  from  the 
Y.M.C.A.  and  Y.W.C.A.  Mrs.  Mae 
Yoho  Ward  is  representative  for  Dis- 
ciples of  Christ,  as  secretary  of  Latin 
American  Missions  in  the  United  So- 
ciety. 

Literature  and  literacy  are  consid- 
ered the  most  important  aspects  of  the 
work  of  the  Committee.  Over  $25,000 
a  year  is  spent  in  the  preparation  and 
printing  of  materials,  and  in  literacy. 

Three  basic  needs  in  the  program 
afe: 

— Trained  personnel,  both  missionary 
and  national. 

— Adequate  material,  such  as   charts, 
primers,  etc.  for  teaching. 
— A  body  of  literature  written  speci- 
fically for  new  literates  in  Spanish,  and 
in  Portuguese  for  use  in  Brazil. 

A  Curriculum  Conference  held  in 
Cienfuegos,  Cuba,  April  15 -May  12, 
under  the  auspices  of  the  C.  C.  L.  A., 
brought  together  about  twenty  nation- 
als from  Latin  American  fields.  Their 
purpose  was  to  prepare  outlines  for  a 
complete  new  series  of  graded  lesson 
materials  in  Spanish  for  use  in  church 
schools.  From  these  outlines  the  various 
communions  will  have  materials  writ- 
ten and  printed  for  distribution  to  the 
churches.

"GOOD  INTENTIONS" 

The  good  intentions  we  have  with  regard  to  the  disposition  of  our  estate  and 
personal  effects  after  our  death,  are  not  carried  out  unless  they  are  in  a  will,  duly 
executed  and  witnessed  in  keeping  with  the  law  in  the  State  where  we  claim  our 
residence. 

One  of  our  Florida  churches  had  this  happen  recently.  The  husband  died  and 
was  buried  from  the  church  to  which  he  had  given  a  great  deal  of  time,  talent 
and  money.  After  his  death,  the  pastor  visited  the  widow  and  she  said,  "I  want  all 
my  things  to  go  to  the  church  and  I  want  the  church  to  have  my  home  when  I 

am  gone."     The  pastor  very  wisely  said,  "Now  Mrs ,  that  is  wonderful, 

but  have  you  made  your  will?"     ''No,  I  haven't  pastor,  but  I  plan  to  right  away." 

However,  the  good  lady  became  incapacitated  and  a  distant  relative  took 
over  her  affairs.  Subsequently  a  will  was  drawn  and  duly  signed  by  the  good 
lady  who  loved  her  church.  She  never  read  the  paper — signed  it  like  she  had  so 
many  other  papers  in  order  to  cooperate  and  was  assured  her  wishes  were  car- 
ried out,  and  told  her  pastor  her  intentions  would  be  carried  out.  More  than  three 
years  passed  before  she  died.  The  will  was  probated — distant  relatives,-  so  dis- 
tant that  only  one,  her  guardian  had  ever  seen  the  old  lady,  were  the  heirs  in  the 
will  and  the  church  was  to  receive  a  few  hundred  dollars  instead  of  an  estate 
estimated  at  $30,000.00.  The  church  had  no  recourse.  The  will  of  this  grand  old 
lady  and  her  husband  with  regard  to  their  early  possessions  was  dissipated. 

The  intent  of  this  good  old  lady  was  that  the  earthly  wealth  that  she  and  her 
husband  had  worked  so  hard  to  create,  should  go  on  doing  the  "Lord's  Work"  for 
them  for  many  years  after  they  were  gone.  Good  intentions  do  not  stand  under 
the  close  scrutiny  of  a  court,  nor  are  they  any  protection  against  good  intentioned 
heirs  who  have  a  selfish  desire  and  will  easily  eliminate  the  church  from  your  will. 

Think  it  over.  Are  you  sure  your  will,  as  it  now  stands,  is  exactly  as  you 
want  it,  and  the  provisions  are  made  to  carry  out  that  will?  Be  sure  your  attorney 
understands  your  intentions  and  purposes.  Make  your  will  a  "Christian  "Will"; 
remember  your  church,  so  that  your  money  will  go  on  doing  good  in  the  church 
after  you  are  gone.

Fishers  of  Men  in  India 


"What  must  I  do  to 
become  a  Christian?"  is 
the  age-old  question  of 
men  and  women.  Here 
it  is  an  uncouth  vil- 
lager  of  India  who 
comes  to  evangelist  Na- 
thaniel Peters  with  the 
query.  Mr.  Peters  is  one 
of  three  of  our  India 
evangelists  who  studied 
in  the  United  States 
last  year. 

In  simple  language 
the  question  is  answer- 
ed, with  readings  from 
the  Scripture,  verses  re- 
peated from  memory, 
stories  to  show  the  love 
of  God  for  his  children. 

Then  calling  to  him 
a  man  who  has  been  a 
Christian  for  three  years,  the  evange- 
list calls  attention  to  the  fact  that  this 
man  is  cleaner,  healthier,  neater,  bet- 
ter educated.  These  are  the  marks  of 
the  Christian  the  world  over.  Three 
years  ago  this  man  was  as  the  villager. 

If  this  villager  accepts  Christ  and 
his  way  of  life,  then  his  five  sons  will 
also  become  Christians.  With  these 
families  as  a  nucleus,  a  new  church 
can  be  established  in  their  village. 
Thus  the  Kingdom  grows. 

In  the  Takhatpur  area  of  our  India 
Mission  are  19  little  churches  located 
in  villages  over  an  area  of  200  square 
miles.  Fifteen  members  were  added  at 
Easter  time. 

One  of  our  early  missionaries  wrote 
more  than  thirty  years  ago,  "I  have 
more  than  a  thousand  villages  in  my 
parish.  Some  I  get  to  twice  a  week, 
some  once  a  month,  others  once  a 
year,  and  many  I  have  not  yet  seen." 
It  can  be  added  now  that  many 
thousands  of  India's  villages  have  not 
yet  been  visited  by  Christian  mission- 
aries. 


Churches  Cooperate 

The  National  Council  of  the 
Churches  of  Christ  in  the  U.  S.  A.  will 
come  into  being  at  the  constituting 
convention  to  be  held  in  Cleveland, 
November  28  -  December  1. 

The  formation  of  the  Council  does 
not  mean  a  union  of  churches.  Rather 
it  represents  an  effort  of  25  Protes- 
tant and  Eastern  Orthodox  commun- 
ions, with  27y69Sj996  members,  to- 
ward more  effective  cooperation.

Crusade  Funds  in  Home  Missions 


Funds  given  by  the  churches  in  A 
Crusade  for  a  Christian  World  have 
provided  a  carry-all  for  Yakima  In- 
dian Christian  Mission,  White  Swan, 
Washington.  Delivery  was  made  on 
May  1 5  by  James  Sugioka,  national  di- 
rector of  construction  and  repair  for 
The  United  Christian  Missionary  So- 
ciety. 

As  the  new  carry-all  replaces  the 
ten-year-old  station  wagon,  it  assumes 
a  place  of  importance  in  the  program 
of  the  Mission.  It  is  the  only  vehicle 
owned  or  used  by  the  Mission.  Being 
located  two  and  a  half  miles  from  the 
village  of  White  Swan  and  thirty  miles 
from  Yakima,  the  railway  point,  fre- 
quent trips  are  necessary  to  keep  the 
home  running  smoothly,  and  supplies 
on  hand  for  the  children  who  call  this 
home  while  they  attend  the  public 
school  in  White  Swan. 

The  Mission  also  serves  many  homes 
not  represented  in  the  dormitory  en- 
rollment. Every  Sunday  morning  two 
trips  are  made  over  twenty-five  miles 
of  the  rough  and  dusty  roads  of  Medi- 
cine  Valley   to  bring  Indian  children 


and  adults  to  the  Mission  for  Bible 
school  and  worship  services.  Often 
eighteen  or  twenty  children  are  picked 
up  on  one  trip. 

Since  many  of  the  Indians  migrate 
during  the  summer  months  for  fishing 
in  the  Columbia  River  and  berry-pick- 
ing in  the  mountains,  the  Mission  uses 
this  opportunity  to  carry  its  services 
to  those  groups.  With  the  aid  of  such 
transportation,  the  superintendent, 
Malcolm  Norment,  and  his  staff  can 
keep  in  close  touch  with  their  Indian 
friends.

Miss  Anna  Bell  Cowdrey,  mission- 
ary to  India,  retired  from  active  serv- 
ice as  of  July  1.  She  reached  America 
shortly  afterward,  concluding  38 
years  of  service. 

It  was  1912  when  Miss  Cowdrey 
went  to  India.  For  2 1  years  she  worked 
in  the  Kulpahar  station,  doing  wom- 
en's evangelistic  work,  visiting  in  the 
homes,  and  teaching.  For  19  years  she 
had  charge  of  the  women's  industrial 
home  there,  the  dispensary  in  connec- 
tion with  it,  and  the  needlework  de- 
partment. 

Upon  return  after  furlough  in  1935, 
Miss  Cowdrey  went  to  Mungeli  to  take 
charge  of  the  vocational  boarding 
school  for  girls  and  the  two  co-educa- 
tional primary  schools.  Her  last  term 
of  service  has  been  spent  in  Bilaspur 
where  she  had  charge  of  religious  ac- 
tivities in  connection  with  Jackman 
Memorial  Hospital.

News  From  The  Wuhu 
Church 

A  year  has  passed  since  the  "libera- 
tion" of  Wuhu  by  the  People's  Army 
of  China  (communists).  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Hubert  Reynolds  and  their  three  chil- 
dren are  our  only  missionaries  at  the 
station  now,  although  other  missions 
work  there  and  they  are  not  the  only 
foreigners  in  town.  Mrs.  Reynolds  re- 
ports on  the  work  of  the  church. 
Women's  Work 

"Five  afternoons  each  week  women 
of  the  church,  and  prospective  mem- 
bers, meet  to  sew  and  to  study  the 
Bible.  It  is  certain  that  the  sewing 
group  will  not  only  help  the  women 
to  better  serve  their  families  and  the 
needy  ones  of  the  community,  but 
also  they  will  be  more  faithful  Chris- 
tians and  Bible  students." 

The  women's  work  is  under  a  Bible 
woman,  Miss  Ts'ai,  and  Yu  Shih-mu, 
a  former  high  school  teacher.  There 
are  three  regular  classes  for  women 
each  week — Sunday  morning,  Wed- 
nesday afternoon  preaching  and  pray- 
er service,  and  Friday  afternoon  Bible 
study.  Inquirers  preparing  for  church 
membership,  and  new  contacts,  are 
reached  through  a  Sunday  afternoon 
preaching  service  at  the  church,  and 


in  outside  meetings  on  Tuesday  and 
Thursday  afternoons.  A  literacy  class 
meets  four  periods  a  week. 

Once  each  month  all  the  Women's 
Fellowships  have  a   thanksgiving  and 
testimony  meeting  at  the  church. 
Morning  Watch 

Each  morning  at  seven  a  watch 
service  is  held  in  the  church,  attended 
by  those  who  live  in  the  church  com- 
pound and  other  members  and  friends. 
Among  these  are  eight  old  ladies  who 
have  small  feet  due  to  binding  in 
childhood.  Most  of  them  walk  more 
than  a  mile  to  the  church,  but  they 
are  radiant  in  their  loyalty. 
A  Building  Problem 

For  years  Wuhu  Christians  have 
prayed  and  planned  for  a  new  church, 
but  interruptions  have  come.  The  war 
not  only  halted  their  plans  but  brought 
further  deterioration  due  to  lack  of 
repairs. 

Funds  from  A  Crusade  for  a  Chris- 
tian World  were  to  have  helped,  but 
once  again  temporary  adjustments 
have  been  necessary. 

Mrs.  Reynolds  concludes,  "What- 
ever our  limitations,  we  still  are  per- 
suaded our  presence  gives  moral 
strength  to  our  Chinese  Christian  lead- 
ers, and  that  is  probably  the  most  im- 
portant job  we  have  today."

O,  what  a  happy  soul  am  I!

Thus  wrote  Fanny  J.  Crosby  at  the 
age  of  eight.  She  had  been  bHnd  from 
infancy,  but  the  understanding  guid- 
ance of  her  mother  and  grandmother 
had  led  to  a  deep  appreciation  of  such 
things  as  the  colors  of  a  rainbow,  the 
beauty  of  the  flowers,  the  poetry  and 
literature  of   the  ages. 

It  was  her  grandmother  who  opened 
the  Bible  to  her.  While  she  wrote  po- 
ems concerning  every  experience,  it 
was  hymn-writing  that  was  to  be  her 
Hfe  work.  At  her  death  in  1915  at  the 
age  of  95,  her  publishers  had  accepted 
and  paid  for  5,900  hymns  and  2,700 
had  been  sold  to  others. 

"Pass  Me  Not,  O  Gentle  Savior," 
composed  in  1868,  was  the  first  to  win 


world-wide  attention.  The  familiar 
"All  the  Way  My  Savior  Leads  Me" 
was  written  in  1874.  Others  which 
have  been  sung  around  the  world  are 
"Blessed  Assurance,"  "Safe  In  the 
Arms  of  Jesus,"  and  "Rescue  the  Per- 
ishing." The  latter  was  composed  after 
her  experiences  in  rescue  missions  in 
New  York  City. 

When  she  was  fifteen.  Miss  Crosby 
was  entered  at  the  Institution  for  the 
Blind  in  New  York  City.  She  remained 
as  pupil  and  instructor  until  her  mar- 
riage in  18  58  to  Alexander  Van  Al- 
styne,  also  blind  and  a  talented  stu- 
dent. 

Five  outstanding  characteristics  de- 
scribe Fanny  J.  Crosby  and  her  contri- 
bution in  Christian  hymns:  diligent 
industry,  wonderful  memory,  unself- 
ishness, joyousness,  and  unfailing  sym- 
pathy.

INTERNATIONAL  CYF 

The  International  Christian  Youth 
Fellowship  Commission  meeting  brings 
together  youth  of  the  Christian 
Churches  from  every  section  of  the 
United  States  and  Canada  each  year.

ONE  WORLD 


In  a  world  divided  by  distance,  by 
national  barriers,  and  by  cultural  an- 
tagonisms. Christians  must  think  and 
act  in  terms  of  the  oneness  of  mankind. 
They  must  avoid  falling  victim  to  the 
arrogance  of  the  racist,  and  to  cultural 
claims  to  superiority;  they  cannot  live 
in  self-centered  indifference. 

In  this  conviction,  the  Department 
of  Social  Action  of  the  United  Society 
has  projected  a  series  of  seminars  on 
world  order  annually  for  leaders  of  the 
churches.  One  of  these  is  held  at  the 
headquarters  of  the  United  Nations 
so  that  Christian  leaders  may  have  op- 
portunity to  learn  what  the  U.N.  is, 
how  it  functions,  and  how  it  is  related 
to  our  own  national  government.  The 
second  is  held  in  Washington,  D.C. 
There  is  attendance  at  meetings  of 
some  governmental  department  which 
has  responsibility  for  action  on  current 
issues. 

Three  principles  are  followed  in  ar- 
ranging   and    administering    the    pro- 


grams of  the  seminars:  leaders  are 
sought  who  know  what  they  are  talk- 
ing about;  varying  viewpoints  are  rep- 
resented on  controversial  issues;  and  a 
period  of  discussion  is  provided,  with 
complete  freedom  of  expression  by 
any  member  of  the  seminar,  and  the 
privilege  of  challenging  any  speaker. 
These  discussions  have  proved  vigorous, 
incisive  and  informative. 

Seven  such  seminars  have  been  held 
to  date,  with  a  total  attendance  of 
some  500  ministers,  state  and  national 
secretaries,  lay-  workers,  students,  and 
college  and  seminary  teachers.  These 
have  then  shared  their  experiences  with 
their  own  churches  and  communities 
in  various  ways  so  that  the  informa- 
tion they  have  secured  has  spread  fan- 
wise  to  reach  a  vast  number  of  peo- 
ple. 

The  seminars  for  this  year  have 
been  announced  at  New  York  City 
for  November  13-16;  and  at  Washing- 
ton, February  12-22,  1951.

Preaching  the  Gospel  Among  Mexican-Americans 


Approximately  1,000,000  Mexican- 
Americans  are  living  in  southern  Tex- 
as, having  crossed  the  border  to  seek 
better  living  conditions  for  their  fam- 
ilies. While  many  have  come  recently 
to  the  United  States,  others  have  lived 
here  for  years  and  are  citizens. 

Through  the  Division  of  Home  Mis- 
sions, the  United  Society  aids  in  a 
ministry  to  this  large  population  in 
five  centers — McAllen,  San  Benito, 
San  Antonio,  Robstown  and  Corpus 
Christi,  Texas.  The  Mexican  Christian 
Churches  in  these  cities  are  served  by 
Spanish-speaking  pastors  and  have  a 
total  membership  of  approximately 
550. 

More  than  half  of  these  members  are 
in  the  church  at  San  Antonio  which  is 
now  self-supporting.  Much  of  the 
credit  for  the  splendid  growth  of  this 
congregation  and  its  achievement  goes 
to  Mr.  Fred  Vazquez,  pastor  there 
since  1941.  His  untiring  efforts  and 
his  devotion  to  the  work  have  helped 
to  build  this  to  one  of  the  strongest 
churches  among  Mexican-Americans  of 
the  Southwest.  Before  going  to  San 
Antonio,  he  was  pastor  of  the  San 
Benito  Church  for  five  years. 


In  September,  19  50,  Mr.  Vazquez 
resigned  his  work  at  San  Antonio  to 
take  the  leadership  of  the  church  at 
Corpus  Christi,  the  youngest  of  the 
group.  Beginning  in  1947,  this  congre- 
gation now  numbers  approximately  80, 
and  has  an  average  attendance  at  wor- 
ship services  and  in  the  Sunday  school 
of  5  5  and  60.

Training  in  Christian 
Living 

The  program  of  training  in  Chris- 
tian living  through  summer  confer- 
ences and  camps  is  growing  rapidly. 
For  the  young  people  of  our  churches 
in  the  United  States  and  Canada,  130 
conferences  were  held  this  summer. 
The  incomplete  report,  as  of  September 
20,  showed  a  total  of  7,753  students 
attending,  with  1,333  adult  faculty 
members.  Ten  conferences  have  not  re- 
ported. 

For  boys  and  girls  of  intermediate 
age,  131  camps  were  conducted.  At- 
tendance, as  reported  by  99  camps,  was 
6,432  campers  and  973  adult  counsel- 
lors. Thirty-two  camps  are  not  in- 
cluded in  this  report. 

With  the  average  attendance  even 
larger  than  last  year,  this  means  that 
almost  17,000  young  people  of  our 
churches  had  training  in  a  Christian 
camp  or  conference  last  summer.  In 
addition,  2,500  adults  of  the  churches 
gave  their  time  voluntarily  in  the 
program. 

In  at  least  100  young  people's  con- 
ferences, a  missionary  from  one  of  our 
world  fields  was  a  member  of  the  fac- 
ulty.

Colegio  Ward  at  Buenos  Aires,  Ar- 
gentina, is  a  cooperative  school  con- 
ducted by  Disciples  of  Christ  and 
Methodists.  Enrollment  this  year  is 
1,200. 

For  some  years  it  has  not  been  possi- 
ble to  get  the  whole  school  together, 
due  to  the  small  assembly  hall.  In 
June  a  new  gymnasium  and  auditorium 
with  seating  capacity  for  1,200  was 
dedicated.  Now  parents  may  be  in- 
vited to  such  services  as  the  Mother's 
Day  program,  and  the  presentation  of 
New  Testaments  to  boarding  gradu- 
ates at  the  close  of  the  year. 

The  building  will  also  be  available 
for  mass  meetings  and  conferences  for 
church  people  of  Argentina. 

Disciples  of  Christ  have  made  an 
additional  contribution  to  the  school 
through  the  appointment  of  Carl  Gar- 
nett,  of  Hamilton,  Ohio,  to  the  Amer- 
ican Grammar  and  High  School  section 
for  a  three-year  term.  He  plans  to 
reach  Buenos  Aires  for  the  opening  of 
the  next  school  year  in  March,  1951.

Dr.  and  Mrs.  Keene  Watson,  new 
missionaries,  sailed  in  August,  en  route 
to  Congo.  However,  they  must  spend 
several  months  in  study  in  Belgium, 
to  meet  requirements  of  the  govern- 
ment, before  proceeding  to  the  field. 


Aid  to  Churches 

The  history  of  the  Christian  Church 
is  a  story  of  brotherhood  across  the  na- 
tion, of  mutual  helpfulness  among  the 
churches. 

One  of  the  earliest  chapters  is  that 
of  assistance  given  struggling  groups 
in  new  communities  by  the  older  es- 
tablished congregations.  That  chapter 
is  not  yet  complete.  As  long  as  there 
are  areas  in  our  nation  where  no  church 
has  been  built,  as  long  as  there  are 
new  and  weak  congregations,  the 
stronger  churches  will  seek  to  aid. 

That  is  the  task  of  church  develop- 
ment and  evangelism,  a  part  of  the 
home  missions  program  through  the 
United  Society.  The  number  of 
churches  aided  varies  from  month  to 
month  as  one  reaches  self-support  and 
new  groups  ask  for  assistance. 

In  the  last  quarter  of  the  1949-50 
missionary  year,  59  churches  were 
aided.  Three  churches  in  the  French 
Mission  in  Louisiana  and  four  in  the 
Mexican  Mission  of  Texas  were  a  part 
of  the  ministry.  Others  were  scattered 
in  24  states,  four  Canadian  provinces, 
and  the  island  of  Hawaii. 

The  net  gain  in  membership  for  the 
59  churches,  in  the  three  months,  was 
410.  Only  2  of  those  churches  have 
membership  above  300;  24  are  less 
than  100;  and  9  have  50  or  less  mem- 
bers.

Americans  today  look  out  over  a  wide  expanse  of  peaceful  com- 
munities. Through  the  more  than  three  hundred  years  since  the  first 
Thanksgiving  Day,  other  difficulties  have  been  encountered  and  sur- 
mounted. Survivors  today  are  counted  in  the  hundreds  of  millions. 
The  storehouses  of  the  nation  are  overflowing — literally — with  the 
bounty  of  field  and  orchard.  Enough  and  to  spare! 

"I  thank  Thee  much  for  bread  to  live;  I  thank  Thee  more  for 
bread  to  give." 

Is  the  present-day  danger  that  of  selfishness  and  forgetfulness  that 
we  do  not  see  hunger  still  lurking  in  our  cities  teeming  with  mounting 
populations?  Do  we  close  our  eyes  to  the  millions  around  the  world 
who  labor  long  in  their  fields,  yet  come  to  the  end  of  the  season  with 
a  crop  so  small  they  know  hunger  sits  on  their  doorsteps?  On  that 
first  Thanksgiving  Day  all  shared.  Chief  Massasoit  and  ninety  of  his 
Indian  braves  joined  in  the  feast. 

God  grant  that  men  and  women  of  the  nation  born  out  of  a 
mighty  struggle  for  survival  shall  not  ffeel  their  obligation  met  as  they 
kneel  to  give  thanks  on  one  day  of  the  year.  May  they  rise  to  work 
unceasingly  that  even  the  least  shall  not  be  hungry,  that  the  bounty 
of  the  land  shall  be  shared  with  the  peoples  of  the  world.

Framers  of  the  United  Nations  Charter  placed  high  im  the 
declaration  of  Human  Rights  the  right  to  worship.

Jarvis  Christian  College,  Hawkins, 
Texas,  reports  to  the  brotherhood  an- 
nually as  a  part  of  the  service  con- 
ducted through  The  United  Christian 
Misionary  Society.  At  the  Interna- 
tional Convention  this  year  Jarvis 
was  able  to  record  rapid  strides  toward 
accreditation  by  the  Southern  Associa- 
tion of  Celleges  and  Secondary  Schools. 
Two  new  courses  were  offered;  the  li- 
brary has  been  improved  and  enlarged; 
new  equipment  added  in  the  kitchen, 
home  economics  department,  and 
science  laboratories. 

Redecorating,  remodelling  and  ren- 
ovating of  the  buildings  was  done  and 
the  campus  beautified.  The  farm  pro- 
gram was  studied  carefully  and  some 
changes  made.  Clinical  equipment  was 
installed  in  a  new  health  center  and 
the  services  of  a  doctor  secured  for 
the  care  of  students  and  faculty,  and 
for  teaching  classes  in  health.  Last  year 
enrollment  was  310,  and  44  were  grad- 
uated. 

The  extensive  study  of  the  problems 
of  Negro  education  was  continued  by 
Mr.  Cleo  Blackburn.  This  study  will 
give  direction  to  a  broader  field  of 
service  whereby  the  college  will  be 
concerned  with  health,  housing  and 
vocational  training  and  opportunities 
of  the  community  as  well  as  academic 
education  for  the  students. 

Jarvis  Christian  College  serves 
Negro  young  people  of  a  wide  area.  It 


Jarvis  Reports 

is  one  of  the  two  schools  for  Negroes 
supported  by  Disciples  of  Christ 
through  the  United  Society.  Other  in- 
stitutions include  a  school  for  Ken- 
tucky highlanders,  and  three  social 
service  centers. 


The  Philippine  Church  Grows 

The  Church  in  the  Philippines  has 
shown  a  remarkable  evangelistic  rec- 
ord in  the  years  since  the  war.  Among 
the  churches  of  our  Philippine  Mission, 
membership  had  dropped  to  4,500  by 
1945,  due  to  death  and  removal  of 
members.  It  has  now  climbed  to  7,275, 
with  912  baptisms  reported  during 
1949.  The  number  of  churches  was  in- 
creased by  21  in  the  year. 

Two  great  areas  for  expansion  and 
development  are  to  be  found  in  the 
mountain  provinces  of  Abra  and 
Apayao.  The  Mision  has  organized  a 
high  school  in  each  of  these.  The  peo- 
ple are  eager  for  education  and  are  of 
usual  sturdiness  of  character.  They  are 
willing  to  give  long  hours  to  cutting 
logs  and  building  if  they  have  the 
promise  of  aid  in  completing  theit 
schoqls  and  chapels. 

The  Philippine  Mission  looks  to  the 
American  churches  for  adequate  per- 
sonnel and  funds  to  help  train  national 
leaders,  as  well  as  continued  assistance 
in  the  growing  evangelistic  program  in 
the  mountain  provinces.

Religious  Nurture 


More  than  five  million  boys  and 
girls  attend  vacation  religious  classes 
during  summer  vacations.  The  move- 
ment began  in  1901  among  Baptist 
churches  of  New  York  City.  It  has 
spread  to  every  section  of  our  country, 
and  into  most  of  the  nations  of  the 
world  through  Christian  missionaries. 

Meeting  for  study,  recreation  and 
creative  activities,  boys  and  girls  in 
vacation  church  schools  receive  the 
equivalent  of  more  than  six  months 
Christian  teaching  in  the  regular  Sun- 
day morning  sessions.  Some  schools, 
offering  three  weeks  vacation  school, 
give  almost  a  year's  teaching. 

Among  Christian  churches  nearly 
2,000    vacation   schools    are    reported 


each  summer.  It  is  known  that  many 
more  are  conducted. 

In  the  summer  of  1951  the  fiftieth 
anniversary  of  the  movement  will  be 
celebrated.  The  study  theme  across  the 
country  will  be  on  the  heritage  of  the 
church.  Special  materials  will  help 
children  to  know  their  churches  and 
to  appreciate  their  contribution  to  the 
life  of  the  community.  Children  will 
be  guided  into  sharing  in  the  work  of 
the  church. 

The  observance  of  the  anniversary 
will  also  direct  attention  to  the 
churches'  responsibility  for  reaching 
unreached  boys  and  girls,  with  more 
and  better  vacation  church  schools. 


Miss  Ward  Goes  To  Jamaica 

Miss  Myrle  Ward,  formerly  of  the  Congo  Mission,  has 
joined  the  Jamaica  Mission.  Her  work  will  be  at  Christian 
College,  our  mission  high  school  for  rural  young  people.  Miss 
Ward  served  in  Jamaica  before  transferring  to  Congo  in 
1929. 

The  Jamaica  Mission  was  opened  in  185  8  under  the 
Foreign  Christian  Missionary  Society.  However,  financial 
difficulties  during  the  American  Civil  "War  caused  it  to 
be  discontinued  in  1868  for  eight  years.  Again  in  1876 
missionaries  were  sent  to  Jamaica,  this  time  from  the 
Christian  Woman's  Board  of  Missions  —  their  first  venture 
in  foreign  missions.

Is  there  a  God?  Why  did  our  gods 
fail  us?  These  were  questions  of  young 
people  of  Japan  immediately  following 
the  war.  They  were  stunned  and  be- 
wildered. 

Since  then  they  have  seen  much  of 
want  and  hunger  and  sickness.  Now 
they  are  concerned  with  more  material 
needs.  They  are  asking,  How  can  we 
apply  our  faith  to  the  miserable  life  in 
which  we  find  ourselves? 

Christian  forces  in  Japan  have 
sought  to  answer  that  question 
through  Christian  work  camps,  a  part 
of  the  world-wide  Ecumenical  Work 
Camp  program  of  the  World  Council 
of  Churches.  In  the  summer  of  1949, 
Christian  students  and  young  people 
from  Japan,  China,  Korea  and  Amer- 
ica joined  in  three  camps  held  on  the 
main  islands  of  Japan.  Five  major  ob- 
jectives were  accomplished: 

The  workcampers  learned  to  know 
and  understand  fellow  Christians  from 
nations  which  had  been  on  opposite 
sides  in  the  war. 

The  experience  of  worship  and  serv- 
ice together  gave  a  new  conception  of 
what  the  local  church  or  youth  group 
mi^ht  become. 

Visits  paid  to  nearby  churches  on 
weekends  stimulated  and  inspired  the 
young  of  those  churches. 

Other  young  people,  seeing  these 
Christians  doing  heavy  manual  labor 
to  make  life  easier  for  others,  were 
challenged  to  inquire  concerning  their 
faith. 


CHRISTIAN  YOUTH  IN  JAPAN 

The  work  camps  brought  first  hand 
experience  of  the  life  of  the  working 
people  of  Japan  and  an  introduction 
to  social  problems  so  that  a  new  con- 
cept of  the  missions  of  the  church  was 
created. 

It  was  under  the  guidance  of  Hal 
Shorrock,  who  went  to  Japan  in  1947 
as  a  missionary  for  Disciples  of  Christ, 
that  these  camps  were  held.  His  ser- 
vice has  been  almost  wholly  for  young 
people. 

Since  June,  1949,  Mr.  Shorrock  has 
served  as  foreign  secretary  of  the  new 
Youth  Commission  of  the  National 
Christian  Council  of  Japan.  Its  func- 
tion is  to  co-relate  youth  and  student 
programs  of  the  many  missions,  the 
YMCA,  YWCA,  and  other  Christian 
organizations  serving  in  Japan. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Shorrock  and  their 
small  daughter  are  home  for  furlough 
this  year.  He  will  do  graduate  work 
in  Yale  University  to  better  prepare 
himself  for  work  in  Japan  when  they 
return.

A  CHURCH  AT  WORK 

The  kindergarten  conducted  as  a 
part  of  the  service  of  the  Mexican 
Christian  Church  at  McAllen,  Texas, 
reports  an  enrollment  of  5  8  small  boys 
and  girls  this  year.  Mrs.  F.  F.  Davila, 
wife  of  the  pastor,  is  in  charge. 

Public  school  authorities  speak 
highly  of  the  work  of  this  kinder- 
garten. It  brings  in  pre-school  children 
from  the  homes  of  the  Mexican  com- 
munity and  prepares  them  for  first 
grade  work  in  a  way  that  is  most  ac- 
ceptable. Sixteen  were  graduated  last 
year. 

The  kindergarten  also  gives  oppor- 
tunity to  aid  the  mothers  of  the  chil- 
dren. In  one  month,  Mrs.  Davila  visited 
in  19  of  the  homes.  Mothers  were  es- 
pecially invited  to  the  parties  given 
on  Hallowe'en  and  at  Christmas,  and 
they  attended.  Christian  songs  and 
stories  and  worship  are  a  regular  part 
of  the  day's  program. 

The  church  at  McAllen  represents 
one  service  of  the  home  missions  work 
of  the  brotherhood.  Assistance  in  the 
support  of  the  pastor  is  given  from 
offerings  of  churches,  church  schools, 
other  organizations,  and  individuals 
from  across  our  land. 

In  addition  to  this  church  at  Mc- 
Allen, three  others  for  Mexican-Amer- 
icans receive  assistance  —  Corpus 
Christi,  Robstown  and  San  Benito.

Report  of  United 
Society  Given  to 
the  Churches 

Each  of  the  more  than  7,500  mem- 
bers of  the  churches,  registered  for 
the  International  Convention  in  Okla- 
homa City  in  October,  received  a 
copy  of  the  program  book.  This  con- 
tained, with  other  annual  reports,  that 
of  the  United  Society. 

The  annual  report  of  The  United 
Christian  Missionary  Society  includes 
a  detailed  account  of  receipts  and  ex- 
penditures for  the  missionary  year 
which  closed  June  30,  1950,  and  an 
account  of  work  done  in  the  fields 
of  home  missions,  foreign  missions, 
Christian  education,  and  men's  work. 
According  to  the  regulations  of  the 
Convention,  it  was  approved  in  the 
general  assembly,  after  it  had  been 
carefully  considered,  section  by  sec- 
tion, in  the  Committee  on  Recom- 
mendations. 

This  Committee  is  made  up  of  rep- 
resentatives from  each  state  or  area, 
elected  by  their  respective  conventions. 
The  number  of  members  is  based  on 
church  membership  in  the  area,  and  no 
state  has  less  than  three  or  more  than 
nine.  The  total  committee  membership 
is  between  190  and  200.  In  daily  meet- 
ings during  the  Convention,  it  scru- 
tinizes carefully  the  reports  of  coop- 
erating organizations. 

Every  person  attending  the  Con- 
vention has  opportunity  to  vote  in 
the  general  sessions  as  the  findings  of 
the  Committee  on  Recommendations 
are   presented. 

Thus  at  the  close  of  each  mission- 
ary year,  The  United  Christian  Mis- 
sionary Society  gives  an  accounting  to 
its  members  in  the  churches  across  the 
brotherhood  of  receipts  and  expen- 
ditures; it  presents  reports  from  the 
foreign  fields,  home  missions,  and 
Christian  education;  and  it  points  up 
areas  where  the  need  is  greatest  for  in- 
creased service. 


Miss  Gladys  Harrison 

Leader  in  Christian 
Education 

The  churches  of  the  Jamaica  Mis- 
sion, through  the  Association  of  Chris- 
tian Churches,  have  added  to  their  staff 
Miss  Gladys  Harrison  as  director  of 
Christian  education.  She  comes  from 
a  family  long  influential  in  the  Mission, 
and  has  already  been  giving  much  time 
to  the  work  of  the  churches. 

Miss  Harrison  studied  at  Drake 
University  and  took  her  Master's 
Degree  at  Columbia  University.  For 
several  years  she  has  been  teaching 
in  the  public  schools  of  the  Island. 

One  service  to  be  extended  is  that 
of  Christian  College.  Students  last 
year  were  from  eleven  of  the  churches. 
It  is  hoped  to  interest  more  of  the  31 
churches  in  sending  their  young  peo- 
ple so  that  they  may  be  trained  in 
Christian  leadership. 

After  it  is  approved  by  the  Con- 
vention, this  report  is  printed  in  the 
Year  Book  of  the  churches.  Special 
leaflets,  distributed  without  charge, 
go  to  at  least  2  5,000  members  each 
year.  The  pages  of  this  bulletin,  a 
source  of  continuous  reports  of  the 
work,  are  read  by  an  average  of  75,000 
persons,  week  by  week.

Mexico  Opens  A 
Rural  Center 

Two  boys  were  on  hand  well  ahead 
of  the  opening  of  Mountain  of  Light 
Farm,  "Granja  Huentepec,"  the  new 
rural  center  of  our  Mexico  Mission. 
They  had  come  from  two  of  our  vil- 
lage churches  to  attend  school  in  near- 
by Pabellon  and  to  take  advantage  of 
the  training  offered  by  the  mission. 

In  the  villages,  the  Federal  schools 
offer  three  or  four  grades.  In  Pabellon 
they  may  go  through  the  sixth  grade. 
Missionaries  will  then  continue  their 
education  in  classes  at  the  center. 

Along  with  formal  education,  the 
boys  will  be  taught  better  methods  of 
agriculture,  farm  mechanics,  animal 
husbandry,  poultry  raising,  etc.  Mis- 
sionaries will  also  teach  courses  in  Bible 
and  in  Christian  living.

christian  training  for  students  in 
state  universities  and  colleges,  such  as 
th^y  had  in  primary,  junior,  interme- 
diate and  young  people's  classes  in  their 
own  home  churches — this  is  the  aim  of 
the  Student  Work  program  of  the  De- 
partment of  Religious  Education  of 
the  United  Society.  This  program  is 
under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Parker 
Rossman. 

In  recent  years  it  has  been  a  practice 
of  the  Department  to  enlist  the  serv- 
ices of  one  of  the  officers  of  the  Disci- 
ples Student  Fellowship  to  visit  stu- 
dent centers.  This  year  it  is  Laurence 
Kirkpatrick,  a  student  in  Phillips  Uni- 
versity and  president  of  the  DSF  Ec- 
clesia,  who  is  chosen. 

As  a  member  of  our  first  Overseas 
Caravan  Team,  Mr.  Kirkpatrick  spent 
the  summer  of  1949  in  Europe  work- 
ing first  with  our  churches  in  Great 
Britain  and  then  visiting  CIMADE, 
Protestant  youth  relief  organization  of 
France.  He  had  also  been  a  member 
of  one  of  the  Caravan  teams  in  the 
United  States,  a  service  of  Christian 
youth  to  the  churches. 

As  Mr.  Kirkpatrick  visits  student 
groups,  he  will  share  with  them  some 
of  his  experiences  with  Christian 
young  people  of  Europe,  and  bring 
some  of  their  problems  in  which  other 
youth  can  share. 

Mr.  Kirkpatrick  has  been  active  in 
the  work  of  the  church  since  junior 
high  and  CYF  days  in  Chickasha,  Ok- 
lahoma, and  has  held  positions  of  lead- 
ership in  the  state  CYF  and  also  in 
the  United  Christian  Youth  Move- 
men.

Culminating  in  Youth  Week,  1952, 
this  project  is  sponsored  by  the  United 
Christian  Youth  Movement  which 
represents  40  denominations,  3  5  state 
councils  of  churches  and  state  youth 
councils,  and  national  youth-serving 
agencies. 

The  Covenant  with  God,  from 
which  the  quotation  above  is  taken, 
will  be  signed  by  youth  in  the  churches 
and  in  other  character-building  agen- 
cies. With  the  signature,  a  gift  of 
$1.00  will  be  given  for  the  support  of 
united  Christian  youth  action 
throughout  the  world,  for  activities 
of  the  National  UCYM,  and  for  com- 
munity services.  Shares  will  be  approx- 
imately one-third  each. 

The  last  paragraph  of  the  Coven- 
ant reads:  "We  are  not  alone  in  this 
task.  The  strength  of  Christ  is  ours. 
Divine  resources  flow  through  us,  and 
human  fellowship  sustains  us  as  we 
give  to  the  Church  of  Christ  and  its 
mission  in  the  world."

They  have  an 
ambitious  program  of  village  improve- 
ment as  well  as  in  evangelism.

Possessions  Alone  Do  Not  Satisfy 

In  Ecclesiastes,  we  have  the  story  of  a  young  king  who  sought 
the  supreme  thing  in  Kfe.  At  one  point  of  his  career,  he  tried 
possessions.  Large  estates,  servants,  herds,  flocks,  silver,  gold, 
treasure  and  musicians  were  amassed  in  great  number.  His 
greatness  exceeded  all  that  had  dwelt  in  Jerusalem  before  him. 
He  denied  himself  nothing.  This  brought  a  certain  delight. 
But  there  was  something  lacking.  Possessions  could  not  satisfy 
the  deeper  longings  of  his  soul.  The  devoting  of  a  life  amass- 
ing possessions  was  too  great  a  price  to  pay ;  the  profit,  too  small. 
Many  have  found  this  to  be  true,  but,  alas,  too  late.  A  man 
whose  greed  drove  his  wife  and  children  out  of  his  life  lay  dying 
in  an  Indianapolis  hospital.  A  local  minister  was  asked  to  talk 
to  him.  He  said  to  his  visitor  that  he  did  not  have  a  friend  on 
earth  and  added,  "I  have  millions;  but  millions  cannot  buy  love." 
The  soul  of  man  was  made  for  God  and  the  heart  of  man  for  his 
fellowman,  and  possessions,  however  great,  cannot  satisfy  his 
deepest  longing.  Thus  the  king  came  to  the  conclusion  that  the 
fear  of  God  and  the  keeping  of  His  commandments  are  supreme 
in  life. 

"I  made  me  great  works;  I  builded  me  houses;  ...  I  made  me  gardens 
and  parks,  ...  I  bought  men-servants  and  maid-servants,  and  had 
servants  born  in  my  house;  also  I  had  great  possessions  of  herds  and 
flocks,  ...  I  gathered  me  also  silver  and  gold,  and  treasure  of  kings 
and  the  provinces ;  ...  So  I  was  great,  and  increased  more  than  all  that 
were  before  me  in  Jerusalem  .  .  .  and,  behold,  all  was  vanity  .  .  .  and 
there  was  no  profit  under  the  sun.  .  .  .  This  is  the  end  of  the  matter; 
.  .  .  fear  God,  and  keep  his  commandments;  for  this  is  the  whole  duty 
of  man".    Ecclesiastes  2:4-11:  12:13.

What  We  Owe  and  How  to  Pay  It 

By  Thomas  Kane 


''Was  not  tithe  paying  a  Mosaic  and  Jewish  ritual  law  only,  and 
hence  ahoUshed  hy  Christ?" 

No;  no  more  than  the  law  of  the  Sabbath.  Abraham  paid  tithes 
hundreds  of  years  before  Moses  was  born.  So  did  Jacob.  So,  it  is  fair 
to  suppose,  did  all  the  patriarchs.  So  did  the  Phoenicians,  the  Egyptians, 
the  Chaldeans  and,  in  fact,  all  the  nations  and  tribes  of  antiquity  to 
their  gods  hundreds  of  years  before  the  Jews  had  an  existence.  No 
fact  in  ancient  history  is  better  established  than  this.  In  giving  the  law 
to  Moses  the  first  mention  of  the  tithe  is  the  simple  statement,  'The 
tithe  is  the  Lord's."  Not  shall  be,  but  is,  as  it  always  had  been,  and  it 
was  at  least  twenty  years  after  this  before  God  directed  that  the  Levites, 
his  ministers,  should  be  supported  from  it.  It  was  still  longer  before 
the  tithes  mentioned  in  Deuteronomy  xiv.,  22-29,  were  instituted.  These 
were  clearly  national  and  ritual,  and  expired  with  the  Jewish  economy, 
but  the  law  of  the  'Tithe  Terumoth,"  God's  Tithe,  did  not  expire  and 
never  will. 

"Did  Christ  commend  the  law  oi  tithing?'* 

Emphatically,  yes.  He  said  to  the  Pharisees  referring  to  Judgment, 
Mercy  and  Faith:  'These  ought  ye  to  have  done  and  not  (referring  to 
tithing)  leave  the  other  undone."  Can  you  find  in  His  teachings  any 
stronger  language  than  this  regarding  the  observance  of  the  law  of  the 
Sabbath?  Can  you  find  any  so  strong? 

*'Is  there  any  reason  why  our  Saviour  did  not  more  strongly  commend 
the  law  oi  the  Sahhath  as  well  as  the  law  oi  the  Tithe?" 

So  far  as  the  records  show.  He  never  spoke  of  the  Sabbath  or  the 
Tithe,  except  to  the  Pharisees  and  other  Jews,  who  did  not  need  teach- 
ing on  either  subject,  except  in  the  line  of  reproof  for  their  observance 
of  the  form  rather  than  the  spirit  of  both  laws. 

"Do  you  mean  to  say  that  I  should  expect  greater  temporal  pros- 
perity a  I  scrupulously  devote  one-tenth  oi  my  income  to  the  upbuilding 
and  spread  of  Christ's  Kingdom  in  the  earth  and  that  the  remaining 
nine-tenths  will  go  further  in  the  support  oi  those  dependent  on  me 
than  a  1  should  try  to  keep  all  for  my  own  use?" 

Yes.  That  is  a  plain  question  in  plain  English,  and  I  mean  just 
that. 

"Can  you  explain  the  reason?" 

No;  or  at  least  not  fully,  and  there  are  many  more  of  God's  laws 


which  no  one  can  explain.  Gravitation,  for  instance,  or  how  vegetation 
grows,  or  how  flowers  are  colored,  or,  to  come  nearer  to  the  subject,  I 
cannot  explain  why  men  and  animals  can  do  more  and  better  work  in 
one  or  five  years  working  six  days  in  a  week  and  resting,  doing  nothing 
so  far  as  work  is  concerned,  every  seventh  day. 

*'Do  not  we  and  they  need  the  rest?" 

Certainly,  but  just  now  we  are  dealing  with  facts,  not  theories  and 
reasons,  and  the  facts  are  that  it  pays  in  temporal  prosperity  to  observe 
the  law  of  the  Tithe,  just  as  it  does  to  observe  the  law  of  the  Sabbath. 

"Can  you  explain  why  we  need  the  seventh  oi  time  for  rest?  Why 
not  the  tenth  or  the  sixth?" 

The  seventh  of  time  and  the  tenth  of  income,  or  "increase"  as  the 
Bible  has  it,  belong  to  God  in  a  special  sense,  and  while  we  can  work 
seven  days  in  the  week  and  keep  it  up  for  years,  and  we  can  keep  ten- 
tenths  of  all  we  make,  we  are  poorer  for  it  morally,  physically  and  finan- 
cially all  the  same. 

"Are  there  not  strictly  business  reasons  that  will  at  least  partially 
account  for  the  increased  temporal  prosperity  of  those  who  tithe  their 
income?" 

Yes.  And  yet  it  is  hard  to  separate  common  sense  and  strict  busi- 
ness matters  and  principles  from  God's  laws;  in  fact,  it  cannot  be  done. 

"Whatsoever  a  man  soweth,  that  shall  he  also  reap."  Tithing  the 
income  leads  to  system— is,  in  fact,  system  itself— and  the  harvest  or 
reward  of  system  in  business,  or  labor,  or  farming,  or  professional  life, 
is  prosperity. 

Tithing  our  income  is  a  practical  recognition  of  God's  real  owner- 
ship of  our  substance,  and  His  blessing  naturally  follows  such  recog- 
nition. It  is  a  practical  acknowledgment  also  of  the  claims  of  Christ 
and  humanity  upon  us,  and  human  nature  is  swift  to  respond  to  such 
evidence  of  sincerity  by  hearty  words  of  encouragement  and  helping 
hands.  But  these  are  results,  not  causes. 

"Are  there  not  other  2nd  deeper  business  reasons  than  these?" 

Yes.  You  believe  a  thing  is  right.  In  other  words,  you  believe  it  to 
be  your  duty  and  have  faith  in  it.  By  doing  the  thing  itself  you  step 
into  the  line  of  your  faith  and  duty  and  you  are  at  once  and  con- 
sciously a  stronger,  better  and  more  self-reliant  man.  Your  mind  and 
heart  broaden.  Instead  of  receiving,  you  give  favors,  and  you  begin  to 
realize  the  wealth  of  meaning  in  the  Saviour's  words,  "It  is  more  blessed 
to  give  than  to  receive."

Choose  Your  Own  Reason  For  Tithing! 

By  DAN  B.  BRUMMITT 


You  may  come  to  the  tithe  idea  by  several  separate  ways.  It 
isn't  one  of  those  peculiar  doctrines  that  depend  on  giving  a  special 
twist  to  a  single  verse  of  Scripture. 

LAW 

There's  the  way  of  law.  Some  object  to  traveling  that  way.  But 
there  it  is — ^not  merely  the  law  of  the  Old  Testament. 

Like  the  law  of  the  Rest-and- Worship  Day;  like  the  law  of  "One- 
man-for-one-woman/'  it  is  a  law  which  got  into  the  thought  of  men 
before  there  were  any  Ten  Commandments. 

It  is  old,  old;  and  though  there  are  those  who  think  it  has  been 
repealed  entirely,  nobody  ever  thought  of  changing  its  form.  You 
never  hear  of  a  seventh,  a  twelfth,  or  a  twentieth.  As  a  law,  it  was 
always  the  sacred  TENTH.  If  you  come  by  the  law  road,  you  arrive 
at  that. 

EFFICIENCY 

There's  the  way  of  Christian  efticiency.  The  Tithe  really  works, 
for  the  Church;  just  as  we  have  been  told  it  would. 

The  testimonies  in  its  favor  are  on  record  by  multiplied  thous- 
ands. It  works  almost  too  well.  When  a  group  in  a  church  begins  to 
practice  it,  or  a  group  of  churches,  the  tithers  always  carry  a  large 
overplus  beyond  their  numerically  proportionate  share  of  the  load. 

SELF-INTEREST 

There's  the  way  of  seU-interest.  People  who  think  spirituality 
means  something  ethereal  are  apt  to  sniff  at  this  linking  of  tithing 
with  prosperity.  But  they  can't  sniff  it  away.  There  it  is.  Other  things 
being  equal,  the  tither  is  more  prosperous  than  the  non-tither,  and 
always  will  be. 

We  pray  for  material  blessings.  Why  be  surprised  when  they 
come? 

Tithing  does  not  make  poor  land  fertile.  It  does  not  turn  tor- 
nadoes aside.  It  does  not  make  up  for  the  tither's  lack  of  any  other 
Christian  virtue,  or  for  the  limitations  that  produce  differences  of 
ability. 

But  it  works  for  prosperity,  none  the  less. 

It  calls  for  conscience  in  dealing  with  what  possessions  we  have. 

It  develops  foresight.  It  fosters  an  increasing  dislike  of  waste 
and  needless  spending. 

The  tither  must  think  about  his  income  not  only  when  he  is 
earning  it,  but  also  when  he  is  spending  it. 

That  habit  alone  will  protect  him  at  times  from  spending  use- 
lessly as  much  as  his  tithe  amounts  to. 


LOVE 

And,  best  of  all,  there's  the  way  of  grateiul  love.  In  glad  recogni- 
tion that  all  we  have  is  God's  giving,  we  devote  a  definite  propor- 
tion of  his  gift  directly  to  the  work  we  believe  he  wants  done  in  the 
world. 

This  way  is  the  way  of  liberation.  No  man  can  follow  it  and  be 
unhappy  about  it.  Either  it  will  bring  its  own  happiness  or  it  will  not 
be  practiced. 

This  way  takes  all  the  nuisance-value  out  of  "appeals."  To  the 
tither,  "appeals"  are  like  his  banker's  list  of  possible  investments. 
He  doesn't  invest  in  every  one  he  hears  about;  but  he  isn't  annoyed 
when  the  banker  submits  the  list. 


IS  THE  TITHE  COMPULSORY? 

Nothing  Christian  is  compulsory.  Jesus  began  his  ministry  with 
an  invitation.  He  extended  it  to  a  few  men.  At  the  very  end  of  his 
work  he  wept  over  a  city  which  he  would  have  saved,  "but  ye 
would  not" 

The  tithe  is  voluntary. 

The  town  in  which  I  live  has  an  elevated  railway.  One  of  the 
stations  is  near  a  great  Roman  Catholic  burying  ground.  Calvary 
Cemetery. 

For  many  years,  because  in  that  part  of  the  town  were  many 
more  dead  than  living  folk,  the  trains  did  not  stop  at  the  cemetery 
station  except  on  request.  Just  after  leaving  the  nearest  station,  the 
guard  would  open  the  door  and  say,  "Next  station  is  Calvary.  Train 
stops  on  signal  only.  Anybody  for  Calvary?" 

It  is  a  parable  of  life's  train.  At  all  the  other  stations  every  train 
stops.  At  Market  Street,  at  School  Street,  at  University  Avenue,  at 
Main  Street,  at  Vanity  Fair,  at  Broadway,  at  Church  Street,  at  Home 
Avenue.  No  special  notice  needed. 

But  to  get  off  at  Calvary — ^that  means  a  choice,  and  an  expressed 
desire. 

So  Jesus  stopped  at  His  Calvary — of  His  own  will,  for  our  sokes. 

His  Calvary  was  death.  And  life  everlasting.  Its  essence  was 
its  voluntariness.  If  it  had  been  forced  it  would  have  been  without 
meaning. 

He  does  not  force  anyone  to  be  His  disciple.  But  He  does  say: 
"If  any  man  will  come  after  Me,  let  him  take  up  his  cross  and  fol- 
low Me." 

Every  man  goes  to  his  own  Calvary.  Whatever  its  outward 
aspect,  the  essence  of  it  is  that  he  puts  others  before  himself,  and 
does  this  of  his  own  choice.  And  that  it  is  which  makes  him  a  disciple 
of  Jesus  Christ.

Tithing  Is  For  the  Tither 


By  THOMAS  KANE 


In  all  the  pamphlets  written  by  "Layman"  since  1876  two  facts 
are  made  prominent.  First: 

The  Law  or  Principle  of  the  Tithe  Is  for  the  Benefit  Of  the  Tither. 

The  benefits  to  others,  including  the  church,  are  secondary.  Tith- 
ing is  not  a  Mosaic  law;  it  is  a  fundamental  law  or  principle  for  the 
race,  and  God  never  established  any  law  or  any  principle  for 
the  race,  whether  spiritual,  moral,  mental,  physical,  chemical,  agri- 
cultural— in  short,  any  race  law  or  principle  whatever — that  was 
not  primarily  for  the  benefit  of  the  individual  man,  woman  or  child 
who  obeyed  it.  We  have  no  right  to  suppose  that  the  law  of  the  tithe 
is  the  one  single  exception  to  this  rule  in  all  God's  universe. 

The  other  and  second  fact  is  that 
The  Tithe  Is  a  Property  Principle,  and  That  It  Pays  to  Obey  It 

Such  a  fact  as  this  can  only  be  proved  by  testimony.  Testimony 
can  only  be  obtained  by  asking  questions. 

All  normal  men,  women  and  even  children  of  thinking  age  are 
intuitively  conscious  that  they  are  indebted  to  some  higher  power 
than  themselves  for  all  the  material  comforts  and  blessings  of  life. 
They  are  also  conscious  that  verbal  expressions  of  gratitude  are  not 
enough.  They  feel  that  they  owe  to  this  higher  power  something  defi- 
nite, something  tangible,  something  that  can  be  measured,  weighed 
or  counted. 

Whenever  and  wherever  this  ages  long  and  universal  sense  of 
obligation  has  found  practical  expression,  the  one  common  thought 
and  practice,  not  only  among  Christians  and  Jews,  but  with  people 
and  nations  whom  we  are  accustomed  to  call  Heathen  and  Pagans, 
has  always  been  that  the  proportion  to  be  paid  from  their  gains  is 
the  tithe — the  one-tenth. 

Now,  candidly,  can  you  think  of  any  argument  in  iavor  oi  the 
tithe  as  a  fundamental  law  or  principle  of  the  human  race  as  strong 
as  this  one  fact? 

Tithing  Pays— Try  It  and  See 

In  studying  the  history  of  the  Jewish  people,  the  two  facts  stand 
out  in  bold  relief,  that  both  their  piety  and  their  prosperity  could 
always  be  measured  by  their  observance  of  the  Tithe.  With  every 
declension  both  in  morals  and  national  prosperity  came  neglect  of 
this  duty,  and  every  repentance  was  marked  by  its  renewal.  Their 
purses  measured  their  religion  to  an  extent  little  realized,  just  as 
modern  purses  measure  modern  religion. 

Who  Owns  Everything? 

Does  not  the  admission  that  God  made  everything  carry  with  it 
the  admission  that  He  owns  everything?  Does  our  changing  the 


ncane  or  shape  or  use  of  any  of  His  creations  invest  the  ownership 
in  us?  If  not,  are  we  not  in  reality  all  borrowers  instead  of  owners 
of  what  we  claim  to  possess?  If  we  are  borrowers  only,  is  it  not 
probable  that  the  Almighty  applies  the  same  common  sense  rules 
that  we  apply  in  trusting,  favoring  and  honoring  those  who  recog- 
nize our  rights,  and  practice  common  honesty  towards  us  in  the 
ordinary  affairs  of  everyday  Hfe? 

Facts,  Not  Theories 

In  order  to  obtain  in  brief  form  the  results  in  the  individual  lives 
of  those  who  had  adopted  tithing,  I  wrote  to  hundreds  of  pastors, 
asking  an  answer  to  two  questions. 

First:  What  are  the  results  of  tithing  upon  the  financial  pros- 
perity of  those  who  practice  it? 

Second:  What  are  the  results  upon  their  spiritual  life  and  ac- 
tivity? 

More  than  two  hundred  replies  were  received,  all  of  the  same 
tenor.  The  following  are  fair  specimens.  In  making  selections  from 
the  replies  brevity  has  been  the  chief  consideration. 

Financial  Prosperity 

"Tithers  have  prospered  to  their  surprise  spiritually  and  through 
years  of  crop  failures  have  prospered  as  in  preceding  years." 

"Happier  and  more  prosperous." 

"Far  in  advance." 

"Certainly  not  less  prosperous." 

"Three  of  the  seven  tithers  have  become  owners  of  their  homes 
by  purchase  on  the  installment  plan  within  14  months  after  they 
began  to  pay  tithes." 

"None  are  poor;  some  have  increased  their  incomes  and  busi- 
ness prosperity." 

"Cannot  tell  but  know  that  no  tither  has  been  less  prosperous." 

"They  seem  to  have  more  and  more  to  give  as  opportunities 
for  giving  present  themselves." 

Spiritual  Prosperity 

"I  have  three  points  in  my  charge.  The  point  that  practice  tithing 
to  fullest  extent  is  most  spiritual,  receives  more  members,  has  more 
conversions,  has  better  prayer  meetings  and  is  easy  to  get  along 
with  in  all  things." 

"Prayer  meetings  larger  and  better.  Bible  study  and  family 
prayer  great  gain." 

"There  has  been  marked  improvement  in  spirituality  and  work." 

"All  say  they  feel  much  better  satisfied  and  enjoy  religion  much 
more  than  ever  before.  They  are  certainly  much  more  active." 

"The  payments  of  one  young  man,  a  farmer  who  had  been  con- 
verted to  tithing  exceeded  any  and  all  of  the  rich  farmers,  who  did 
not  tithe.  Yet  many  of  these  men  said  they  were  sure  they  gave 
more  than  a  tenth."

LOOK  AT  THE  DRIVE 

Jesus  was  accused  of  many  violations  of  the  ancient  law; 
but  none  of  these  who  were  watching  for  some  cause  of  offense 
in  Him  ever  accused  Him  of  neglecting  the  tithe. 

Everybody  knows  that  the  usual  way  of  raising  money  for 
the  Church  has  something  the  matter  with  it. 

It  makes  Christians  into  coaxers  and  beggars. 

It  makes  sincere  Christians  ashamed,  that  the  work  of  the 
Church  is  done  on  the  money  of  mendicancy. 

It  puts  means  above  ends;  we  are  forced  to  give  concerts 
for  money,  not  music ;  to  hold  suppers  for  profit,  not  sociability ; 
to  distribute  books  for  a  commission,  not  instruction;  and  gen- 
erally to  degrade  and  pauperize  the  greatest  business  on  earth. 

It  makes  the  money  bag  the  measure  of  recognition,  and 
mortgages  the  Church's  conscience  to  its  heavy  givers. 

It  uses  up  time  and  strength  in  getting  the  tools  for  the 
work,  which  ought  to  be  spent  on  the  work  itself.  (The  time 
used  up  by  financial  committees  in  the  course  of  a  year  is  esti- 
mated at  one  man's  working  time  for  three  hundred  years.) 

With  all  its  other  disadvantages,  some  people  might  defend 
it  if  it  did  but  work,  but  it  is  a  self-confessed  failure.  Like  the 
perpetual  motion  machine  in  the  Patent  Office,  it  is  highly  com- 
plicated and  very  ingenious,  but  it  won't  work. 

THEN  LOOK  AT  THE  TITHE 

Any  one  who  thinks  about  it  knows  that  the  paying  of  the 
tithe  as  a  sign  of  stewardship  has  nothing  whatever  the  mat- 
ter with  it. 

It  conserves  the  energies  of  the  Church  for  the  Church's 
real  business. 

It  puts  a  stop  to  the  necessity  of  the  Church  becoming  a 
peddler  of  pies,  oysters,  ice  cream,  chicken  pie,  and  notions. 

It  gives  the  business  men  of  the  place  a  new  regard  for  the 
Church  as  a  business  institution. 

It  collects  itself. 

It  puts  a  quietus  on  all  display  and  self-seeking  in  one's 
contributions.   Nobody  can  get  puffed  up  over  paying  his  debts. 

It  makes  the  Christian's  financial  relation  to  his  Church  a 
pleasure  instead  of  a  perpetual  annoyance. 

It  is  the  one  sure  way  of  proving  we  are  in  earnest  when  we 
say  of  God  that  He  owns  all  we  possess. 

It  links  us  with  God  in  a  real  and  definite  sharing  of  his 
work.

He  Showed  The  Way 

JESUS  WAS  concerned  about  people  as  he  walked  the  streets  of 
Jerusalem  or  the  roads  of  rural  Galilee.  He  saw  the  man,  small  of 
stature  and  of  soul,  who  watched  the  crowds  from  the  branches  of  a 
tree.  He  knew  it  instantly  when  one  touched  his  garment  for  healing. 

Christ  knew  no  bounds  of  race  or  language  or  position.  He  chal- 
lenged the  despised  Samaritan  woman  with  his  message.  He  healed 
the  slave  of  the  Roman  centurion.  Where  he  saw  a  need,  there  he 
ministered.  At  last  he  gave  his  life  that  men  might  live. 

Following  the  example  of  the  Master,  the  Christian  Churches 
today  offer  their  services.  In  our  own  land  the  need  is  seen  to  serve 
people  of  all  races  and  to  teach  them  as  Christ  taught. 

A  wide  program  of  home  missions  is  administered  through  The 
United  Christian  Missionary  Society.  It  includes  a  ministry  in  six 
social  service  institutions  and  schools,  plans  for  evangelism  for  all 
churches,  the  recruitment  of  young  people  for  full  time  service, 
promotion  of  an  effective  program  for  the  town  and  country  church 
and  the  urban  congregation,  and  small  financial  grants  to  hundreds 
of  churches  through  the  years  as  possible.  It  is  seen  in  a  program  of 
social  action  and  education  for  Christian  world  order  among  the 
churches  of  the  brotherhood. 

This  widespread  service  receives  support  from  the  Easter  offering 
of  the  churches.  Through  it,  "unto  the  least  of  these"  becomes  more 
meaningful.

Reasons  for  Tithing 

By  Bert  Wilson 


One  of  the  very  first  objections  raised  by  Christian  people  against 
the  tithing  system  is  that  they  can't  afford  it.  The  objection  is  urged 
because  people  see  only  the  money  side  of  tithing. 

The  starting  point  is  the  man  himself.  When  he  is  asked  to  become 
a  tither,  let  him  forget  his  money  for  the  time  and  face  himself.  Can 
the  Christian  man  afford  to  put  God  first  in  his  life?  The  fact  that  he 
is  a  Christian  presumes  that  he  is  dedicated  to  the  work  and  program 
of  the  Lord.  He  has  confessed  Christ,  he  has  promised  to  be  His  dis- 
ciple, his  name  is  recorded  on  the  church  records.  Now,  at  this  point, 
can  he  afford  to  deny  his  Christ  a  just  proportion  of  his  money? 

Can  he  afford  to  make  a  law  oi  giving  ioi  himseli?  By  refusing  to 
acknowledge  the  principle  of  the  tithe,  he  denies  God's  right  to  suggest 
what  proportion  he  should  give.  He  blindly  understands  that  he  should 
give  something.  God  has  plainly  indicated  that  the  ratio  should  be  a 
tenth.  He  flatly  refuses  to  accept  this  and  begins  a  loose  habit  of  irregu- 
lar and  unsystematic  giving.  This  is  nothing  short  of  religious  anarchy. 

The  man  needs  the  principle  oi  the  tithe  to  fortiiy  his  own  iaith. 
On  faith  he  accepts  God's  principle  and  ratio.  He  establishes  the  tithing 
principle  as  a  life  habit;  thus  begins  a  life  of  complete  cooperation 
between  the  man  and  his  God.  This  is  the  starting  point  of  the  tithing 
system.  If  he  will,  on  faith,  accept  God's  will  and  God's  principle  of 
giving  for  his  life,  then  the  tithing  system  is  already  two-thirds  on  the 
way. 

The  Tithing  System  and  the  Every  Member  Canvass 

There  is  a  point  where  the  Every  Member  Canvass  needs  enlarge- 
ment. Its  method  has  been  definite  and  direct,  its  message  has  been 
indirect  and  general.  It  has  asked  all  to  give,  but  has  not  said  what 
proportion  should  be  given.  Here  the  tithing  principle  fills  up  the  Every 
Member  Canvass.  It  puts  the  right  message  into  the  right  method.  It 
puts  a  new  content  into  the  whole  program. 

1.  It  gives  the  advantage  of  a  spiritual  appeal.  Practically  every 
church  member  secretly  admits  that  tithing  is  the  proper  thing.  He 
knows  it  is  right,  although  he  refuses  to  do  it.  The  direct  canvass  for 
the  tithe  is  bound  to  touch  the  conscience  of  every  man  to  whom  the 
appeal  is  made. 


2.  A  canvass  for  the  tithe  is  fair  to  rich  and  poor  alike.  The  larger 
the  income,  the  larger  the  tithe.  With  a  small  income  the  tithe  is  small. 
It  is  often  remarked  that  the  rich  do  not  give  in  proportion  to  the  poor. 
The  tithe  would  remedy  this,  and  no  other  system  will.  The  poor  are 
usually  willing  to  become  tithers  if  the  more  able  will  join  in  the  good 
work.  To  be  sure,  some  of  the  wealthy  should  give  more  than  the  tithe. 
But  there  are  few,  if  any,  cases  where  they  have  done  so,  without 
previously  getting  the  tithing  habit  fixed  as  a  life  principle. 

3.  It  has  the  argument  of  success  hack  of  it.  There  are  no  records 
of  failure  among  tithing  churches.  The  examples  of  success  are  legion. 
To  get  a  church  to  become  a  tithing  church  is  to  forever  settle  the 
financial  problem^  as  well  as  many  other  problems.  Why  not  do  the 
thing  right  and  be  done  with  our  ''excursions"  on  church  finance? 

4.  It  would  help  to  create  tithing  churches.  A  church  that  is  taught 
tithing,  that  is  canvassed  for  the  tithe,  that  is  kept  thinking  of  tithing, 
will  eventually  become  a  tithing  church. 

5.  It  would  tend  to  produce  real  missionary  churches.  There  is  no 
case  on  record  of  a  tither  being  anti-missionary.  .  .  .  The  man  who 
recognizes  that  the  tithe  belongs  to  God  is  willing  that  a  large  part  of  it 
shall  go  to  the  Lord's  worldwide  program.  .  .  . 

The  Preacher  Is  the  Starting  Point 

1.  Let  the  preacher  get  the  conviction  in  his  soul  that  it  is  his  duty 
to  teach  and  preach  tithing.  It  must  not  be  a  mere  mental  assent.  He 
should  not  go  haltingly,  half  defeated,  into  a  tithing  campaign.  .  .  .  With 
earnest  conviction  let  him  vow  before  his  God  that  he  will  lead  his 
church  into  a  greater  life.  That  he  will  call  them  from  selfishness  and 
indifference  to  real  service  for  Jesus  Christ.  With  fire  in  his  soul  and 
passion  in  his  heart,  he  must  forge  conviction  in  the  souls  of  his  people. 

2.  There  must  be  some  clear-cut  preaching  on  the  subject.  One 
sermon  will  not  do.  There  should  be  many  of  them.  And  in  his  sermons 
let  him  remember  that  the  main  drive  is  not  finance  but  to  win  men 
from  greed  and  gold  to  the  higher  spiritual  life. 

3.  The  preacher  should  have  faith  in  his  people.  He  has  a  right 
to  believe  that  many  of  his  people  will  respond  to  the  tithing  appeal. 
The  first  clear,  strong  sermon  will  bring  results.  .  .  .  Most  Christian 
people  at  heart  desire  to  do  the  right  thing.  .  .  .  The  church  that  is 
carefully,  wisely  and  systematically  taught  tithing  will  become  a  tithing 
church.

CHRISTIANS  AND  LIQUOR 

I  hate  intoxicating  liquor.  I  hate  it  because  of  what  I  see  it  doing  to  people 
...  I  hate  liquor  because  I  meet  its  pcirtons  on  the  highways.  I  read  of  their 
crimes  in  the  newspapers. 

I  don't  hate  people  who  drink  intoxicants;  I  fear  for  them  .  .  .  Some  people 
say  that  we  should  learn  to  drink  moderately,  and  to  "carry  our  liquor."  But  it  is 
now  scientifically  established  that  a  considerable  percentage  of  drinkers  will  not 
"carry  their  liquor,"    The  liquor  will  carry  them  to  alcoholism. 

I  am  concerned  over  the  tendency  of  my  Christian  brethren  to  weaken  in 
their  resistance  toward  the  liquor  business,  Yes,  I'm  tired  too.  It's  a  hard,  dirty 
fight.^ 

I'm  worried  when  teachers  of  men's  Bible  classes  tell  me  it's  becoming  more 
and  more  difficult  to  teach  the  temperance  lessons.  The  liquor  interests  dominate 
advertising,  and  they  have  practically  ruined  the  radio,  beaming  its  programs 
down  to  the  taste  of  their  patrons.  They  have  captured  television  in  its  initial 
stages  and  are  making  it  the  specialty  of  the  beer  parlors,  with  programs  adapted 
to  beer  parlor  environment. 

Abraham  Lincoln  said  that  intoxicating  liquor  produced  a  worse  slavery  than 
the  chattel  slavery  which  he  fought. 

Yes,  I  am  narrow — I  am  against  anything  that  produces  as  much  wickedness 
and  crime  and  heartbreak  as  is  created  by  intoxicating  liquor.  I  am  compelled 
to  so  register.  — Jesse  H.  Baird,  in  The  Liberator

ing was  dedicated.  Now  54  years  after  this  dedication,  our  new  building  is 
started.  By  the  same  token  our  new  building  will  serve  the  community  for  the 
next  125  -  150  years. 

We  are  building  for  many  generations  ahead.  The  names  of  this  generation 
of  Church  members  will  be  enscroUed  for  the  inspiration  of  literally  hundreds,  yes 
thousands  of  Christians  in  the  next  century  and  a  half.

Bibles  For  The  Orient        World  Relief  Continues 


The  Massachusetts  Bible  Society 
has  cooperated  with  the  International 
Council  of  Religious  Education  and 
Thomas  Nelson  and  Sons  in  sending 
12,500  copies  of  the  Revised  Standard 
Version  of  the  New  Testament  to  the 
Orient. 

Some  6,000  copies  went  to  Japan 
last  December,  and  5,000  more  early 
this  year.  The  Philippines  have  been 
sent  1,500  copies.  These  are  being  dis- 
tributed by  American  missionaries. 

The  Massachusetts  Society  has  de- 
veloped a  project  of  sending  this  new 
version  at  wholesale  cost.  Contribu- 
tions received  from  all  parts  of  the 
country,  from  individuals  and  organ- 
izations, have  taken  care  of  the  cost  of 
about  one- third  of  the  copies  sent.  The 
Society  h^s  paid  for  the  other  two- 
thirds,  plus  transportation  costs,  out 
of  its  own  treasury. 

The  Revised  Standard  Version  of  the 
New  Testament,  authorized  by  the  In- 
ternational Council  and  published  by 
Thomas  Nelson  and  Sons,  came  from 
the  press  in  1946.  It  is  expected  the 
new  version  of  the  Old  Testament  will 
be  published  in  1952. 


Churches  which  have  come  to  look 
upon  Church  World  Service  as  an  ef- 
ficient organization  for  the  administra- 
tion of  overseas  relief  will  be  glad  to 
know  that  service  will  be  continued. 

When  the  National  Council  of  the 
Churches  of  Christ  in  the  U.  S.  A. 
comes  into  being  in  November,  the  re- 
lief agency  will  become  a  central  de- 
partment. 

Through  Church  World  Service, 
Protestant  and  Eastern  Orthodox 
churches  have  contributed  millions  of 
dollars  and  tons  of  supplies. 

The  report  comes  of  a  disastrous 
fire  in  Atami,  famous  hot  springs  re- 
sort some  fifty  miles  from  Tokyo, 
Japan.  Within  twenty- four  hours  after 
the  fire,  two  truckloads  of  clothing 
given  by  American  church  people  — 
49  bales  —  arrived  for  distribution  to 
the  victims.  Later  a  truckload  of  milk 
and  additional  clothing  were  sent,  to  be 
dispensed  through  the  United  Church 
of  Atami. 

Contributions  are  solicited  to  con- 
tinue relief  work,  especially  among 
refugees  in  Germany,  India,  Pakistan, 
China  and  the  Near  East.

June,  July  and  August  were  any- 
thing but  vacation  months  at  Hazel 
Green  Academy  in  the  mountains  of 
Kentucky. 

Walls  and  floors  in  the  administra- 
tion building  and  the  girls*  and  boys' 
dormitories  were  painted  and  varn- 
ished. Construction  continued  on  the 
new  building  to  house  the  Jot  'Em 
Down  Store  and  the  laundry.  There 
was  planting,  cultivating  and  harvest- 
ing of  farm  crops,  and  stock  to  be 
cared  for. 

In  June  a  district  meeting  of  mis- 
sionary societies  brought  144  women 
from  the  Christian  Churches  of  the 
area  to  the  campus  for  a  day.  Some  of 
the  Academy  students  had  part  in 
the  program,  and  everyone  enjoyed 
the  picnic  lunch. 

The  pastor  of  the  Hazel  Green 
Christian  Church,  with  his  wife  and 
Academy  staff  members  and  students, 
conducted  vacation  Bible  schools  in 
Hazel  Green  and  two  outlying  com- 
munities. A  church  bus,  recent  gift  of 
local  church  people,  was  driven  twenty 


miles  each  day  to 
bring  in  children 
to  the  Hazel 
Green  school. 
Many  o  f  those 
children,  and 
others,  have  continued  to  ride  the  bus 
to  Sunday  school  and  church  services 
which  are  held  in  the  Academy  build- 
ings since  the  church  burned  last 
spring. 

The  Eastern  Kentucky  Young 
People's  Conference  met  on  the 
campus  in  July.  About  120  students 
and  staff  were  accommodated  in  the 
dormitories.  Some  of  the  Academy 
staff  teach  in  this  conference  each 
year. 

Hazel  Green  alumni  look  forward 
to  Homecoming  each  year  in  August.

Allans 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Archie 
A.  Allan  are  missionar- 
ies to  Jamaica,  our  old- 
est mission  field,  com- 
missioned by  the  United 
Society.  For  four  years 
they  served  alone,  but 
in  1948  were  joined  by 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Robert 
Nelson. 

On  this  small  island 
south  of  Cuba,  the  Ja- 
maicans are  handicap- 
ped by  years  of  slavery 
to  the  English  who  own 
the  land.  They  must 
combat  unemployment, 
the  lack  of  educational 
opportunities,  and  the 
witchcraft. 

The  mission  has  34  churches  and 
chapels  in  the  city  of  Kingston  and 
in  the  hill  country  to  the  north  and 
east.  There  are  eight  national  pastors 
to  share  in  the  leadership. 

The  Allan  family  makes  its  home 
near  Oberlin  Christian  Church  in  a 
rural  area.  From  a  hilltop  spring  he 
has  piped  water  to  the  house,  and  has 
installed  a  generator  which  supplies 
electric  lights  for  about  four  hours 
daily. 

One  of  the  finest  contributions  to 
Jamaica  is  Christian  College,  a  sec- 
ondary school,  established  a  year  after 
they  went  to  the  field.  For  five  years 
it  met  in  Oberlin  Church  but  this 
year,  with  the  aid  of  students,  he 
built  a  classroom  building  beside  the 
chur::h.  Enrollment  is  now  about 
forty,  some  coming  miles  each  day. 
Few,  if  any,  of  these  could  have  at- 
tended school  beyond  primary  grades 
except  for  Christian  College.  Both  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Allan  are  teachers  in  the 
school.

Mr.  Allan  is  also  pastor  of  Mt.  In- 
dustry Church,  about  seven  miles 
away.  He  preaches  every  other  Sun- 
day, and  gives  one  day  a  week  to  the 
church. 

The  missionaries  are  leaders  in  a 
community  of  perhaps  2,000  people 
who  look  to  them  for  spiritual  guid- 
ance, aid  in  financial  emergencies,  and 
counsel  in  community  affairs.

A  high  point  in  the  summer  pro- 
gram of  Christian  education  was  the 
National  Conference  on  Education  of 
Christian  parents  at  Lake  Geneva, 
Wise,  in  July. 

The  evangelistic  emphasis  of  the 
church  family  was  stressed.  The  report 
of  one  work  group  said,  "The  first  and 
most  important  place  where  persons 
live  together  is  the  home.  It  is  the 
training  ground  for  their  relations 
with  other  human  beings  .  .  .  There- 
fore, to  accomplish  its  purpose  of 
spreading  the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ, 
the  church  must  put  the  home  at  the 
center  of  its  program."

East  Tokyo  Institute,  Tokyo,  Japan, 
is  a  social  service  center  conducted  by 
our  Japan  Mission.  About  45,000  per- 
sons annually  go  through  its  clinic. 
The  hospital  has  a  50 -bed  capacity  and 
a  staff  of  four  doctors  and  six  nurses. 

Mr.  Shozo  Endo,  superintendent  of 
the  Institute  for  more  than  ten  years, 
is  assisted  by  missionaries  and  pastors 
of  Christian  Churches  in  the  city. 

Other  services,  in  addition  to  the 
hospital,  include  a  day  nursery,  a 
weekly  Sunday  school  and  worship 
service,  and  religious  work  among  pa- 
tients. 

The  Jewell  Pool  Orphanage  outside 
the  city  is  a  post-war  extension  serv- 
ice of  the  Institute.  Here  many  of  the 
abandoned  babies  of  Tokyo  have  been 
given  Christian  love  and  care.

Clothing  and  arti- 
cles for  personal  use  are  much  in  de- 
mand, especially  in  the  winter  months 
when  a  great  many  are  on  relief. 

Used  cl.othing  and  personal  items, 
received  from  church  groups,  are  sold 
through  the  Trading  Post  at  a  nomi- 
nal sum,  greatly  to  the  benefit  of  the 
Indians. 

From  the  miscellaneous  supplies  giv- 
en, the  needs  of  the  children  in  the 
Mission  home  are  first  taken  care  of, 
then  the  families  in  the  church  con- 
ducted by  the  Mission.  Many  calls 
come  for  clothing  for  newborn  infants. 
Some  supplies  are  distributed  through 
the  medical  clinic,  others  are  used  in 
the  Sunday  school. 

Many  new  friends  have  been  made 
on  the  reservation  through  this  serv- 
ice.

Miss  Anna  Ben- 
der, who  was  on 
furlough  last 
year,  returned  to 
her  work  in  the 
India  Mission  on 
August  26.  That 
the  furlough  was 
of  great  benefit  to 
her  was  evidenced 
by  her  enthusias- 
tic account  of  attendance  at  the  Cen- 
tennial Convention  in  Cincinnati;  her 
report  of  visits  in  the  churches  of 
Kansas,  her  home  state;  her  happy  as- 
sociation with  young  people  in  four 
summer  conferences,  also  in  Kansas; 
and  her  profitable  quarter's  work  in 
the  University  of  Chicago  where  she 
took  courses  in  nursing  education. 
Miss  Bender  has  been  a  missionary 


nurse  in  India  since  1920.  When  she 
left  the  States  this  time  it  was  with 
the  expectation  of  possible  assignment 
to  the  Jackman  Memorial  Hospital  at 
Bilaspur.  However,  this  would  be  only 
temporary  for  it  is  likely  she  will  soon 
be  back  at  the  Tuberculosis  Sanitorium 
at  Pendra  Road  where  she  has  been 
superintendent  since  1928. 

During  the  difficult  years  of  the  de- 
pression, when  the  sanitorium  was 
solely  our  mission  responsibility,  Miss 
Bender  and  Dr.  Elizabeth  Lutz  kept 
it  operating  without  a  budget.  Since 
then  other  missions  have  joined  in  its 
support.  Its  field  of  service  has  been 
greatly  increased,  for  it  is  the  only 
tuberculosis  sanitorium  in  this  area. 
Miss  Bender  continues  as  our  represen- 
tative. Other  members  of  the  staff  are 
Indians. 
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son,  Miss  Donna  Leversee  and  others,  have  served  when  they  could,  to  mention 
only  a  few  of  our  ladies. 

The  finished  solo  work  of  Mr.  Owen  Vaught  and  the  faithfulness  of  David  and 
Harry  Griggs  and  Harry  Donelson  and  others,  have  put  us  in  debt  to  these  people 
who  have  added  so  much  to  our  worship. 

We  feel  these,  each  one,  look  upon  their  work  as  a  privilege  of  service  to 
Christ  and  His  Church  rather  than  a  professional  performance. 

During  the  summer,  capable  soloists  will  provide  our  special  music.

NORFOLK,  VA. — Bingo  has  mo  place  in  the  church,  delegates  to  the  Southern 
Virginia  diocesan  convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  here  were  told 
by  their  bishop,  the  Rt.

HERMAN  W.  SIGRIST  is  chairman  of  our  Building  Committee.  Mr.  Sigrist 
has  been  a  member  of  this  Church  for  over  35  years,  and  has  been  'a  Trustee 
for  many  years.  He  has  served  as  Elder,  taught  a  Sunday  School  Class  and 
served  in  many  capacities.  He  is  one  of  Fort  Wayne's  leading  and  most  successful 
business  men.  He  is  the  founder  of  Sigrist  Furniture  Company,  operator  of  large 
farms  in  Northern  Indiana  and  has  a  nation-v/ide  reputation  as  an  Auctioneer, 
and  is  a  lecturer  at  the  Decatur  A.uctioneer  School.  He  is  a  member  of  the 
Memorial  Hospital  Board.

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Seventy  per  cent  of  the  churches  of 
Disciples  of  Christ  are  rural.  Reflect- 
ing the-  rapid  shift  of  population  from 
country  to  city,  these  churches  count 
only  38  per  cent  of  our  total  member- 
ship in  their  congregations.  But  that  is 
more  than  one  third  of  our  members  in 
the  United  States. 

It  is  no  wonder  then  that  The  Un- 
ited Christian  Missionary  Society  gives 
thought  to  the  rural  church  program. 

The  average  membership  of  our 
rural  congregations  in  the  United 
States  is  100.  For  the  more  than  5,000 
churches  in  the  open  country  or  in 
towns  of  less  than  2,500  population, 
there  are  2,000  ministers.  Many  of 
these  are  students  or  business  men  who 
give  only  part  time  to  the  ministry. 

The  rural  churches  need  leaders, 
those  with  special  training  for  that 
ministry.  The  rural  churches  need  bet- 
ter programs.  Materials  and  programs 
for  large  city  churches  are  not  always 
appropriate  for  use  in  the  town  and 
country  church. 

Such  needs  are  recognized  as  basic 
to  the  strengthening  of  the  Christian 
ministry  in  the  United  States.  To  meet 
them  the  Department  of  Church  De- 
velopment and  Evangelism  of  the  Un- 


ited Society  seeks  to  recruit  young 
men  for  the  rural  ministry,  it  offers 
opportunities  for  in-service  training,  it 
brings  church  leaders  together  in  insti- 
tutes for  assistance  in  program  build- 
ing. 

Pastoral  unities  are  sponsored  where 
two  or  more  churches,  located  near 
each  other,  can  work  out  their  pro- 
grams cooperatively.  Assistance  is  giv- 
en in  the  employment  of  a  minister 
who  will  live  in  the  area.  More  than 
100  of  these  church  unities  are  now 
functioning  in  the  United  States. 

From  the  rural  churches  of  Disciples 
of  Christ  come  many  of  the  strong 
leaders  in  the  ministry  and  in  mission- 
ary service.  From  them  hundreds  of 
families  move  each  year  into  the  cities 
to  take  their  places  in  the  urban 
churches. 

The  rural  church  is  important  to 
the  life  of  our  brotherhood.

The  Japan  Mission   is  Growing 

The  Japan  Mission  of  Disciples  of  Christ  reports  178  baptisms  last  year, 
including  1 2  boys  and  3  8  girls  from  the  mission  schools  in  Tokyo. 

With  5  32  members  remaining  in  1946  out  of  2,600  in  pre-war  years,  mem- 
bership has  now  increased  to  8  52.  The  historic  stations  of  Akita,  Osaka,  Fuku- 
shima  and  Tokyo  continue  as  centers  of  the  work. 

One  of  the  most  outstanding  reports  from  the  Japan  Mission  last  year  is 
contained  in  these  words:  "Women's  organizations — 1 1 ;  membership — 238." 

The  church  in  Japan  is  growing.  Four  new  missionaires  commissioned  by 
the  United  Society  on  June  20  will  join  the  staff  during  the  summer.

This  church  approaches  a  serious  hour  in  its  long  history.  Every 
member  should  face  it.  Due  to  higher  costs  of  both  labor  and  material 
the  new  church  is  costing  far  more  than  anticipated.  Nobody  is  to 
blame  for  the  situation  unless  it  be  Joe  Stalin  and  we  certainly  will  not 
let  that  dictator  and  his  atheistic  communists  defeat  us. 

American  Protestantism  is  on  the  march  as  evidenced  by  its  great- 
est church  building  activities.  Two  billion  dollars  worth  of  new 
churches  are  now  either  in  the  blue  print  stage  or  under  construction.

Back  to  Congo 


After  two  years  on  furlough  in  the 
States,  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Donald  Baker  sail- 
ed in  September  for  their  station  at 
Mondombe,  in  Belgian  Congo.  Their 
son,  Maurice,  accompanied  them,  while 
the  girls  remained  here  in  school. 

Since  1931,  Dr.  Baker  has  distin- 
guished himself  by  his  earnest,  fear- 
less consecration  to  raising  the  stand- 
ards of  living  and  alleviating  the  mis- 
eries of  the  people  of  Congo. 

In  the  field  of  medicine.  Dr.  Baker 
has  introduced  many  innovations  that 
have  reversed  some  of  Congo's  most 
firmly  entrenched  customs  and  fears 
—  as  when  he  persuaded  relatives  to 
give  blood  transfusions  to  a  dying 
patient.  He  established  a  leper  colony 
and  several  outstation  dispensaries,  for 
which  he  trained  native  boys  to  treat 
minor  ailments  and  dispense  drugs. 

He  has  also  done  extensive  work 
in  the  field  of  preventive  medicine  and 
in  diet  education,  all  of  which  has  won 
recognition  and  financial  aid  for 
schools  and  hospitals  from  the  Belgian 
government. 

In  addition,  he  has  found  time  to 
engage  in  evangelistic  work,  and  to

Taylor  Fellowship  House  in  Indian^- 
apolis,  opened  in  September,  is  the 
newest  effort  in  which  the  United  So- 
ciety is  cooperating  to  aid  in  the  train- 
ing of  ministers  for  our  churches.  This 
project  is  to  benefit  Negro  graduate 
students,  preparing  to  serve  Christian 
Churches.  The  department  of  evange- 
lism of  the  United  Society,  the  Na- 
tional Christian  Missionary  Conven- 
tion (Negro),  and  Butler  School  of 
Religion  have  joined  in  sponsoring  it. 

Accommodations  in  Taylor  Fellow- 
ship House  are  planned  for  1 0  students, 
a  house  mother  and  her  husband.  A 
committee  from  the  three  participating 
organizations  fixes  standards  for  ad- 
mission, determines  such  financial  aid 
as  may  be  granted,  and  supervises  the 
operation  of  the  house. 

Negro  Christian  Churches  through- 
out the  country  suffer  for  the  lack  of 
leadership  as  do  the  white  churches. 
Special  efforts  are  to  be  made  this  year 
to  aid  in  the  training  of  ministers  for 
both. 


A  Missionary 
for  Thailand 
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Mrs.  Edna  Gish 
sailed  in  July  to 
take  up  work  in 
the  Thailand 
(Siam)  Mission  of 
our  British 
Churches.  En 
route  she  visited 
several  o  f 
churches  in  Eng- 
land and  had  part 
in     their     annual  *^''*'  ®'*** 

convention  in  August  before  proceed- 
ing to  Thailand. 

Mrs.  Gish  served  with  our  China 
Mission  from  1920  until  this  year 
when  conditions  on  the  field  prevented 
her  return. 

Our  British  Churches  opened  their 
mission  in  Thailand  in  1903-  It  now 
includes  5  churches  with  600  mem- 
bers; a  hospital  staffed  by  two  Chinese 
doctors  and  8  nurses;  and  schools 
which  enroll  more  than  1000  stu- 
dents. There  are  40  pastors,  teachers 
and  Bible  women. 

The  three  British  missionaries  on  the 
field  have  reached  retirement  but  the 
churches  have  found  it  impossible  to 
recruit  new  personnel  for  replacement, 
or  funds  to  maintain  the  work.  They 
rejoice  in  the  plan  for  American 
churches  to  share  in  it. 


Facts  to  Ponder 

There  are  approximately  7,2  50  white  congregations  of  Disciples  of  Christ  in 
the  United  States  and  Canada. 

— 3,900  churches  have  less  than  full-time  preaching.  Many  have  services  once 
a  month. 

— 3,3  50  churches  have  full-time  preaching,  but  often  by  a  non-resident  minister 
who  is  with  the  church  only  on  Sundays. 
— 3,800  churches  have  less  than  100  members. 

There  are  527  Negro  congregations  of  Disciples  of  Christ  in  America. 
— 86  of  these  have  full-time  preaching. 

— Of  the  497  Negro  ministers  of  our  brotherhood,  94  are  lay-preachers,  112 
preach  only  occasionally,  some  are  retired,  others  serve  three  or  four  congrega- 
tions.

Men  At  Work 


Men  of  our  churches  show  a  grow- 
ing interest  in  assuming  a  larger  share 
in  the  total  task  of  the  church. 

Last  year  five  laymen  gave  approx- 
imately five  weeks  each  on  a  dollar-a- 
year  basis  in  the  interest  of  the  total 
men's  work.  Two  new  names  have 
been  added  to  the  list  this  year.  They 
are  Joe  Snapp  of  Paris,  Kentucky,  and 
Joseph  Morrison  of  Stuttgart,  Arkan- 
sas. Both  are  busy  laymen  but  are  of- 
fering their  services  for  generous  per- 


iods of  time  to  encourage  and  stimulate 
the  interest  of  others. 

Mark  Rutherford,  national  director 
in  the  Department  of  Men's  Work  of 
The  United  Christian  Missionary  So- 
ciety, is  arranging  to  give  six  months 
time  this  year  to  the  work  in  Florida. 
Under  a  special  arrangement  with  the 
men  of  our  churches  in  Florida,  he 
will  lead  them  in  plans  to  strengthen 
their  contribution  to  the  Christian  ef- 
fort through  the  local  churches. 


Growing   in  Wisdom   and   Stature 

Guiding  children  in  Christian 
growth  is  a  major  task  of  the  church. 
It  is  estimated  that  churches  of  Dis- 
ciples of  Christ  in  the  United  States 
and  Canada  enroll  approximately  750,- 
000  boys  and  girls  in  their  Bible  schools 
each  year. 

Aiding  our  churches  in  this  work  is 
the  Department  of  Religious  Education 
of  the  United  Society.  The  children's 
workers  of  the  national  staff  help  to 
plan  teaching  and  guidance  materials 
for  the  churches;  they  are  continually 
trying  to  improve  standards  of  work 
through  the  discovery  of  new  resources 
and  opportunities  for  Christian  teach- 
ing; they  seek  to  aid  in  training  lead- 
ers of  children  through  classes  and  lab- 
oratory experiences. 

Special  assistance  is  given  to  state 
children's  work  committees  which  en- 
list 202  women  of  our  churches  for 
volunteer  leadership  in  their  own  areas. 
Fifteen  states  also  employ  state  direc- 
tors of  children's  work — full  or  part 
time. 

Teachers  of  children  are  constantly 
being  trained,  materials  are  being  im- 
proved, aid  is  given  to  churches  which 
ask  for  guidance  in  planning  for  more 
adequate    space     and    equipment     for 


children's  departments,  and  materials 
are  provided  to  help  in  making  our 
church  homes  more  Christian.  All 
across  our  land  the  churches  are  shar- 
ing in  this  vital  work  through  their 
Thanksgiving  offering  which  provides 
a  great  share  of  the  financial  support. 

In  our  Sunday  church  schools,  vaca- 
tion schools,  and  summer  camps  and 
conferences,  children  are: 

— Learning  where  to  find  verses  in  the 
Bible,  and  how  to  apply  Bible  teach- 
ings to  everyday  Hving; 

— Memorizing  the  words  of  those 
verses,  and  setting  patterns  of  Chris- 
tian living  in  simple  demonstrations  of 
love  and  sharing. 

They  are  led  to  have  a  better  under- 
standing of  the  people  in  all  parts  of 
the  world,  and  learn  ways  of  getting 
along  with  others  at  home,  at  school 
and  on  the  playground.

Work  projects,  Bible  study,  generous 
giving  for  youth  around  the  world,  na- 
tion-wide planning  for  Christian  ac- 
tion— these  all  add  up  to  a  well-defined 
program  of  religious  education  and 
and  Christian  action  for  the  youth  of 
churches  of  Disciples  of  Christ  in  the 
United  States  and  Canada. 

The  national  department  of  religious 
education  in  The  United  Christian 
Missionary  Society,  state  and  area  di- 
rectors of  religious  education,  student 
workers  on  college  and  university 
campuses,  church  school  teachers,  vol- 
unteer workers,  youth  leaders — give 
guidance  to  a  host  of  2  50,000  young 
men  and  women  of  our  churches  each 
year. 

Support  for  this  important  work  is 
given  by  the  churches  in  their  regular 
Thanksgiving  offering.  The  young 
people  themselves  help  to  support  their 
conferences  and  youth  meets  through 
the  purchase  of  Character  Bonds  which 
also  subsidize  conferences  for  youth  in 
Mexico,  India  and  other  countries.

People 

christian  men  and  women  are  the 
busiest  people  in  the  world. 

In  the  Christian  Churches  of  the 
United  States  and  Canada,  almost 
8,000  adults  serve  as  superintendents 
of  church  schools  and  directors  of  re- 
ligious education.  Teachers  are  esti- 
mated at  from  four  to  six  times  that 
number. 

Adults  counsel  with  and  direct 
youth  groups,  serve  on  church  com- 
mittees, do  church  calling,  conduct  re- 
ligious censuses,  take  an  active  part  in 
civic  organizations  for  Christian  social 
action,  give  leadership  to  church-cen- 
tered projects  for  community  better- 
ment. 

The  summer  program  of  camps  and 
conferences  requires  the  leadership  of 
some  2,500  adult  counselors  and 
teachers  each  year. 

To  serve  most  effectively  in  these 
various  places,  men  and  women  need 
program  and  study  materials,  they 
seek  opportunities  for  training,  they 
must  have  information.  They  look  to 
the  department  of  religious  education 
of  The  United  Christian  Missionary 
Society  for  materials,  counsel,  and 
leadership  training. 


Family  camps  and  adult  conferences 
are  conducted;  they  reach  more  than 
2,500  leaders  each  year.  Laboratory 
training  experiences  are  offered  for 
teachers  of  children.  Materials  are  made 
available  for  parent  education,  church 
school  enlargement  programs,  Chris- 
tian social  action  projects,  etc. 

As  the  churches  make  their  Thanks- 
giving offerings  year  by  year,  to  help 
support  the  work  of  religious  educa- 
tion, they  are  undergirding  the  whole 
program  and  strengthening  the  witness 
of  Christian  men  and  women. 

Questions  In  Japan

At  Work  In  The  Mountains 


The  missionary  work  in  the  Apayao 
district  of  the  PhiUppines  will  be  sup- 
plemented this  year  by  the  appoint- 
ment of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lynn  Keyes,  who 
sailed  in  September  for  that  field.  The 
territory  to  which  they  go  is  high  up 
in  the  mountains  around  Kabugao,  in 
northern  Luzon.  To  reach  it,  mission- 
aries travel  by  car  or  jeep  along  sheer 
cliffs — often  on  a  one-way  road — 
and  cover  the  last  miles  up  the  rivers 
by  boat. 

The  Keyes  will  teach  in  the  Mission 
high  school  and  work  particularly  in 
the  agricultural  field.  The  Apayao 
Christian  Academy  was  opened  in  July, 
1948,  to  serve  a  formerly  isolated  re- 
gion. Regular  high  school  courses  are 
offered,  also  Bible,  sewing,  cooking, 
carpentry,  gardening  and  animal  hus- 
bandry. 

The  new  workers  are  well-equipped 
to  serve  here.  Mr.  Keyes,  from  a  rural 
background,  is  a  graduate  of  Cornell 
University  in  agricultural  economics. 
Both  he  and  Mrs.  Keyes  attended  the 
Kennedy  School  of  Missions  and  the 
College  of  the  Bible,  Lexington,  Ky. 
Both  have  had  practical  experience  in 
U.  S.  Extension  work.  Mrs.  Keyes  will 
serve  particularly  in  home  and  family 
life  education. 


The  Keyes  took  a  variety  of  equip- 
ment to  use  in  developing  this  terri- 
tory, including:  an  electrical  generator 
and  wiring  for  Kabugao  and  Lagangil- 
ang  schools;  a  supply  of  cans  and  can- 
ning equipment  for  demonstration  to 
encourage  conservation  of  the  meat 
supply;  and  an  outboard  motor  to  nav- 
igate the  swift  mountain  rivers. 

This  is  an  especially  fertile  field  for 
evangelism;  the  young  people  are  eager 
for  education  and  present  an  unusual 
opportunity  for  service. 

Ministry  To  The  Churches 

The  7,761  superintendents  and  di- 
rectors of  religious  education  in  our 
churches  look  to  the  department  of 
religious  education  of  the  United  So- 
ciety for  assistance. 

They  seek  aid  in  matters  of  church 
school  administration,  the  training  of 
teachers,  and  program  building  for  the 
Christian  education  of  children,  youth 
and  adults. 

To  render  such  service,  the  depart- 
ment helps  to  maintain  a  staff  of  50 
state  and  area  directors  of  religious  ed- 
ucation, and  many  who  give  special 
help  in  children's  and  youth  work. 
More  than  200  members  of  state  com- 
mittees of  Christian  education  also 
give  their  time  voluntarily.

.ikkV^^S  en.  They  employ 
pastors  and  teachers  in  isolated  places 
of  the  country.  They  have  an  interest 
in  churches  which  they  have  estab- 
lished in  pioneer  areas.  Their  repre- 
sentatives in  Ht  countries  preach  and 
teach  the  Gospel  of  Christ. 

Women  of  the  Christian  Churches 
took  the  first  step  in  this  business  when 
they  began  to  see  that  the  men  should 
not  shoulder  the  whole  responsibility 
of  the  commission  of  Christ.  Their 
eyes  were  opened  to  the  needs  of  men 
and  women,  boys  and  girls.  Since  1874 
it  has  been  their  business  to  seek  out 
areas  of  greatest  need,  and  to  minister 
in  the  name  of  Christ. 

Christian  Women's  Fellowship,  just 
a  year  old,  is  the  outgrowth  of  the  ex- 
panding work.  Every  woman  of  the 
church  can  claim  membership.  If  she  is 
a  ten-talent  or  a  one-talent  person, 
there  is  a  service  she  can  render  in  the 
world-wide  fellowship  that  extends  to 
every  land  where  our  churches  are 
found. 

Christian  women  have  surprised 
even  themselves  in  their  gifts  for  the 
world  work.  Growing  gradually,  and 
very  slowly  during  some  difficult  years, 
the  offerings  of  missionary  organiza- 
tions in  the  churches  have  reached  an 


annual  total  of  over  one  million  dol- 
lars for  the  last  two  years. 

That  gift  in  itself  is  an  expression  of 
the  devotion  of  women  to  Christ, 
When  put  to  work  in  the  support  of 
missionaries,  workers  in  religious  edu- 
cation, evangelists,  teachers,  doctors 
and  nurses,  the  gift  is  translated  into 
the  work  of  His  church. 

Two  Girls  Of  India 

Two  little  girls  came  to  the  eye 
clinic  at  the  Christian  Hospital,  Mun- 
geli,  reports  Mrs.  Victor  Rambo  of 
the  Disciples  of  Christ  India  Mission. 

Sumathi  was  plump  and  dimpled. 
Sahudra  was  thin  and  timid.  Sumathi's 
dress  was  a  pretty  cotton  plaid.  Sahudra 
wore  only  a  piece  of  coarse  cloth  about 
her  hips.  Sumathi's  parents  were  rich 
and  cultured.  Sahudra  lived  in  a  mud 
hut  in  a  small  village;  no  one  in  her 
family  could  read. 

Both  were  brought  to  the  hospital  by 
anxious  parents  for  eye  surgery.  They 
received  the  same  skillful  treatment 
for  the  doctor  could  see  no  real  diff- 
erences in  these  six-year-old  girls. 

When  they  went  home  with  im- 
proved vision,  both  they  and  their  par- 
ents had  learned  something  of  the  true 
meaning  of  Christianity.

Religious  Education  Keeps  Pace 


To  the  women  of  our  churches  goes 
the  credit  for  pioneering  in  Bible 
Chairs  for  the  Christian  education  of 
university  students.  In  the  days  when 
students  were  entering  state-supported 
schools  by  the  thousands,  our  Christian 
Woman's  Board  of  Missions  became 
concerned  that  their  religious  educa- 
tion might  not  keep  pace  with  the  sec- 
ular. 

It  was  1893  that  the  first  Bible 
Chair  was  established  at  the  University 
of  Michigan,  Ann  Arbor;  others  fol- 
lowed quickly.  Four  have  continued 
through  the  years,  with  constantly  in- 
creasing attendance:  University  of 
Michigan,  University  of  Kansas,  Uni- 
versity of  Virginia,  and  University  of 
Texas. 

These  four  schools  enroll  a  total  of 


45,632  students  with  1,32  5  from 
Christian  Church  homes. 

The  work  of  the  Bible  Chairs  is  now 
accredited.  Last  year,  for  instance,  at 
the  University  of  Kansas  590  students 
received  credit  for  Bible  study.  In  five 
years  the  University  of  Texas  has  en- 
rolled 7^(>. 

Courses  offered  include  The  Life  and 
Teachings  of  Jesus,  The  Religion  of 
the  Old  Testament,  Introduction  to 
the  New  Testament,  Religious  Teach- 
ings on  Marriage  and  the  Family,  etc. 

The  Bible  Chairs  are  now  main- 
tained under  the  auspices  of  the  De- 
partment of  Religious  Education  of  the 
United  Society.  The  directors  are: 
Harold  G.  Barr,  Lawrence,  Kansas;  H. 
L.  Pickerill,  Ann  Arbor,  Mich.;  Paul 
Wessenick,  Austin,  Texas;  and  S.  Ver- 
non McCasland,  Charlottesville,  Va. 


After  Thirty  Years

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Elmer  Boyer  are  on 
furlough  this  year,  the  30  th  anniver- 
sary of  their  service  in  the  Congo  Mis- 
sion. 

The  intervening  years  have  been 
spent  in  teaching  and  preaching,  first 
at  Bolenge,  then  farther  inland  at 
Mondombe,  and  finally  in  the  rela- 
tively primitive  area  of  Wema. 

These  sincere  Christians  met  while 
both  were  students  at  Eugene  Bible 
University,  from  which  he  graduated, 
in  addition  to  finishing  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Oregon  and  the  former  College 
of  Missions,  Indianapolis. 


Both  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Boyer  have  rural 
backgrounds  and  were  especially 
pleased  to  go  into  the  virgin  territory 
of  Belgian  Congo,  since  the  forests  of 
Africa  were  reminders  of  those  in  their 
native  states. 

The  Boyers  are  very  capable  teachers 
and  their  work  has  been  largely  with 
the  boys  in  the  boarding  schools, 
whose  devotion  they  have  earned  be- 
cause of  their  diligence  and  interest  in 
these  "children  of  the  forest."  Primi- 
tive conditions  have  been  accepted  as 
a  challenge  rather  than  a  hindrance. 

Not  content  to  stay  on  the  mission 
compound,  however,  this  energetic 
couple  loved  to  go  on  itinerating  trips 
into  the  interior  whenever  time  could 
be  spared  from  the  station  work.  Much 
of  their  time  has  been  spent  in  super- 
vising the  native  teachers  and  evange- 
lists in  the  out-station  churches  and 
schools.

Rarely  do  things  of  great  importance  find  place  in  our  newspapers,  be- 
cause those  of  greatest  importance  are  spiritual.  These  are  known  througl. 
results.     Wars,  famines,  taxes,  crime  and  punishments;  production,  busines.s,

^ '    there  is  fear  and  insecurity  everywhere.

How  long  will  we  give  the  odds  and  ends,  and  minimum  hospitality  of  our 

:  ;  time,  our  interest  and  our  money  to  that  which  alone  can  give  meaning  tc 
our  world?  May  we  pray  this  Christmas  that  more  and  more  those,  belong- 
ing to  Christ,  will  heed  the  angels  song  and  follow  the  star  which  reveals 
divine  wisdom.

A  Plus  Service 

The  lack  of  printed  materials  in 
Spanish  is  a  real  handicap  to  the  reli- 
gious education  program  of  our  Puerto 
Rico  Mission.  A  union  press  for  Protes- 
tant missions  does  provide  a  minimum 
of  help,  especially  for  pastors.  For  the 
hundreds  of  children  in  our  Sunday 
schools  there  are  no  such  attractive 
story  papers  as  those  provided  for 
schools  in  the  States.  There  are  no  pub- 
lic libraries,  shelves  piled  high  with 
books  and  magazines. 

The  pitifully  small  stock  of  mate- 
rials on  the  shelves  of  our  mission 
library  at  McLean  Conference  Grounds 
are  read  over  and  over.  In  this  rural 
community  there  are  one  hundred 
readers — children,  youth  and  adults. 
The  library  is  like  an  oasis  in  a  barren 
land. 

With  halfday  school  for  most  chil- 
dren, no  planned  recreation,  and  no 
place  to  play  at  home,  the  church  in 
Puerto  Rico  has  a  responsibility  for 
recreation  and  entertainment,  as  well 
as  character-building. 


The  Spirit  of  S.  C.  I. 

There  is  nothing  new  or  strange 
about  the  program  at  Southern  Chris- 
tian Institute,  Edwards,  Mississippi. 
Such  is  the  experience  of  Walter  W. 
Haskell,  who  joined  the  staff  this  yeat 
after  more  than  thirty  years  with  our 
China  Mission. 

Mr.  Haskell  found  5  50  Negro  stu- 
dents, from  many  states,  joined  with 
the  faculty  in  Sunday  services  which 
made  a  deep  impression  on  him.  Most 
students  are  church  members  when 
they  come  and  practically  all  unite 
with  the  Campus  Church  for  the  per- 
iod they  are  in  school.  Twenty-four 
new  members  were  added  at  the  open- 
ing service  this  year,  one  by  baptism. 
Three  of  the  new  students  are  from 
Jamaica. 

A  fine  spiritual  atmosphere  pervades 
the  graded  church  school  and  the  wor- 
ship service  which  follows.  President 
John  Long  serves  as  pastor.  Students 
and  faculty  members  serve  on  the 
church  board  and  on  committees.

Beginning  Again 


Many  families  of  German  origin, 
expelled  from  their  homes  in  adjoin- 
ing countries  in  the  change  of  gov- 
ernments following  the  war,  have 
lived  through  these  years  as  refugees 
in  camps  of  Germany  and  Austria. 

Because  of  the  seriousness  of  their 
situation,  a  law  passed  by  our  Con- 
gress makes  it  possible  for  them  now 
to  look  to  America  for  new  oppor- 
tunity. 

Volunteer  agencies  of  the  Church 
are  arranging  for  the  re-settlement  in 
the  United  States  of  all  who  are  al- 
lowed entrance.  Our  own  brother- 
hood has  agreed  to  find  homes  for 
100  families  through  the  department 
of  social  welfare  of  the  United  So- 
ciety. 

Almost  as  soon  as  word  went  out 
concerning  the  need,  letters  came  of- 
fering homes  and  employment.  Some 
are  already  in  their  new  homes  and 
sponsors  are  pleased  with  their  alert- 
ness and  the  spirit  of  cooperation 
shown  in  new  and  sometimes  baffling 
situations. 

Others  are  coming  each  week. 
These  are  farmers,  for  the  most  part, 
and  the  majority  have  small  children. 


All  are  Protestants.  They  speak  Ger- 
man and  a  very  little  English. 

Anyone  wishing  to  sponsor  such 
a  family  can  secure  further  informa- 
tion from  the  Department  of  Social 
Welfare  of  the  United  Society,  with 
names,  case  histories  and  photo- 
graphs. Such  a  gesture  of  Christian 
concern  follows  the  example  of  Christ 
in  his  concern  for  all  peoples. 


Evangelism  Bears  Fruit 

Months  of  tent  meetings  proved  a 
successful  means  of  evangelism  in 
Villa  Platte,  Louisiana,  among  French- 
speaking  people.  The  meetings,  held 
last  summer  by  John  Newman  of  the 
French  Mission  in  a  tent  supplied  by 
the  Home  Missions  Division  of  The 
United  Christian  Missionary  Society, 
have  resulted  in  the  organization  of 
a  new  church. 

Villa  Platte,  in  southern  Louisiana, 
is  one  of  the  few  towns  in  which  the 
French  language  is  still  predominant. 
This  is  the  first  and  only  Protestant 
church  in  a  population  of  4000.  Mr. 
Dolsey  Fontenot  is  the  pastor.  As- 
sistance in  support  of  the  work  is 
given  through  the  United  Society.

Needed 

Dr.  and  Mrs.  E.  B.  Pearson  of  the 
Congo  Mission  arrived  in  the  States 
on  November  11.  They  will  retire  after 
20  years  service,  interrupted  by  14 
years  at  home  for  the  education  of 
their  children. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Church  H.  Smiley  of 
the  Indian  Mission  find  it  impossible 
to  return  to  the  field  because  of  health 
reasons.  They  have  taken  the  pastorate 
of  a  church  in  Houston,  Texas.  The 
Smileys  served  thirty  years  in  India. 

These  missionaries  must  be  replaced. 
Others  will  be  retiring  this  year,  also, 
because  of  health  or  age.  It  is  estimated 
that  in  ten  years  77  missionaries  will 
be  needed  for  replacements  in  addition 
to  at  least  163  new  workers  for  the 
expanding  Christian  program.  ^

The  nucleus  for  a  thriving  con- 
gregation in  the  industrial  section  of 
the  city  was  a  Christian  family  which 
opened  its  home  for  prayer  meetings. 
Fourteen  persons  were  baptized  on 
October  14. 

The  new  church  is  sturdily  built,  of 
brick,  plastered  on  the  outside  as  is  the 
custom  of  the  city.  Room  has  been 
made  in  the  basement  for  educational 
purposes.  Back  of  the  church  an  am- 
phitheater is  planned  for  outdoor  serv- 
ices, and  a  basketball  court.  At  one 
side  is  a  small  parsonage. 

This  work  at  Barrio  Colon  was  or- 
ganized by  Miss  Agnes  Fishbach  who 
had  served  several  years  with  the  Mis- 
sion. After  her  marriage  in  November, 
the  direction  of  the  work,  including 
young  people's  clubs,  Bible  classes,  etc., 
was  taken  over  by  Miss  Ruth  Knowl- 
ton.

At  least  15,000  of  the  young  peo- 
ple of  our  churches  will  have  part  in 
week-end  Youth  Meets  in  about  180 
centers  by  the  end  of  March.  Charles 
C.  Mills,  national  director  of  mission- 
ary activities  of  youth  for  the  United 
Society,  reports  that  last  year  those  at- 
tending the  Youth  Meets  represented 
1600  of  our  churches.

"Report  From  Mexico'' 

Under  this  title  The  United  Chris- 
tian Missionary  Society  presents  a  new 
\6  mm  sound  motion  picture  showing 
the  overall  work  of  Protestant  Missions 
in  Mexico.  It  was  produced  in  coopera- 
tion with  mission  boards  of  the  Meth- 
odist, Congregational  Christian  and 
American  Baptist  Churches. 

Four  major  areas  of  mission  work 
are  shown,  including  the  Union  Theo- 
logical Seminary  in  Mexico  City  in 
which  our  churches  cooperate  for  the 
training  of  Christian  workers. 

Another  of  the  areas  of  service 
shown  is  that  of  our  new  rural  insti- 
tute at  Pabellon  which  provides  educa- 
tion and  training  in  agriculture  for 
boys  who  will  serve  as  pastors  or  lay- 
men in  rural  churches.  Three  of  our 
missionaries  are  shown  in  the  picture 
of  the  work  but  are  not  identified  by 
their  own  names  in  the  dialogue.  They 
will  be  recognized  as  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Paul 
Kepple  and  Mr.  Byron  Spice. 

"Report  From  Mexico"  shows  the 
successful  and  effective  work  now  be- 
ing done  by  Evangelical  missions,  and 
the  opportunities  for  wider  service 
still  unmet  in  this  neighboring  coun- 
try. 


The  purpose  of  these  two-day  meet- 
ings is  to  introduce  the  mission  study 
of  the  year  and  the  materials  which 
have  been  prepared.  They  are  a  part 
of  the  total  youth  program  for  the 
brotherhood,  planned  and  executed  by 
the  young  people.  Mission  study  is  a 
major  emphasis  of  their  program. 

With  Christ  We  Build  Anew  is  the 
theme  chosen  by  the  young  people  for 
this  year.  They  have  set  a  goal  of  $52,- 
000  for  missionary  giving,  to  sup- 
port work  in  the  United  States  and  in 
Latin  American  mission  fields.

Problems  In  Congo 


"The  African  with  his  many  per- 
sonal problems  continues  to  look  to 
the  missionary  to  show  him  the 
abundant  life/*  writes  Mrs.  A.  Louis 
Harris,  missionary  to  Bolenge,  Belgian 
Congo.  Mrs.  Harris  and  her  husband 
do  evangelistic  work  for  Disciples  of 
Christ. 

The  Mission  is  penetrating  into 
many  remote  areas,  and  the  gospel 
means  change  in  the  way  of  life.  Com- 
mercial companies  are  employing 
thousands  of  men.  Wages  are  from  10 
to  300  per  cent  higher  than  five  years 
ago.  The  state  has  built  a  network  of 
roads  throughout  the  area. 

Men  are  not  content  to  live  as  did 
their  fathers,  and  question  ancient  be- 
liefs and  practices.  They  are  beginning 
to  become  aware  of  the  need  for  edu- 
cation. This  means,  among  other 
things,  that  our  printing  press  at  Bo- 
lenge turns  out  millions  of  pages  each 
year  yet  never  catches  up  with  the  de-

The  work  of 
evangelism  is  car- 
ried on  in  a  thous- 
and villages  out- 
side our  stations.

The  Mission  furnishes  the  skilled  labor 
for  making  the  doors  and  window 
frames  and  laying  the  brick." 

Truly,  the  need  for  more 
aries  in  Congo  is  imperative 
the  way  to  the  abundant  life.

Young  people  of  the  Christian 
Churches  in  Argentina  are  giving  their 
lives  in  full  time  Christian  service  as 
they  are  challenged  in  youth  meetings, 
summer  conferences,  and  in  conference 
with  missionaries  and  church  leaders. 
This  is  a  vital  part  of  the  develop- 
ment of  the  Mission  in  Argentina. 

Training  for  service  is  given  in 
Union  Theological  Seminary  in  Buenos 
Aires,  in  which  Disciples  cooperate 
with  Methodists,  Presbyterians  and 
Waldensians.  Our  Mission  provides  one 
or  more  staff  members  each  year. 

The  school  has  an  enrollment  of  63 
this  year  —  the  largest  in  its  history  — 
with  47  young  men  and  women  living 
in  the  dormitories.  Another  16  live  at 
home  in  or  near  the  city.  As  a  regular 
part  of  the  curriculum  of  the  Semi- 
nary, six  students  are  spending  one 
year  at  work  in  the  churches. 

Since  Union  Seminary  receives  stu- 
dents from  every  Spanish-speaking 
country  of  South  America,  its  gradu- 
ates are  to  be  found  wherever  the 
churches  are  serving  in  city  and  rural 
places. 

Disciples  have  five  students  in  the 
school  this  year,  two  of  them  from  our 
church  in  Asuncion,  Paraguay.  One 
of  our  students  is  among  the  six  doing 
practical  work  this  year.  Sr.  Angel 
Peiro  is  in  charge  of  the  construction 


of  our  new  church  in  Resistencia,  in 
the  northern  part  of  Argentina. 

Union  Seminary  has  contributed  to 
the  training  of  all  our  pastors  in  this 
field.

Has  it  occurred  to  you  to  ask  that 
question?  Every  year  I  must  ask  myself  the  same  question  in  relation  to  many 
things.  Can  I  afford  to  buy  the  books  I  want?  Can  I  afford  to  belong  to  the  or- 
ganizations that  I  feel  are  required?  Can  I  afford  to  take  tha  trip  that  I  need  to 
take? 

When  facing  these  questions  I  always  find  myself  required  to  weigh  and 
measure  values.  A  ne  wset  of  questions  arise  to  balance  the  foregoing:  Can  I 
afford  not  to  buy  the  books?  Can  I  afford  not  to  belong  to  those  organizations? 
Can  I  afford  not  to  take  that  trip?  All  of  life  is  relative.  A  decision  to  refuse  to 
buy  a  book  or  take  a  trip  or  belong  to  an  organization  is  just  as  significant  as  to 
decide  the  other  way.  "We  do  not  avoid  responsibility  by  deciding  in  the  negative. 
We  have  a  way,  however,  of  deceiving  ourselves  in  these  matters.  We  get  our 
names  on  church  rolls  but  do  not  take  responsibility  for  the  vitality  of  the  church's 
ministry.  We  buy  a  book  but  we  do  not  read  it.  We  allow  ourselves  to  become 
non-active  members  of  the  organization.  We  postpone  the  trip.  In  such  a  way  we 
refuse  to  vote  against  our  better  judgment,  (our  consciences  probably  would  not 
tolerate  such  honesty)  But  we  are  just  as  responsible  for  the  results  of  our  nega- 
tive participation  as  we  would  be  if  we  had  honestly  refused  to  act  responsibly.

Evangelism  In  The 
Philippines 

Evangelism  in  the  Philippines  does 
not  wait  on  buildings.  By  the  time 
timbers  are  cut  for  a  chapel,  and  the 
roof  is  on,  the  building  is  in  use. 

In  the  high  mountain  country  of 
the  northern  part  of  Luzon  Island  our 
missionaries  have  found  a  fruitful  field 
for  evangelism.  Almost  inaccessible 
from  the  lowland  regions,  where  our 
older  churches  are,  a  strong  program 
of  preaching  and  education  has  been 
developed  since  1948.  The  chapel  at 
Kabugao  was  not  finished  when  the 
picture  below  was  taken,  yet  this  con- 
gregation was  already  reaching  out  to 
nearby  villages  with  the  gospel.  Oseas 
Martin  is  the  pastor. 

By  1950,  twenty-eight  young  men 
and  women  from  the  mountain  prov- 
inces of  Abra  and  Apayao  were  study- 
ing to  be  lay  preachers  and  Bible  wom- 
en. The  enthusiasm  and  the  keen  in- 
terest of  the  young  people  is  the 
itrength  of  the  church. 


Congo  is  Changing 

"Congo  is  changing  in  many  ways," 
writes  Miss  Hattie  Mitchell  who  has 
served  as  missionary  in  Congo  for  Dis- 
ciples of  Christ  since  1922,  and  for  the 
last  several  years  at  Mondombe. 

"Increased  church  work,  more  and 
better  schools,  more  doctors  and  bet- 
ter roads  are  making  a  difference.  .  .  . 

"Our  church  work  this  year  has 
been  more  encouraging  than  last  year. 
The  offerings  have  increased  and  hun- 
dreds have  been  baptized.  We  are  fortu- 
nate in  our  pastor,  Ntange  Timothy, 
who  carries  a  heavy  load  and  is  re- 
spected by  all.

Alcohol's  Fatal  Delusion 

It  is  an  established  law  that  because  of  its  chemical  action  on  the  body  and 
brain,  beverage  alcohol  reduces  an  individual's  efficiency.  The  man  who  claims 
he  can  do  better  work  after  a  couple  of  drinks  is  laboring  under  a  definite  delu- 
sion. By  means  of  reliable,  scientific  tests,  the  time  required  for  a  man  to  remove 
his  foot  from  the  accelerator  of  an  automobile  and  apply  it  to  the  brake  when  the 
traffic  light  changes  from  green  to  red,  has  been  measured.  On  the  overage  it 
takes  two-tenths  of  a  second  when  he  is  sober,  three-tenths  of  a  second  when  he 
has  imbibed  two  cocktails.  Tests  conducted  with  special  apparatus  designed  for 
the  purpose,  indicate  that  after  a  couple  of  drinks,  an  experienced  driver  whose 
car  is  moving  at  30  miles  per  hour  travels  from  four  to  eight  feet  further,  before 
he  can  start  to  apply  brake  pressure,  than  he  does  when  he  hasn't  been  drinking. 
Acuteness  of  vision,  hand-eye  co-ordination,  and  judgment  of  distance  and  speed 
are  impaired  to  a  considerable  extent  by  even  a  moderate  indulgence  in  alcoholic 
beverages.

It  enables  the  church  to  draw  up  a  budget  which 
will  meet  its  obligations,  and  to  make  a  single  canvass  to  meet  this 
budget,  instead  of  making  repeated  and  ineffectual  special  appeals.  Incidentally, 
it  teaches  the  practical  and  moral  neccessity  of  a  family's  having  its  own  budget 
just  as  a  business  has.  It  is  not  right  to  live  habitually  beyond  one's  income. 
Without  a  budget  one  never  knows  where  he  will  come  out.  One  item  on  the 
budget,  in  the  form  of  a  percentage  of  income,  should  be  church  support,  missions 
and  benevolences.  Some  people  imagine  that  they  give  just  as  much  when  they 
make  occasional  gifts  as  they  do  when  they  pledge.  There  may  be  a  few  v/ho 
actually  do  give  as  much  as  if  they  had  pledged.  If  so,  it  is  likely  that  they 
have  made  a  mental  pledge.     If  a  mental  pledge,  why  not  a  written  one?

More  than  90  percent  of- them"  answered,  "No."  They 
differed  rather  sharply  on  other  phases  of  the  alcohol  question — much  too  sharply 
for  comfort  to  the  total  abstainer — but  they  did  agree  that  drinking,  at  least  in 
contemporary  life,  is  a  social  concern  and  not  purely  a  personal  affair.

REPORT  FROM  GERMANY 


Ted  Jones,  former  national  secre- 
tary of  the  DSF,  reports  from  Ger- 
many where  he  is  working  under  the 
World  Council  of  Churches.  His 
work  is  made  possible  by  funds  from 
**Week  of  Compassion"  offerings. 

Mr.  Jones  arrived  in  Oldenburg  on 
August  14.  His  colleagues  are  Heinz 
Kloppenburg,  "one  of  the  most  in- 
formed and  active  men  in  Germany/' 
and  Halvor  Graabaek,  rural  pastor 
from  Denmark. 

He  soon  found  that  the  full  shop 
windows,  generous  meals,  new  cars 
and  well-dressed  people  were  only  a 
facade.  On  the  outskirts  of  the  cities 
were  DP  and  refugee  camps — with 
several    families    crowded    into    one 


room  —  unemployment  offices  with 
long  lines  of  people. 

A  week  spent  at  Burhave  with  32 
German  men  proved  extremely  re- 
vealing. AH  had  been  prisoners  of 
war,  and  27  were  without  a  job.  The 
general  theme  of  the  week  was, 
"Come  what  may,  we  are  still  broth 
ers." 

Mr.  Jones  says,  "It  doesn't  take  very 
long  in  Germany  to  realize  that 
when  you  meet  .  .  .  any  person  .  .  . 
that  suffered  under  the  Nazis,  who  is 
working  to  rebuild  the  bridge  of 
Christian  understanding  between  his 
country  and  Germany,  he  is  a  person 
who  really  understands  what  the 
word  'forgiveness'  means." 


A  CRUSADE  CHURCH 


It  takes  more  than  brick  and  mor- 
tar to  build  a  church,  and  usually  it 
takes  more  than  the  faith  and  cour- 
age of  the  members.  Three  out  of 
four  churches  in  our  brotherhood 
have  had  some  financial  help  from 
state  or  national  boards  at  some  time. 

One  of  the  aims  of  A  Crusade  for 
a    Christian   World  was   to   provide 


funds  to  assist  new  congregations 
through  the  home  missions  division 
of  the  United  Society.  Many 
churches  have  already  been  aided  by 
small  grants. 

At  the  growing 
county  seat  town  of 
Brunswick,  Georgia, 
stands  a  small  new 
church.  Never  before 
has  there  been  a  Chris- 
tian Church  in  this 
town.  Aid  has  been 
given  by  the  state  mis- 
sionary society,  and 
Crusade  funds  received 
by  the  United  Society 
are  helping  to  support 
a  full  time  ministry  and 
an  effective  program  of 
service. 

The  town  of  Bruns 
wick  has  a  large  fed- 
eral housing  project.  It 
is  on  well  -  traveled 
highways  along  the  sea 
coast.  The  ministry  is 
to  tourists  as  well  as 
the  people  of  the  town.

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ON  TO  PENTECOST 
BE  LOYAL 

The  Christian  Church  has  reached  its  strength  because  most  of  its  members 
are  loyal.  On  the  other  hand  the  utter  indifference  to  the  -work  and  purpose  of 
the  church  on  the  part  of  some  nominal  Christians  has  caused  "blind  spots"  with- 
in the  fellowship.  The  history  of  the  early  Church  has  a  record  of  Saints  and 
Martyrs  who  were  loyal  to  death.  Even  in  those  days  a  few  could  not  stand 
the  pressure. 

Demas  of  the  early  Church  is  an  intriguing  character.  He  started  well  as  a 
companion  of  Paul.  He  joined  Paul  in  two  letters  to  the  Churches.  Later  iie 
turned  up  in  Christian  Circles  in  Asia.  But  if  he  is  remembered  for  anything  it 
is  for  being  a  quitter.  He  couldn't  take  it.  Perhaps  he  thought  the  people 
weren't  high  class  enough.  He  was  not  really  loyal  to  the  Lord.  Paul  writing  to 
Timothy,  "Demas  has  deserted  me." 

The  church  has  suffered  because  of  quitters  in  its  fellowship.  People  who 
started  out  like  Paul  and  ended  like  Demas.  Demas  is  not  dead.  In  the  United 
States  only  about  32%  ore  faithful  in  church  attendance. 

Christian  loyalty  means  an  honest  attempt  to  live  a  moral  life.  The  news- 
papers are  full  of  crime  and  disloyalty.     Demas  is  not  dead. 

Loyalty  means  each  members  has  a  financial  responsibility.  Churches  labor 
to  meet  their  budgets.  The  Demas  spirit  operates  and  people  do  not  carry  through 
their  obligations.  Loyal  people  have  made  the  Church  vital  in  the  life  of  the 
world.     Being  loyal  makes  your  Church  significant.

Jamaica  Church  Convention 


The  72  nd  annual  convention  of  our 
Jamaica  Mission  was  held  in  Torring- 
toft  Christian  Church  in  a  suburb  of 
Kingston,  February  25-27.  It  was  re- 
ported by  James  Sugioka  of  the  United 
Society  who  is  in  Jamaica  to  assist  in 
the  rebuilding  of  churches  destroyed  in 
the  hurricane  of  last  August. 

Mr.  Sugioka  wrote  with  deep  ap- 
preciation of  the  faith  and  consecra- 
tion of  the  5S  registered  delegates. 
Many  of  them  walked  miles  down  a 
hillside  to  where  they  could  catch  a 
bus  from  Kingston  or  obtain  a  ride 
with  others.  They  represented  25  of 
our  33  churches. 

Evening  attendance  at  convention 
sessions  averaged  from  450  to  500,  as 
members  came  from  the  three  large 
churches  in  the  Kingston  area. 

Highlights  of  the  convention  were 
a  baptismal  service  for  eight  candi- 
dates, and  a  dedication  service  for  three 
young  men  who  will  give  their  lives 
to  the  ministry. 

The  churches  of  Jamaica  are  greatly 
encouraged  in  their  reconstruction 
problem     by     the     splendid    offerings 


which  have  been  made  by  American 
churches  to  aid  in  the  cost  of  materials. 
A  total  of  $88,334  had  been  received 
on  March  10  on  the  anticipated  cost 
of  $150,000  for  replacing  eight  build- 
ings damaged  beyond  repair,  and  ex- 
tensive repairs  to  six  others.

Home  From  China 

Dr.  and  Mrs.  O.  J.  Coulter  arrived 
in  the  United  States  in  January  after 
several  months  spent  with  relatives  in 
Australia,  en  route  home  from  China. 

The  Coulters,  the  last  Disciple  mis- 
sionaries to  leave  China,  had  the  un- 
usual experience  of  living  for  two 
and  a  half  years  under  the  Communist 
regime. 

The  first  20  years  of  their  service 
was  given  at  Hofei,  west  of  Nanking, 
where  Dr.  Coulter  carried  on  a  rural 
reconstruction  program  and  training 
for  farmer-teacher-preachers. 

During  the  second  World  War,  Mrs. 
Coulter  was  at  home  with  her  chil- 
dren, while  her  husband  remained  there 
and  was  interned  after  Pearl  Harbor 
until  the  end  of  the  war.  On  his  release, 
he  stayed  to  help  restore  mission  prop- 
erty before  taking  a  furlough. 

In  1947,  Dr.  Coulter  was  appointed 
field  director  for  the  Rural  Service 
Union,  a  new  interdenominational  pro-

gram,  and  was  stationed  at  Chuhsien 
until  the  Korean  war.  Mrs.  Coulter 
taught  music  and  home-making  to 
young   Christians. 

Although  the  people  remained 
friendly,  government  officials  made  it 
dangerous  for  them  to  visit  the  Coul- 
ters. After  months  of  indignities,  the 
missionaries  had  to  leave  China. 

Dr.  Coulter  will  become  Professor 
of  Missions  in  the  College  of  the  Bible 
at  Phillips  University.

''Our  Ilocano  pastors  and  Bible 
women  believe  deeply  in  the  power  of 
prayer,'  writes  Mrs.  Norwood  Tye, 
missionary  to  the  Philippines.  "We  had 
this  demonstrated  to  us  recently  in  a 
very  convincing  way." 

When  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lynn  Keyes, 
(new  missionaries)  arrived,  the  Tyes 
set  out  with  them  to  their  assigned 
station  at  Kabugao.  It  was  a  long,  hard 
trip  into  the  Apyao  Mountain  terri- 
tory. The  Filipino  Christians  were 
gravely  concerned  that  they  were  go- 
ing through  the  so-called  Huk  area 
which  then  was  especially  aroused,  due 
to  the  coming  national  elections. 

However,  the  rainy  season  was  ap- 


proaching and  to  wait  until  it  was  past 
would  delay  them  four  or  five  months.

Mrs.  Tye  says,  "We  did  not  know 
until  we  returned  to  the  lowlands  that 
some  of  the  Bible  women  and  pastors 
who  had  bid  us  good  bye  in  the  morn- 
ing had  spent  a  large  part  of  the  day 
in  prayer  for  our  safety."

The  old  man  in  Victor  Hugo's  tale  who  rushed  into  the  Company  and  excited- 
ly proclaimed  that  he  had  seen  God  was  looked  upon  as  a  mild  lunatic.  Most  of 
us  ore  ready  to  admit  that  there  are  a  few  religious  seers  who  have  had  a  beauti- 
ful vision  of  the  Divine.  'But  we  dismiss  as  apparitions,  delusions  or  illusion,  any 
claim  that  ordinary  people  might  sense  the  presence  of  God.  Yet  Jesus  plainly 
tells  us,  "Blessed  ore  the  pure  in  heart,  for  they  shall  see  God."

But  the  world  of  nature  operates 
according  to  the  laws  of  truth.  Do  you  have  troubles  and  problems.  Then  purify 
your  own  heart,  if  you  do  God's  reality  will  open  before  you.

Opening  Doors  In-Service  Training 


More  and  more  women  are  attending 
the  regular  meetings  of  the  women's 
society  of  the  Church  of  Christ  in 
Asuncion,  Paraguay.  Attendance  in 
February,  1952,  was  26  although  no 
more  than  20  were  expected.  The  mem- 
bership of  the  church  is  about  50, 

Except  during  the  summer  months 
(December,  January,  February),  the 
women  meet  each  Thursday.  The  first 
meeting  of  the  month  is  for  mission 
study,  and  others  for  work  and  devo- 
tions. In  summer,  meetings  are  held 
once  a  month. 

It  is  not  easy  to  interest  adults  of 
Paraguay  in  the  message  and  activities 
of  the  evangelical  church.  Children 
love  the  Bible  stories.  Many  who  are 
not  allowed  to  attend  Sunday  School 
are  enrolled  in  Vacation  Church  School 
held  just  before  Christmas  each  year. 
When  children  come  to  Vacation 
Church  School  parents  are  invited  to 
one  session,  and  the  way  is  opened 
to  extend  an  invitation  to  church 
services. 

Every  opportunity  is  used  by  the 
church  to  reach  out  into  the  homes 
of  the  community  and  to  enlarge  the 
circle  of  Christian  fellowship. 


Colleges  and  seminaries,  state  rnis- 
sion  societies,  and  The  United  Chris- 
tian Missionary  Society  are  cooperating 
in  providing  in-service  training  to 
town  and  country  pastors. 

Some  schools  offer  summer  courses 
for  graduate  credit.  In  others  institutes 
of  ten  days  or  less  are  conducted  at 
various  seasons.  Four  of  our  own 
schools  announce  Rural  Church  Insti- 
tutes this  summer.  They  are:  Phillips 
University,  Enid,  Okla.,  June  9-13; 
Drake  University,  Des  Moines,  Iowa, 
July  8-10;  Eureka  College,  Eureka, 
III.,  July  22-24;  Butler  University, 
Indianapolis,  August  12-15. 

As  a  further  assistance,  the  depart- 
ment of  church  development  and 
evangelism  of  the  United  Society  is 
offering  scholarships  to  pastors  of 
Christian    Churchrs    who    apply. 

The  main  purposes  of  such  sessions 
are  to  help  ministers  become  acquaint- 
ed with  tested  methods  of  town  and 
country  work,  problems  of  modern 
country  life;  to  develop  a  fellowship 
among  ministers  in  town  and  country, 
and  agricultural  leaders. 


Churches  Can  Help 


The  unsettled  state  of  economic  life 
in  our  country  is  reflected  in  the  750,- 
000  rural  people  who  are  moving  into 
the  cities  each  year. 

Both  the  home  church  and  the  city 
church  have  a  definite  responsibility  to 
help  orient  the  new  citizen  into  a 
stable  church  relationship.  It  has  been 
found  that  in  his  inexperience  he  tends 
to  settle  in  the  less  desirable  neighbor- 
hoods. Here  he  is  drawn  into  unfavor- 
able companionships  which  eventually 
break  his  ties  to  the  church.  It  is 
especially  distressing  because  most  of 
these   people   are   between    18    and    24 


years  of  age,  and  more  girls  than 
boys. 

To  consolidate  the  ^ains  made  by 
evangelistic  programs,  churches  in 
both  town  and  country  must  carry  on 
a  vigorous  follow-up  service,  designed 
to  make  the  change  from  rural  to  ur- 
ban living  less  demoralizing  to  church 
members. 

This  problem  presents  a  challenge  to 
church  leaders  which  cannot  be  ig- 
nored. Church  programs  must  include 
a  plan  for  salvaging  this  segment  of 
our  population  which  has  been  allowed 
to  separate  itself  from  Christian  in- 
fluence.

SCHOOL  IS  FUN! 


Going  to  school  in  Japan  is  a 
treasured  privilege!  So  many  eager  stu- 
dents apply  for  entrance  to  our  Boys' 
School  and  Margaret  K.  Long  Girls' 
School,  Tokyo,  that  the  staffs  have  to 
spend  many  weeks  in  screening  the  ap- 
plicants for  the  school  year  which  be- 
gins in  April. 

The  first  class  to  finish  at  the  Boys' 
School  since  the  end  of  the  war  had 
147  graduates  at  the  exercises  held  in 
March.  One  boy  had  a  perfect  attend- 
ance record  for  three  years  —  very 
difficult  to  achieve  when  one  travels  2 
hours  on  a  train  to  get  to  school! 

Japan  is  very  education-conscious 
and  Christian  education  is  a  vital  in- 
strument in  the  future  of  the  land. 
Both  of  these  schools  are  supported  by 
Disciples  of  Christ.  They  are  favorably 
known  for  their  progressive  methods 
In  general  education  and  a  strong  em- 
phasis on  the  production  of  able  Chris- 
tian citizens  in  a  world  where  char- 
acter is  needed  as  never  before  in 
history. 

The  girls'  school  was  opened  in  190  5 
with  5  teachers  and  12  students  and 
has  developed  into  one  of  the  best  of 
its  kind  in  Japan.  It  has  a  well-trained 
faculty  of  5  0,  good  equipment,  and 
1000  select  students. 

The  Boys'  School  was  established  one 
year   later.   The  present   student   body 


numbers  543  in  junior  high  school  and 
440  in  senior  high  school,  with  1 1 3  of 
the  students  baptized  Christians. 

The  two  schools  have  been  kept  in 
continuous  operation,  even  during  the 
war  years,  with  active  hostility  and 
persecution  from  the  military.  Much 
credit  is  due  the  courageous  leadership 
which  has  brought  the  schools  to  the 
enviable  place  they  hold  in  Japan 
today.

One  great  lesson  taught  by  Pentecost  is  the  power  of  united  prayer.  Here 
is  verified  the  fact  that  when  we  pray  we  link  ourselves  with  the  inexhaustible 
motive  power  of  the  Universe.     Prayer  is  a  force  as  real  as  terrestrial  gravity. 

The  disciples  of  Christ  were  to  demonstrate  the  steady  flow  of  sustaining 
power  in  their  daily  life.  All  these  we  read  "continued  with  one  accord  in  prayer". 
Their  dauntless  courage  and  unfaltering  faith  is  the  glory  of  the  Church. 

If  you  make  a  habit  of  sincere  prayer,  your  life  will  be  altered  noticeably  and 
profoundly.  Prayer  will  stamp  its  unmistakable  mark  on  your  acts  and  demeanor. 
A  tranquility  of  bearing,  a  repose  of  face  and  body  are  to  be  observed  in  those 
whose  inner  lives  are  enriched  by  prayer.  Within  the  depths  of  his  mind  and 
soul  a  flame  is  kindled.  He  sees  his  selfishness  and  pride,  his  fears,  greeds, 
blunders,  as  he  developes  a  sense  of  moral  obligation,  he  begins  a  soul  journey.

Great  Stewards  of  the  Bible 


Job  —  A  Man  of  Wealth 


One  of  the  most  ancient  stories  in  all  literature  is  that  of  Job,  a  busi- 
ness man  who  lived  many  centuries  before  the  Christian  era. 

Job  was  a  man  of  great  wealth.  He  owned  many  flocks  and  much 
land  and  in  his  day  was  counted  as  being  among  the  richest  of  all  men. 
In  the  midst  of  a  very  busy  household  and  the  management  of  a 
great  business,  Job  with  all  his  family  found  time  to  worship  God  daily. 
He  was,  in  all  respects,  a  most  admirable  person.  He  possessed  upright 
motives,  supported  the  causes  of  righteousness  and  loved  God.  He  was 
not  deaf  to  the  needs  of  others. 

That  which  Job  possessed  he  held  to  be  a  sacred  trust  from  God  and 
considered  himself  a  steward.  Joy  marked  his  daily  life  and,  as  he  helped 
others  he  found  the  strength  of  his  own  life  deepened. 
"I  was  eyes  to  the  blind,  and  feet 
was  I  to  the  lame.  I  was  a  father 
to  the  needy:  and  the  cause  of  him 
I  knew  not  I  searched  out." 

—Job  29: 15-16 
The  stewardship  of  Job  was  marked  by  an  eagerness  to  share,  rather 
than  a  mere  acquiescence  to  social  pressures  or  religious  requirements. 
He  proved  that  a  man  might  possess  much  wealth  and  not  be  possessed 
by  it.  His  desire  for  gain  never  excelled  his  desire  to  serve. 

In  the  day  of  trouble,  when  Job  lost  everything  he  possessed,  the 
memories  of  the  delights  which  had  attended  his  stewardship  served  as 
nourishment  to  his  soul.  By  the  measure  of  a  material  world,  he  was 
destitute  and  without  hope  for  the  future.  The  cynic  and  the  scoffer 
stood  by  to  question  the  wisdom  of  his  stewardship  in  the  past,  and  even 

to  suggest  that  he  now  denounce 
the  practice  and  devotion  which 
had  apparently  brought  him  to 
sackcloth  and  poverty. 

It  was  then  that  Job  achieved 
life's   greatest   triumph,  when   he 
could  declare  with  conviction  that 
the  fullness  of  life  is  found  not  in 
herds  or  lands,  but  in  the  love  of 
God  and  fellow  man. 
"He  who  sows  sparingly  will  also 
reap  sparingly,  and  he  who  sows 
bountifully  will  also  reap  bounti- 
fully.  Each  one  must  do  as  he 
has  made  up  his  mind,  not  re- 
luctantly  or   under    compulsion, 
for  God  loves  a  cheerful  giver." 
II  Corinthians  9:6-7 
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7  delivered  the  poor  that  cried,  and  the 
fatherless,  and  him  that  had  none  to  help 
him:'

It 
should  be  drawn  clearly  and  adequately  express  ones  intentions.  It  should  be 
dated  and  witnessed  and  signed  by  at  least  two  disinterested  persons,  who  to- 
gether witness  the  testor  sign  the  will  and  hear  him  declare  it  to  be  such. 

If  you  desire  the  help  of  an  attorney  get  one  who  is  versed  in  probate  work. 
When  you  consult  him  be  sure  to  give  all  the  facts. 

If  you  chose  to  make  a  bequest  to  the  First  Christian  Church,  the  following 
form  is  suggested: 

"I  will,  give  bequeath,  and  devise  to  the  First  Christian  Church,  Fort  Wayne, 
Indiana,  a  corporation  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  the  sum  of  ...  . 
receipt  from  Trustees  of  said  Corporation  shall  be  sufficient  discharge  to  my  ex- 
ecutor of  the  same." 

If  real  estate  is  willed,  it  should  be  adequately  described  and  located,  as  one 
does  in  writing  a  deed.

OUR  CHURCH 

If  a  tree  be  cui  to  the  ground,  yet  shall  it  grow  again.  The  roc^ts  of  the  Church 
are  deep.  Yet  time  and  again  the  tree  has  been  cut  by  dogma,  bigotry,  intoler- 
ance and  persecution — but  again  and  again  the  church  shoots  up  fresh  and  vig- 
orous in  real  expression  of  true  religion. 

The  great  movement,  known,  as  The  Disciples  of  Christ,  came  to  life  as  men 
of  the  18th  and  19th  Centuries  sought  the  freedom  of  Christ  and  exalted  into  im- 
portance the  individual  right  of  choice  and  decision.  Men  of  all  creeds  were  ex- 
horted to  acknowledge  Christ  and  His  way  of  life  as  the  one  test  of  fellowship, 
without  a  bishop  or  overloard.  The  common  sense  approach  to  the  Bible  and 
Christian  living,  its  aggresive  and  consecrated  leadership  have  brought  this  Com- 
munion into  5th  place  among  the  Protestant  Bodies  of  America. 

First  Christian  Church  is  a  child  of  this  Tradition.  It  recalls  its  humble  be- 
ginning, meeting  in  homes,  in  Halls  over  store  rooms.  But  the  founders  believed 
in  the  future  and  that  belief  has  been  fully  justified.

Great  Stewards  of  the  Bible 


MALACHI — A  Man  of  Integrity 

In  the  past  few  years  statesmen,  educators,  scientists,  and  theo- 
logians have  repeatedly  called  attention  to  the  need  for  a  quickening  of 
the  spiritual  conscience  of  the  peoples.  The  recognition  of  this  basic 
need  has  been  wide-spread. 

Many  years  before  Christ  taught  in  Galilee,  the  prophet  Malachi 
faced  the  same  fundamental  need  in  Israel.  The  people  had  ceased  to 
honor  God  and  desecrated  the  altars  with  inferior  or  unfit  offerings.  In 
the  name  of  religion  and  charity,  they  hypocritically  brought  polluted 
bread  and  diseased  animals  for  the  feeding  of  the  poor! 

So  base  had  become  the  concept  of  religious  and  social  responsi- 
bility that  some  men  stole  from  the  herds  of  their  neighbors  the  animals 
which  they  brought  for  sacrifice. 

Disrespect  for  integrity  in  worship  was  accompanied  by  the  dissolu- 
tion of  national  unity.  As  service  to  God  diminished,  the  spirit  of  the 
nation  grew  weaker. 

The  appeal  of  Malachi  was  for  a  return  to  honesty  and  true  devo- 
tion. He  named  the  basic  fault  as  that  of  disloyalty  to  God  and  the  wide- 
spread practice  of  failure  to  bring  the  tithe  to  the  altar.  The  solution  to 
the  prophet,  was  obvious — - 

"Bring  ye  the  whole  tithe  into  the  storehouse,  that 
there  may  be  food  in  my  house,  and  prove  me  now 
herewith,  saith  Jehovah  of  hosts,  if  I  will  not  open 
the  windows  of  heaven,  and  pour  you  out  a  blessing, 
that  there  shall  not  be  room  enough  to  receive  it." 
The  blessing  promised  was  forgiveness  of  the  sins  of  the  people 
and  the  restoration  of  the  happiness  and  joy  which  had  once  character- 
ized them  as  a  God-serving  nation. 

The  voice  of  Malachi  has  long  since  been  silenced  but  the  message^ 
he  spoke  is  as  valid  today  as  ever.  A  world,  seeped  in  hatred,  its  policies 
and  schemes  motivated  all  too  much  by  greed  and  selfishness,  dealing 
deceitfully  and  dishonestly  in  both  market  place  and  temple  square, 
might  well  heed  the  call  to  repentance  and  turn  again  to  God.

TEACH  ALL  NATIONS 


"Go  ye  .  .  .  teach  all  nations"  is 
the  commission  under  which  Christian 
evangelists  and  teachers,  doctors  and 
nurses  serve  around  the  world.  They 
walk  in  the  footsteps  of  the  little  group 
of  disciples  who  were  first  to  be  wit- 
nesses "in  all  the  world." 

Foremost  in  the  line  of  service  are 
the  children,  and  according  to  the  heri- 
tage of  70  years  a  Children's  Day  of- 
fering is  given  each  year  in  our 
churches  and  church  schools — that  the 
Gospel  may  be  preached  unto  them. 
Sometimes  the  results  are  surprising. 

Thirty  years  ago  Miss  Ruth  Mus- 
grave,  missionary  for  Disciples  of 
Christ  in  Congo,  made  a  long  itinera- 
tion through  villages  in  the  back  coun- 
try, preaching  and  teaching.  As  she 
left  each  village  she  placed  in  the  hands 
of  some  one  person  a  copy  of  the  New 
Testament  with  the  admonition  that  it 
be  read  to  others,  even  though  there 
were  no  Christians  in  the  village. 


In  one  village  a  small  boy  saw  that 
Book.  He  desired  very  much  to  learn 
to  read  it,  but  he  would  not  leave  his 
home  to  go  to  the  mission  school. 
However,  every  time  a  visitor  came 
to  the  village  he  demanded  to  hear 
the  gospel  read,  and  he  did  learn  to 
read  for  himself — the  hard  way. 

This  year  Miss  Musgrave  has  been 
located  at  the  Ifumo  station.  Among 
the  first  to  greet  her  at  this  new  post 
was  one  of  the  village  evangelists.  The 
boy  who  had  determined  to  read  the 
Bible  is  now  a  witness,  teaching  others 
not  only  to  read  but  to  understand  the 
words  of  Scripture.

AN  ANNIVERSARY 

Pearre  Hall,  Hazel  Green  Academy,  Hazel  Green,  Kentucky,  reaches  an 
important  milestone  this  year — fifty  years  of  service  to  youth  of  the  Kentucky 
mountains.  This  two-story,  red  brick  building,  erected  in  1902,  was  named  for 
Mrs.  Caroline  Neville  Pearre,  organizer  of  the  Christian  Woman's  Board  of  Mis- 
sions, who  directed  the  plans  and  made  the  building  possible. 

Until  1929  Pearre  Hall  served  as  school  building.  When  the  girls'  dormi- 
tory burned  that  fall,  it  was  decided  to  convert  the  school  building  into  a  dormi- 
tory and  construct  a  new  brick  school  building. 

Pearre  Hall  houses  30  girls  this  year,  with  some  faculty  members.  On  the 
ground  floor  are  the  kitchen  and  dining  room  for  the  whole  school.

ARE  YOU  PREPARED  TO  LISTEN 
"Take  Heed  How  Ye  Hear"  (Lk.  8:18) 

It  was  Spurgeon  who  once  said  it  takes  two  to  make  a  sermon — a  preacher 
and  a  hearer.  Much  attention  has  been  devoted  to  the  former;  many  books  have 
been  written  on  the  art  of  preaching. 

Surprisingly  little,  however,  has  been  written  on  how  to  LISTEN  to  a  sermon. 
This  is  one  of  the  neglected  arts— the  art  of  HEARING.  Ye't  our  Lord  had  much 
to  say  on  the  matter.  He  often  made  use  of  the  phrase:  "He  that  hath  ears  to  hear, 
let  him  hear," 

It  is  to  be  feared  'that  more  often  than  not,  when  we  come  to  these  words, 
we  simply  skip  over  them.  Many  a  service  of  worship  has  been  ruined  because 
the  congregation  was  spiritually  deaf  to  the  words  that  were  proclaimed.  Hovv^ 
is  one's  responsibility  when  the  Word  of  the  Living  God  is  being  proclaimed! 
Have  we  realized  the  preparation  we  should  make  before  coming  to  the  House 
of  God  to  hear  His  Word? 

It  would  be  strange  for  a  minister  to  enter  the  pulpit  unprepared  to  preach. 
It  should  be  equally  strange  to  see  men  and  women  coming  into  the  pev/s  un- 
prepared to  hear.  It  is  to  the  extent  that  we  have  prepared  ourselves  that  we 
shall  be  able  to  receive.  And  if  we  come  lightly  and  thoughtlessly  into  the  serv- 
ice, with  our  minds  full  of  many  things  we  shall  go  away  having  received 
nothing — and  perhaps  under  the  impression  that  the  preacher  hos  been  at  fault.

He  will  not  judge  according  to  what  his  eyes  see;  nor  decide  according  to 
what  his  ears  hear;  but  with  righteousness  will  he  judge  the  belpless,  and  with 
equity  will  he  decide  for  the  needy  of  the  Land. 

Paul  powerfully  develops  as  though  the  ruler  were  a  Knight  to  deliver  the 
oppressed.  "He  will  smite  an  oppressor  by  the  rod  of  his  mouth,  and  with  the 
breath  of  his  lips  will  he  slay  the  guilty.  Righteousness  will  be  the  girdle  about 
his  loins,  and  faithfulness  the  band  about  his  waist." 

The  supreme  achievement  of  the  reign  of  this  ruler  is  that  man  will  cease  to 
prey  upon  his  fellow  men  and  all  will  be  inspired  by  the  intimate  knowledge  of 
Jehovah.

Opportunity 

Although  our  cooperation  in  mission 
work  in  Thailand  began  only  last  year, 
as  we  joined  forces  with  our  British 
brethren,  it  presents  a  challenge  for 
service  among  some  three  hundred  and 
eighty-six  thousand  people  in  the  area. 
At  the  town  of  Nakon  Pathom  there 
is  work  among  the  Thais  and  the 
Chinese. 

In  some  ways  the  evangelistic  oppor- 
tunity among  the  Chinese  people  is 
really  greater  than  among  the  Thai, 
who  enter  more  into  educational  and 
office  work  and  feel  the  force  of  public 
opinion  favoring  Buddhism.  There  is 
also  a  flourishing  primary  school  for 
Chinese,  and  the  two  doctors  on  the 
hospital  staff  are  Chinese. 

The  Chinese  Church  at  Nakon  Pa- 


in Thailand 

thorn  is  self-supporting.  Pastor  Lo,  the 
leader,  came  here  from  South  China  20 
years  ago  and  served  efficiently  for  sev- 
eral years.  Later  he  returned  to  his  old 
home  for  a  time,  but  four  years  ago, 
when  the  Communists  were  approach- 
ing, he  came  back.  He  knows  our  work, 
and  the  Chinese  Christians  throughout 
the  district  look  to  him  as  an  old 
friend  and  counsellor.  Pastor  Lo  cares 
for  the  Chinese  Church  work  in  Na- 
kon Pathom  as  well  as  preaching  at 
the  Bon  Pong  outstation. 

Bon  Pong  is  a  town  nearly  the  size 
of  Nakon  Pathom  with  a  population 
of  about  25,000.  Here  there  are  18 
Christians,  and  there  is  hope  that  in 
the  near  future  a  church  may  be  or- 
ganized.

Ministers'  Institutes  Popular 


Two  institutes  for  Negro  ministers 
are  held  annually  in  North  Carolina 
under  the  joint  sponsorship  of  the  de- 
partment of  church  development  and 
evangelism  of  the  United  Society  and 
the  National  Christian  Missionary 
Convention. 

Although  the  programs  vary  from 
year  to  year,  their  primary  purpose  is 
to  give  practical  training  in  the  field 


of     evangelism,     religious     education, 
worship  and  churchmanship. 

A  new  high  in  interest  and  response 
was  reached  this  year  in  those  convened 
at  Spring  Green  Church,  Plymouth, 
and  Greenleaf  Church,  Goldsboro. 
Thirty-three  ministers  were  enrolled  in 
the  Plymouth  institute  and  thirty- 
seven  at  Goldsboro. 


New  Horizons  In  India 


A  vast  new  field  which  is  particu- 
larly receptive  to  the  Christian  message 
is  opening  up  in  the  Khond  Hills  and 
the  West  Utkal  or  Orissa  regions  of  In- 
dia. 

These  two  districts  have  heretofore 
been  supervised  by  the  British  Baptists, 
who  are  overwhelmed  by  the  large 
area  which  they  seek  to  cover,  and  by 
the  great  numbers  of  people  who  wel- 
come their  ministry. 

Mr.  Donald  West,  executive  secre- 
tary in  the  division  of  foreign  missions 
of  the  United  Society,  has  recently  re- 
turned from  a  survey  of  this  area.  He 
recommends  the  cooperation  of  our 
brotherhood  through  the  present  In- 
dia Mission. 

Mr.  West  found  a  "wonderfully 
real"  welcome  from  both  the  British 
missionaries  and  nationals,  and  an  area 
of  many  hundreds  of  miles  ripe  for 
evangelism. 

The  natives  in  this  new  territory  are 
influenced  less  by  Hinduism,  which 
hampers  the  work  in  the  Central  Prov- 
inces. The  Khonds  are  known  as  "ani- 
mists."  (Animists  are  worshippers  of 
animals,  nature,  evil  spirits,  and  spirits 
of  the  dead.)  They  are  comparatively 
better  off  economically  in  this  region, 


and  respond  with  touching  eagerness 
to  any  efforts  to  convert  them. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Franklin  White,  who 
had  been  serving  at  Kotmi  Station  of 
the  India  Mission  of  Disciples  of  Christ, 
moved  into  this  new  area  in  April. 
They  will  hve  in  Sambalpur,  230  miles 
from  Bilaspur  in  Central  Provinces. 
Christians  are  found  in  villages  within 
10  or  15  miles  of  that  city.  However, 
Mr.  White  will  give  major  attention  to 
the  people  of  Gara,  an  area  farther 
south  and  west  of  Sambalpur.

Outlook  In  Japan 


To  understand  the  place  of  social 
service  in  the  work  of  the  church  in 
Japan,  it  is  necessary  to  consider  social 
and  economic  conditions  there. 

Some  industries  have  recovered  their 
pre-war  levels.  In  the  cotton  spinning 
industry,  for  example,  production  is 
now  about  40  per  cent  of  capacity. 

However,  for  the  great  mass  of  the 
people  there  is  no  adequate  housing,  no 
money  for  medical  bills,  and  food  and 
clothing  are  scarce.  The  cost  of  con- 
sumer goods  is  very  near  that  in  the 
United  States,  while  the  average  in- 
come of  the  Japanese  is  one-ninth  of 
that  in  America. 

Some  250  packages  of  relief  clothing 
and  food  distributed  last  year  by  our 
Japan  Mission  were  not  sufficient  to 
meet  the  desperate  need  of  the  families 
whose  homes  had  been  burned  or  whose 
dwelling-places  were  a  dry  spot  under 
a  bridge. 

Our  pastors  themselves  find  it  im- 
possible to  meet  the  cost  of  living  from 
their  salaries.  Yet  they  are  busy  day 
and  night  in  the  work  of  the  church. 

One  pastor  holds  a  Bible  class  every 
week  for  300  inmates  of  a  prison,  and 
a  Sunday  service  for  63  Christians 
there. 

Another  is  active  in  child  welfare 


work.  In  another  church  the  women's 
group  has  provided  clothing  for  needy 
children  and  collected  funds  for  a 
playground. 

Under  the  auspices  of  the  Mission 
the  Jewel  Pool  Orphanage,  a  foundling 
home,  has  been  operated  for  about  four 
years,  taking  in  small  babies  who  are 
abandoned. 

A  hospital  is  conducted,  known  as 
the  East  Tokyo  Institute.  With  capa- 
city for  22  in-patients  it  also  serves 
about  60  out-patients  daily,  and  dis- 
tributes milk  for  babies  under  one  year 
old.  A  day  nursery  is  operated.  It  is 
the  hope  of  the  future  that  the  Insti- 
tute will  become  a  social  center  for  the 
community.

WHY  NOT  TITHE? 

Matthias  Baldwin,  who  was  the  founder  of  a  great  locomotive  works,  set  aside 

one-tenth  of  the  earnings  of  the  Company  to  be  used  for  religious  and  educational 
purposes.  At  one  time  his  business  was  encountering  grave  financial  difficuties, 
there  were  no  funds  left  to  tithe,  so  he  made  out  notes  signed  by  himself,  which 
were  later  redeemed  and  fully  paid.  During  this  time  of  crisis,  his  associates 
asked  him  to  stop  this  tithing,  but  he  cried,  "why,  thai  is  my  one  safe  investment." 

Another  man  said,  who  tithes,  "You  can  beat  the  bank  of  Monte  Carlo  once 
in  awhile  but  you  can  never  beat  the  bank  of  God  and  His  law.  As  ye  give  ye 
shall  receive.    It  gives  forth  its  riches  only  to  those  who  obey  this  law," 


Volunteers  for  missionary  service,  accepted  as  candidates  in  June,  1952, 

There's  Work  Ahead 


Twenty-six  young  people  of  our 
churches  were  accepted  as  candidates 
for  missionary  service  abroad  in  the 
June  meeting  of  the  board  of  trustees 
of  the  United  Society. 

They  come  from  east  and  west, 
north  and  south  —  XS^ashington,  Iowa, 
Alabama,  Nebraska,  Ohio,  Texas,  Mis- 
souri, Oklahoma,  New  Jersey,  West 
Virginia,  Oregon,  Pennsylvania,  Kan- 
sas— eager  to  find  the  avenues  through 
which  they  can  give  their  lives  to  full 
time   Christian   service. 

There  is  work  ahead  for  these  youth. 
Each  has  had  outlined  for  him  the  edu- 
cational preparation  he  will  need   for 


the  particular  service  he  expects  to 
render.  From  this  group  will  come 
doctors,  nurses,  teachers,  evangelists, 
specialists  in  agriculture,  music,  re- 
ligious education,  etc.  Each  will  wit- 
ness for  Christ  in  word  and  deed. 

In  addition  to  scholastic  training 
there  will  be  actual  experience  in  sum- 
mer internships  for  many. 

Mr.  E.  K.  Higdon  is  executive  sec- 
retary of  missionary  selection  and 
training  for  the  United  Society,  and 
with  other  members  of  the  foreign  mis- 
sions division  guides  candidates  in 
their  preparation  for  missionary  serv- 
ice. 


Evidence  of  Brotherhood 


Because  the  churches  of  Disciples  of 
Christ  are  bound  together  in  a  broth- 
erhood, the  problems  of  one  become 
the  concern  of  all.
